Witness Striking Ceremony at Nob- 
seott Reservation 


The All Newton Music School gave 
the last concert of the season of 1930- 
31 In the Newton High School audi- 
torium on the evening of May twen- 
ty-eighth. 

In spite of the intense heat there 
was a large audience which evidently 
felt well repaid for coming. 

The program began with the work 
of the younger pupils, who played 
piano and violin solos with a poise 
and dignity that many more experi- 
enced performers might envy them. 
An ensemble was given by tbe junior 
grades, another by the senior grades, 
then solos by the intermediate pu- 
pils. Each one of the soloists de- 
serves recognition, for all were sur- 
prisingly good. 

The “Rondo Capriccioso” of Men- 
delssohn, for piano, was brilliantly 
played by Frances Jennings: and the 
holder of the President’s Scholarship 
for advanced violin study for 1931-32, 
Anna Kovitz. received much applause 
for her playing of the Pugnani-Krels- 
ler Prelude and Allegro. The Direc- 
tor's Scholarship is awarded again to 
Aida Pucclarelll. The Scholarship to 
the Surette Summer School, awarded 
last year to Olivia Vuilleumier. goes 
this year to Anna Kovitz. Diplomas 
were awarded to Virginia 
piano; Anna Kovitz, violin and Olivia 
Vuilleumier, violin, for the regular 
Courses. All three are to continue 
their advanced study towards a post- 
graduate Diploma, and also are to 
take their two years’ Normal Train- 
ing, under the Music School’s direc- 
tion. 

The first part of the program ended 
with the presentation of a loving cup 
to Miss Elizabeth Fyffe as a token of 
gratitude from the pupils and faculty 
for her twenty years of devoted work 
as director of the school. 

The diplomas were then presented 
by Mr. William Lester Bates as vice- 
president of the school. In his brief 
address he reminded the parents of 
the pupils of the unusual opportunity 
offered to their children. 

“We do not expect," said Mr. Bates, 
“that every child in this school will 
become a great musician, but we do 
know that every child is becoming 
familiar with great music. 

"Your children, too, are uncon- 
sciously realizing the value of team- 
work, the truth of the fact that an 
individual who cannot be depended 
on to strike the right note at the 
right time is of no value in an or- 
chestra. 

"That is discipline of the finest 
kind, and discipline is in danger of 
being ignored in our homes today,” 
said Mr. Bates in conclusion. 

The second part of the program con- 
sisted of a group of solos by Miss 
Forte, the head of the violin depart- 
ment, and a quintet for piano, violin 
and ’cello by the heads of the depart- 
ments. Miss West, Miss Fyffe, Miss 
Forte, Miss Pucciarelli, and Miss Mas- 
ters.

Aldermen Meet For 

Half Hoar Session 

Brief Docket With But Very Few 
HearingM 


The Nobscot Reservation of the 
Newton Boy Scouts was the scene of 
one of the most impressive ceremonies 
in the history of the organization last 
Friday evening. Three thousand 
adults and Scouts witnessed the 
awarding of many higher badges in 
Boy Scouting. The high spots of the 
affair were the Indian fire-lighting 
ceremony and the award of ten Eagle 
Badges by the President of the Coun- 
cil. 

Eagle Badges were awarded to 
Scouts Albert Walker, of Troop 1; 
Philip Trowbridge of Troop 48, High- 
lands; Arthur Crosble and Robert 
Nickerson of Troop 6, Centre; Scouts 
Robert Laverty, Robert Partridge, Wil- 
liam L. Smith and William Spurrier of 
Troop 11, Newton; Scout Charles 
Stelnsick of Troop 18, Centre; and 
Scout Edmund Kent of Troop 20, Cen- 
tre. 

The Court opened at 8:15 P. M. with 
call to attention by Eagle Scout Rich- 
ard Schroeder, Master of Ceremonies, 
and was followed by the introduction 
of A. Leslie Harwood, Esq., Chairman 
of the Council’s sub-Committee on Wil- 
derness Camp, who spoke of the plans 
for a hiking camp on and around Mo- 
nadnock this coming summer, under 
the leadership of Mr. Frank E. Lich- 
tentlmeler, known as "Uncle Frank” 
to the hundred of Scouts and Scouters 
in Newton. This is a new venture in 
Newton and is another step forward in 
the camping program, which already 
includes The Ohio, Nobscot as over- 
night camp-sites and Camp Cape Cod 
as the summer camp. The Wilderness 
Camp is for older 1st Class Scouts, 
where actual, complete camping is 
carried on and "all you have is what 
is on your back, plus what Nature 
provides." 

This was followed by Retreat with 
all standing as the sweet notes of Re- 
treat floated through the woods, with 
the flag floating slowly down from the 
peak. Mr. George Schrlver, "Akehla,” 
of the Cub Pack at Grace Church, 
Newton, the first registered Cub Pack 
in the city, gave an amusing demon- 
stration and then the Cub Howl. 

The Camps Director and Scout Ex- 
ecutive then extended a welcome to 
tlie Scouts and guests present and 
told briefly of the securing of the 
Reservation three years ago, with the 
fire a year ago May 4th and the re- 
forestation to date, which included 
the setting out by Scouts and leaders 
of 35,000 seedlings and 6,000 larger 
trees by men, and the starting of a 
Forest Nursery from which seedlings 
of all sorts of trees and shrubs will 
be set into the Reservation in the 
years to come. 

Mr. Russell Noyes, Assistant Camp 
Director of Camp Cape Cod, was pre- 
sented and told briefly of the plans for 
that Camp and urged parents to send 
their boys for the fun and training to 
be had in such a camp. He stressed 
the water-front program and the safety 
measures taken to prevent accidents 
at the waterfront and on the water. 

As it became dusk, the flood lights 
provided by the courtesy of Chief C. 
J. Randlett of the Newton Fire De- 
partment and manned by the newly 
formed Scout Fire Emergency Unit, 
were turned on. Mr. Larsen took 
the chair and led off in some com- 
munity singing. The music was pro- 
vided by the orchestra of Troop 18, 
Centre. 

Awards were then made as follows: 
Provisional Certificates to members 
of the Scout Traffic Police Squad by 
Captain Seaver of the Newton Police 
Department. Before and after the 
Court, this Squad, under Scout Austin 
Fisher, Jr., Chief, helped handle traf- 
fic, with the result that all cars were 
properly parked and no traffic jam re- 
sulted before or after the Court, de- 
spite the 700 or 800 cars which were 
there. 

Chief Randlett of the Newton Fire 
Department awarded the special 
badges to the Scout Emergency Fire 
Unit, under Mr. Ritchie Garrison, who 
was commissioned Lieutenant of the 
Unit. 

Mr. J. B. Jamieson, Jr., Chairman of 
Troop 20, Centre, Committee and 
Treasurer of the Newton Chapter of 
the Red Cross, awarded Junior Red 
Cross First Aid Certificates to 11 
Scouts who had completed the Course 
given by Miss Norcross of the local 
Red Cross staff and loaned to the

Two thousand persons will be seat- 
ed. served with refreshments and en- 
tertained with music and dancing at 
the novel outdoor “Pop” Concert to 
be held Tuesday and Wednesday eve- 
nings of next week. June 9th and 
10th, in the beautiful Amphitheatre 
on the Newton Centre Playground. 
Enlargement of the seating plan was 
decided upon last night at a meeting 
of the general "Pops" Committee. 

At tables nearest the grass-car- 
peted stage 500 persons will be served 
Another 1100 persons will be seated 
in chairs In sections oq the lawns 
and 400 others will have seats in 
grandstands. Every seat, as arranged, 
will command a complete and clear 
view of the solo and group dances, 
which will be performed toward the 
front of this natural stage and none 
will have any difficulty in hearing the 
numbers of an especially fine concert 
by an orchestra of 85 musicians and a 
Glee Club of 50 male voices. 

Fine weather is expected to add to 
one of the most enjoyable outdoor 
evening entertainments ever under- 
taken in Newton. To aid in an even 
distribution of tickets throughout the 
city arrangements have been made 
with the Newton Trust Company for 
the advance sale of seats and these 
are now available at all branches of 
tills banking institution. On the eve- 
nings of the concerts tickets will be 
sold at the Tyler Terrace entrance 
to the grounds. 

Eighty waitresses — chosen from 10 
villages of Newton, dressed in beach 
pajamas, will serve ices, cakes, sand- 
wiches and tonic while a dozen or 
more pretty cigarette girls vending 
smokes will be on the grounds during 
the intermissions. Tents are now be- 
ing erected for the convenience of 
concert participants, and for the 
handling of refreshments. 

Coming on the anniversary of the 
successful Newton pageant of the 
Tercentenary year, and conducted by 
the same groups of citizens from all 
parts of Newton, the “Pops” has 
struck the popular fancy as an op- 
portunity for all citizens to get togeth- 
er out of doors for a social evening 
in the most beautiful natural setting 
in the city. The fact that the Civic 
Arts Association, which is presenting 
the “Pops, ’ is essentially a non-profit- 
ing Civic organization aiming to dis- 
cover and foster Newton talent, has 
gained city wide interest. 

The Newton Symphony Orchestra, 

D. Ralph Maclean, conductor, will 
offer an especially fine program ideal- 
ly suited for outdoor presentation. The 
Glee Club numbers, too, have been 
carefully selected and dance creations 
in which Miss Margaret Huntley will 
he featured include “Valse Violette.” 
and “Garland Dance.’’ Miss Huntley 
was the featured dancer of last year’s 
pageant. An unusually attractive 
dance entitled "Ribands" will be of- 
fered by Miss Kathryn Pope and a 
group of her pupils, including Mar- 
jorie Dell, Phyllis Fisher, Evelyn Mar- 
golin and Barbara Webster. In other 
dance presentations part will be taken 
by Misses Eleanor Hanlon. Doris 
Houchins, Marjorie MacMillan. Mar- 
jorie Gilbert, Janet Heilman, and Mary 
Crowley. 

An outstanding feature of the entire 
“Pops” concert will be the introduc- 
tion of Musicolor. a new and attrac- 
tive art arranged by C. Hassler Cap- 
ron, in conjunction with Director 
MacLean and the symphony orchestra.

The meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men on Monday night did not start 
until 8:30 and consumed but about a 
half-hour in transacting the business 
included in the brief docket. The 
first hearing announced was on the 
petition of the Edison Company for a 
pole location on Morton street at Mill 
street. Newton Centre. No person ap- 
peared to oppose this petition. 

The second hearing announced was 
on the petition of George A. Haynes 
who asks for a permit to establish a 
gasoline filling station at 361 Wash- 
ington street, corner of Thornton 
street. Newton. This station would 
have four tanks with a capacity of 
4000 gallons, and four pumps. James 
P. Gallagher, appearing as attorney 
for Mr. Haynes, informed the Aider- 
men that a petition had been filed 5 
years ago for a filling station on this 
site and was refused. He remarked 
that some of the Aldermen at that 
time thought the site might be used 
for municipal purposes. He explained 
that the two tenements of the wooden 
block now occupying the site would 
be removed and it is desired to have 
3 driveways leading into the station. 
He stated that the present building 
is unsightly and a fire hazard and 
that the granting of a filling station 
permit will create no hazard to pe- 
destrians as it has been proved that 
file safest place on a highway today 
is adjacent to a filling station. Au- 
tomobiles entering and leaving filling 
stations travel slowly. 

He argued that the filling station 
will substantially improve the neigh 
borhood and that three owners of 
ubutting properties had authorized 
him to say they do not oppose the 
petition. These abuttors are Mrs 
Delia Leonard, 44 Thornton street, 
Mrs. Anna Troiani. 359 Washington 
street, and Mrs. Sarah Veno. No per 
son was present to oppose the peti- 
tion. 

Mr. Gallagher also spoke as attor- 
ney for Frank Y. Clark who petitions 
for a permit to establish a filling sta 
tion at 782-784 Beacon street. Newton 
Centre. This station would have 5 
tanks with a capacity for 5000 gal- 
lons of gasoline. There would be 4 
pumps at this station. 

Mr. Gallagher explained that the 
locus is at the present time an indoor 
filling station at the Beacon Garage 
where 2000 gallons of gasoline are 
stored. The petitioner will remove 
some stores which are unprofitable 
and build a drive-ln station, removing 
the present tanks and pumps. -He said 
that it has been suggested that be- 
cause Beacon street is heavily trav- 
elled. filling .Stations would cause con- 
gestion, but this argument has been 
refuted by safety records. Mr. Gal- 
lagher stated that it has also been 
contended that another filling station 
is not needed at Newton Centre. He 
answered this by saying that it is not 
the duty of the Aldermen to regulate 
the law of supply and demand, and he 
concluded by arguing that a filling 
station on this site will improve fa- 
cilities for serving the public and the 
station will be laid out to meet the 
requirements of the Aldermen. A 
written protest against the petition 
from the Newton Centre Women’s 
Club was read by City Clerk Grant. 

Alderman Hawkins, chairman of the 
Licenses Committee recommended 
the granting of the following peti- 
tions — 

Edison Electric Illuminating Co. of 
Boston and New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. of Massachusetts, 
joint pole location. Mill street, at 
Morton street, set one pole and re- 
move one pole. 

Edison and Telephone Companies, 
joint locations existing poles. Forest 
street, from Walnut street to beyond 
Bowdoin street. 11 poles. 

Telephone Co., abandonment of pole 
locations Washington street, from 
Woodland road to beyond Wood lane, 
23 poles. 

William Albert Gallup, relocation of 
2-car garage at 239 Chestnut street. 
Ward 3. Abuttors’ consent filed. 

Robb Motor Co., first-class license 
to deal in second-hand motor vehicles 
at 208 Washington street. Ward 7. 

The Board voted favorably on the 
recommendations. 

The Aldermen also accepted the ad- 
verse report of the Licenses Commit- 
tee on the petitions of G. M. Putnam 
for a 2-car garage at 109 Vernon 
street. Newton; Jacob Kligman for a 
gasoline filling station at 456 Water- 
town street. Newtonville; The Direc- 
torate by Charles E. Kelsey for a

A committee from the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce comprised of 
Frank L. Richardson. George J. Mar- 
tin and James P. Gallagher visited 
Mayor Sinclair Weeks in his office 
at City Hall yesterday morning and 
urged him’ to abandon the plans for 
the new City Hall and War Memorial 
on the Triangle Site at Newton Cen- 
tre. This action resulted from an ad- 
dress delivered on Thursday, May 
28th to the Board of Directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce by Mr. Rich- 
ardson who is executive vice-presi- 
dent of the Newton Trust Company. 

He argued that the cost of the pro- 
posed structure will be considerably 
over a million dollars and this will 
impose a large burden on Newton’s 
taxpayers which because of the busi- 
ness depression is inadvisable. He 
suggested that the citizens be cir- 
cularized to inform them of the sit- 
uation and obtain their reaction. He 
contended that a practical city hall 
building which will provide the neces- 
sary facilities for transacting the busi- 
ness of this city can be erected for 
well under $200,000. 

For many years Newton has needed 
badly a new city hall. The old struc- 
ture in use is quite inadequate to 
house the various offices, the records 
the city are disintegrating in a 
damp vault and for a long time the 
erection of a suitable new building 
has been postponed. In 1926 hearings 
were held in the various villages of j 
Newton to obtain a consensus of opin-

Services were held in the hall for 


the various parcels of land in the tri- 
angle area for a City Hall and War 
Memorial sites. 

On March 17. 1930 the Board of Al- 
dermen voted to authorize the Mayor 
and City Solicitor to petition the Gen- 
eral Court for authority to borrow 
$750,000 outside the debt limit for the 
construction of a new City Hall. On 
June 30, 1930 the Aldermen, with a 
vote of 16 to 4 voted to authorize the 
building of the new City Hall and 
War Memorial on the triangle site 
and appropriated $5000 to engage an 
architect. Mayor Weeks appointed 
Charles Collens of Newton Centre as 
architect. A number of meetings 
were held by the combined City Hall 
Committee of Aldermen and citizens 
in conference with the Mayor, the ar- 
chitect and the Buildings Commis- 
sioner and plans were accepted and 
completed for the new structure. Ac- 
counts of these meetings were printed 
in the GRAPHIC. It was announced 
that bids for the work would be asked 
for this month.

Thus the Parish under the guid- 
ance of its one Rector, has grown 
from a mere handful of worshippers, 
to a large and flourishing institution, 
with some 1100 communicants, the 
material church has grown from a 
small hall to a Gothic stone struc- 
ture which is an acknowledged gem of 
architecture, inspiring in its simple 
beauty. From time to time, since its 
consecration, gifts have been made, 
adding to the structure and equip- 
ment — a transept, the War M*emorial. 
Baptistery. Trinity House for the Pri- 
mary department of the Church 
School, and many other gifts. 

All this has resulted from the ef- 
forts and vision of one man. who 
could look ahead and be willing to 
refuse attractive calls and even ur- 
gent demands to go elsewhere, be- 
cause he had the faith and courage

Tommy "Tucker” Rhodes pitched 
no-hit ball for Newton High in defeat- 
ing tlie Cambridge High and Latin 
school nine in a Suburban League 
baseball game at Russell Field, Cam- 
bridge last Friday, 1 to 1. As Som- 
erville high upset Brookline High 6 
to 2 at Dilboy Field, Somerville on 
the holiday the orange and black 
team went into a first plaee tie with 
Brookline, each with four wins and 
two losses for eight points. Somer- 
ville won its fourth game for eight 
points but has suffered three losses. 

The Newton elan had several breaks 
come Its way in out-scoring the Can- 
tabs as “Lefty” Kelley was on the 
mound for the losers and pitched good 
ball. Errors figured largely in Kel- 
ley’s defeat as he fanned thirteen 
and allowed but two hits. Kelley 
was in trouble in three frames and 
his teammates could not pull him out 
as Newton tallied with every oppor- 
tunity. On the other hand Rhodes 
was in no trouble at all except in 
the seventh when the usually reli- 
able Huston slipped up on a chance 
similar to many he has taken with 
ease all season. Conlon was the bat- 
ter. His grounder to Huston’s left 
was a close bid for a hit and would 
have been scored as such had not 
Huston’s ability been taken into con- 
sideration. However, Huston was 
credited with an error as he trapped 
the ball only to lose it to let Conlon 
reach first. Reardon promptly sacri- 
ficed down the third base line and 
as Appleyard fielded the ball Conlon 
raced around to third as that sack 
was unprotected. Morgan squeezed 
Conlon home. Butler had no chance 
to get Conlon at the plate but threw 
Morgan out at first, Mason covering. 
Only two other Cambridge batters 
reached first during the game, Rhodes 
issuing two passes. Kelley, who drew 
u puss in the sixth, reached second 
on Sullivan’s out at first. Morgan 
drew u puss in the second inning. 
Botli runners were stranded when suc- 
ceeding batters were easy outs. 

Newton’s tallies came one euch in 
tlie fourth, and eighth and two in 
Hu* final frame lo settle the issue.

sacrifice bunt on which Appleyard 
raced around to third as Hopkins 
left the bag uncovered. Rhodes fan- 
ned while Cambridge was expecting 
the squeeze play on every pitch. Hil- 
dreth hit one at first baseman Mor- 
gan which the latter fumbled mo- 
mentarily and then tossed to Kelley 
who covered first. Umpire Feather- 
stone called Hildreth safe and Apple- 
yard tallied although it looked to 
many as though Hildreth was out at 
first. He died a moment later at- 
tempting to steal second. 

Newton’s tallies in the ninth were 
pure gifts. Mullen drew a walk, the 
only one issued by Kelley. Antonellis 
sacrified and Kelley miscued to let 
Mullen reach third. A play was made 
for Antonellis at second and catcher 
Reardon’s peg went for an error. 
Conlon, the second sacker, threw the 
ball uast third base trying to get 
Mullen and the latter scored. An- 
tonellis reached third and scored af- 
ter Huston’s long fly to centre. 

Kelley’s effectiveness on the mound 
was shown in the second, fifth, sixth, 
seventh and ninth in which innings 
he fanned two. In each of the first, 
third, and eighth innings lie had one 
strikeout and the fourth inning was 
the only frame in which he had none. 

Rhodes’ teammates supported him in 
great style with the solitary excep- 
tion of Huston's one slip.

MAY BUILDING REPORT

Stepping Over the Boundaries 

You will probably sleep a good deal 
easier tonight now that you have my 
assurance that tin* boundary lines be- 
tween Newton and Boston have been 
perambulated and found perfect. 
Every five years at this tlm** I be- 
in tn set nervous and fretful for 
fear soniethlng unusual will occur 
when the city authorities of our home 
town and the Hub start out, as com- 
manded by the law of the common- 
wealth. to “perambulate and run the 
boundary lines and renew the marks.” 
I am glad our statutes do not require 
that perambulating he performed more 
frequently. It is bad enough to have 
ibis awful dread once in five years. 
Annually would be too much and bi- 
ennially almost half as haij. 

Of course the fact that there has 
been nothing reported in the way of 
a clash does not mean things will 
always he so pleasant. Some day, 
I can’t say when, it may be shown that 
Boston has grabbed a few feet off 
Newton’s share of the Faneuil marsh 
or that over in the Oak Hill district 
Newton has swiped a couple of big 
rocks from Boston. 

Until I began to get clubby with 
the ponderous volumes called General 
Laws of Massachusetts I did not re- 
alize the meaning of perambulating 
as relating tc city boundaries. I al- 
ways thought of perambulators as con- 
taining English babies and engineered 
by English nursemaids, who flirted 
with English soldiers in Bloomsbury 
or Mayfair or wherever there were 
parks where nursemaids took babies 
for the air. 

But. as usual. I was off on the 
wrong track. In our State we have 
decreed that “contiguous places shall 
at joint and equal expense erect per- 
manent stone monuments at every an- 
gle of their respective boundary lines 
and wherever a highway crosses such 
lines or unless such lines are bound- 
ed by the sea or a permanent stream." 
Y’ou’ve seen these markers in the 
ground. I am sure. Maybe you’ve 
stumbled over them — a lot of people 
have and still do. 

The law prescribes for the peram- 
bulating of boundaries by two mem- 
bers of each city council or their sub- 
stitutes. As far as I can see it makes 
bother for those members of the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen who must give 
up a half-day of their private busi- 
ness to riding around with city coun- 
cillors of Boston.' The latter, pre- 
sumably, would prefer to devote the 
same time to their personal affairs. 

However, it is one of those things 
we cannot escape and furthermore 
there is always this to remember. 
Anybody who maliciously disturbs or 
injures one of these boundary stones 
may receive six months’ imprison- 
ment. Furthermore, if the cities ever 
get into a scrap over the line they 
must take their dispute to the Land 
Court which is the one to determine 
the location. I’m glad everything be- 
tween Boston and Newton is amicable 
and that they had a nice day for it. 


ing plenty of room for pedestrians 
hut permitting automobiles to make 
a wider and therefore a freer turn 
from street to the other. It doesn’t 
seem to have marred the symmetry 
of the curve, which should be a source 
of satisfaction to those of esthetic 
tastes. And it is Just as well to bear 
in mind that the charm of our streets 
lies in the way they have been laid 
out. so folks who insist that the looks 
of things should be considers! are 
sound in their contention. 

There are a number of other places 
which the city has operated on. but 
which f have not of course 

my failure in this respect is due to 
the fact that I own no car and do 
not cover any extended area when I 
amble about for an airing. But “cut- 
ting corners” is not to be treated 
lightly, inasmuch as it means progress. 

I learned that the committee of city 
fathers and no doubt the Street Com- 
missioner and City Engineer, too. gave 
considerable study to the matter. They 
realized that the streets were planned 
originally for horse and buggy and 
teams and wagons. Driving an auto- 
mobile around the corner Is not as 
simple as turning Dobbin in the old 
carryall from one street into another. 
More room is required unless the auto- 
mobile begins the swing way out in 
the middle of the thoroughfare. You 
can’t have traffic based on that prin- 
ciple. The thing to do is to cut cor- 
ners. 

It seems that a comprehensive plan 
lias been followed and will be pur- 
sued in years to come. The sections 
include those where schoolhouses are 
located — the place where safety in 
the movement of vehicular traffic is 
most essential. Other corners where | 
it is thought danger existed hare I 
come under the knife. No doubt prop- i 
erty had to be taken and I can under- ' 
stand the feelings of a land-owner ! 
when he sees some ornamental shrub- 
bery or velvety lawn sacrificed. But ' 
people are turned out of their homes 
to make way for school buildings, 
with scant courtesy and explanation 
by the city, so slicing off a corner 
isn't a calamity. If. as I understand, 
the theory of appropriating money 
for about 25 street changes a year is 
put through Newton will prove beyond 
doubt the philosophy of "cutting cor- 
ners.” . 


Watching the “Step-On-lts" 

One of those things that slipped by 
with comparatively little newspaper 
space was the convention in Boston of 
the Association of Government Offi- 
cials in Industry. So much of it was 
technical. I suppose, that it did not 
stimulate the interest of readers who 
like their daily news to deal with 
human achievements and frailties, to- 
gether with the spice of gossip and 
conjecture. However, the matter was 
intensely human and some of the best 
known men and women in public serv- , 
ice gave their ideas and opinions. 
Boston has really favored by promi- 
nent speakers. 


“Come Up for the Week-End” 

These pleasant and cordial invita- 
tions to “come and spend a week-end 
with us" are heard a good deal this 
time of year and in consequence they 
are the cause of considerable perplex- 
ity. The first thing is that there is 
seldom anything definite as to time. 
People who are planning to start 
this month and open their summer 
homes at the shore or in the country 
usually figure on about so many weeks. 
This, naturally, limits the number of 
week-ends. Moreover, there is a limit 
to spare room, which means that two 
or three or four and no more may be 
accommodated from Saturday until 
Monday. 

As I gather it from this family and 
that, some of the ‘week-ends are 
spokeu-for in advance. There are. it 
seems, certain relatives who expect 
to be entertained as a matter of 
course and whom the possessor of the 
cottage would not dare ignore. O. 
they might turn them down, all right, 
but it would start a family row which 
would be worse than the suffering in- 
flicted by three days' of their com- 
pany. The husband’s brother or the 
wife’s sister assumes that entertain- 
ment will be furnished for at least 
one week end because "they always 
have had an invitation.” The chief 
joy of large families of which the 
sons and daughters have married and 
raised children is this matter-of-fact 
way in which the less prosperous 
group receives favors from the more 
aflluent. Often there is a mother or 
father pulling the strings and rather 
than have open warfare the man who 
has money enough to rent a nice 
place becomes the mark for those who 
are putting their coin in the savings 
bank. 

But this is not a family discussion. 
Week-ends are those things which we 
promise ourselves or somebody else 
and which if they eventuate are vast- 
ly different from what they appeared 
in imagination. I think the persons 
who invite to their homes friends who 
have never previously slept under 
their roof are taking big chances. In 
fact they are taking greater chances 
than the recipient of the hospitality. 
The latter can hop out. after some 
frail excuse, any time he wants to. 
The host, however, has got to stand 
for Ids guest when in reality he would 
like to kick him out of the door. This 
week-end business is a hit compli- 
cated. isn't it? 


The Value of Cutting Corners 

“Cutting corners," an old-fashioned 
phrase, lias been supplemented some 
time now by the word “efficiency." 
Both have to do with getting things 
done speedily and effectively, with as 
little delay as possible. 1 lufve beard 
it applied to various matters, largely 
in a business way, sometimes in house- 
hold economics and in matters of poli 
tical and civic organization. Until 
now 1 never suw "cutting corners” 
mean actually that. Therefore. 1 think 
it worthy of more than pussiug inter- 
est. 

At the corner of Eldredge and Ver- 
non streets. Newton, you will observe 
that there lias been a section of the 
Farlow Turk sidewalk sliced off, leav- 


For my own part I might have over- 
looked this gathering had not friends 
of mine called it to my attention. 
One of the speakers whose utterances , 
were particularly valuable as a con- 
tribution to world’s progress wis Miss 
Frances Perkins. Industrial Commis- 1 
sioner of the State of New York. She 
pointed out that machinery is not 
alone responsible for the increase in j 
the number of accidents throughout 
the country.

It was her , 
firm opinion that other occupations of 
life should receive careful and ade- ! 
quate inspection such as is given in- . 
dustrial establishments. 

One of her suggestions was the 
need of a more organized and svs- i 
tematie inspection of automobiles by 
officials authorized to order broken 
down cars from the road. Of course. 
Massachusetts has established some- ' 
thing along this line, but it is in no 
way us rigorous as the idea submitted 
by Miss Perkins. She declared flatly 
that there are cars on the road which ! 
are a menace to other vehicles and to 
pedestrians. Regular inspection, she 
maintained, would result in an extra- [ 
ordinary decrease in the number of 
automobile accidents. 

I wonder if she isn’t right. Many 
accidents are averted in factories and 
on railroads by constant and thor- 
ough inspection. The law is rigid 
ami yet the practice is economically 
sound, for the owners of plants anil 
railroads, steamships, etc., save many 
thousands. We know how sharp the 
State is about building construction 
and fire regulations regarding places 
where meetings are held and thea- 
trical performances are given. These 
things are closely watched. Why not 
the automobiles?

Literature and Drama commit- 
tees may And a wealth of material. 
There will be no more timely or 
worthwhile topic for the year than 
this which is planned to bring home 
to the American people the vast in- 
fluences of life and character which 
George Washington impressed upon 
the United States of America. 

American sentiments of honor and 
gratitude to our Nation’s Founder 
demand that this Bicentennial anni- 
versary beginning February 22, 1932 
and continuing through Thanksgiving 
Day of 1932, shall be the occasion 
of the most unusual and most gi- 
gantic memorial celebration the world 
has ever known. In it, in some form 
or another, the co-operation of every 
citizen is sought and expected. In 
it. in some spirit, every force of daily 
national life will give its expression 
of homage or information. Schools, 
colleges, educational units, patriotic 
organizations, civic organizations, 
clubs, societies, churches, individuals, 
will have their share in promulgating 
an inspiring and true record of this 
life of our greatest American. 

It was as long as seven years ago 
that the United States Commission 
for tliis event came into being 
through Joint Resolution of Congress 
with the President ns chairman. Dis- 
tinguished names make up its person- 
nel. Of our State Commission, organ- 
ized under legislative act last year, 
Major Robert E. Green is chairman; 
Professor Albert Bushnell Hart, his- 
torian of the National Commission, is 
chairman ex-officio; and Mrs. Schra- 
der, as has been stated, is an active 
member. 

Already a vast amount of collected 
material is available upon request 
from The George Washington Bicen- 
tennial Commission. Washington 
Building, Washington, D. C. A col- 
lection of facts about George Wash- 
ington, edited by Professor Hart, will 
soon appear. Bibliography for pro- 
grams of different kinds, pageants, 
short and long plays, poems, etc., are 
even now in form for distribution. 

The days and months to come will 
bring a wealth of treasure from writ- 
ers and talented folk. Besides the 
bibliography which will be illuminat- 
ing upon the life and character of 
Washington, there will appear in 
books, magazines, papers, plays, pag- 
eants, slides, films, and radio, fea- 
tures which will be of varying power 
and beauty. New books will be added 
to the 1,600 including his own writ- 
ings. now to lie found in the Library 
of Congress. New poems and songs 
will be written. Old Colonial music 
will be revived. Great processions 
will be arranged with marvelous floats 
depicting scenes from Washington’s 
life. There is no end to the possi- 
bilities which genius of today will 
bring in homage, reverence and trib- 
ute to the genius that gave to us our 
United States of America. 

Personal additions to the beauties 
of the locale in which George Wash- 
ington spent his home life are emi- 
nently fitting as having been planned. 
There is appeal in t lie knowledge 
that his birthplace, Wakefield, is be- 
ing rebuilt in replica, so that we may 
feast our eyes upon the likeness of 
the house in which he was born. It 
is appropriate, too. that a boulevard 
under construction will connect his 
name city with Mt. Vernon. There 
is appeal, too, in the thought that 
Colonial Gardens, after the plan of 
the Washington Gardens at Mt. Ver- 
non, are to be planted throughout the 
United States. The American Tree 
Association is planning to express its 
appreciation of this great man by the 
planting of forests, groves, or indi- 
vidual trees, wherever a place is pro- 
vided and a tree desired in the name 
of George Washington. The State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, having 
this thought in mind, planted their 
tree, on May 19th. upon the grounds 
of the New Ocean House, Swampscott, 
the first day of their session in an- 
nual meeting. Two members of the

GENERAL FEDERATION 


The General Federation of Wo- 
men’s Clubs reports a most successful 
idea worked out by a Federated Club 
that is worth consideration of being 
taken up by other Clubs in the coun- 
try. 

Discovering that faulty hearing of 
a number of Club members was keep- 
ing them away from meetings, the 
Woman’s Club of Upper Montclair, 
New Jersey, one of tlie large organiza- 
tions of the General Federation, an- 
nounced informal meetings especially 
for tliis group. So successful were 
they that the following year a com- 
mittee was organized to give programs 
for those who were too hard of hear- 
ing to take advantage of tlie regular 
lectures in the large auditorium. With 
commendable tact, members not af- 
flicted with deafness were also in- 
vited, hence going to one of these 
gatherings did not necessarily imply 
deafness. Meetings were held in a 
small room where the voice would 
carry. Seats were arranged in 
straight rows in front of the speaker 
so that all might watch her lips. Lec- 
turers experienced in speaking to the 
deafened were secured from one of 
the lip-reading schools. Proper names 
were written on a blackboard at the 
beginning of the talk; names of 
places with a travel talk; of charac- 
ters and author if a hook discussion; 
or it' a play, then the setting of the 
scene and the names, with ages, of 
the people in it. As the lecture pro- 
ceeded, the speaker called attention 
to the proper name with a casual ges- 
ture. 

Tlie organization of classes in lip 
reading for beginners and for the 
more advanced were added to the com- 
mittee work. Monthly card parties 
| are another activity. Here women 
| who enjoy cards, can play with other 
j women similarly handicapped, with no 
j feeling of being a burden to more 
swift-spoken partners. All women 
! with impaired hearing, whether mem- 
bers of the Club or not, are welcome 
to these meetings. 

The latest and most ambitious de- 
velopment is tlie installation in the 
Club House auditorium of a Western 
Electric Audiphone. Sound waves, 
even a faint whisper, from different 
points on tlie stage are transmitted 
from a small microphone, either on 
the .speaker’s desk, or on the floor, 
to women with impaired hearing in 
tlie gallery where ear phones have 
been installed. 

The Club is now encouraging the 
testing of school children’s hearing 
by school authorities, and the subse- 
quent training in lip reading. It is 
also interesting itself in a survey of 
young people who are employed, who 
might profit by a lip reading class in 
the night schools.

permit to relocate a gasoline pump 
from inside the garage at the rear 
of 719 Beacon street, Newton Centre, 
to outside this building. 

Alderman Hawkins explained that 
Jacob Kligman was agnin denied a 
permit to erect a filling station be- 
cause he did not comply with his 
agreement to also erect a group of 
Individual garages and because there 
is no need for another filling station 
in the section. Alderman Powers 
asked that this matter be referred 
back to the committee to give Mr. 
Kligman an opportunity to confer with 
it and endeavor to satisfy its require- 
ments. He was informed by Aider- 
man Smith that the petitioner had 
conferred wtih the Licenses Commit- 
tee only a few days previously. Pow- 
ers then withdrew his request and 
stated that inasmuch as Kligman had 
already presented numerous petitions 
for this station, he can, if he so de- 
sires, present another one. 

The Licenses Committee reported 
adversely on the petition of Mr. Put- 
nam for a garage at 109 Vernon St. 
because tlie location he desires is ob- 
jectionable to abuttors. The petition 
for the outdoor gasoline pump at the 
garage rear of 749 Beacon street was 
turned down because the change 
would locate the pump in a passage- 
way where there is heavy traffic. 

Tlie Board voted to approve the 
recommendation of the Licenses Com- 
mittee to revoke the common victu- 
aller license of Leo Saia at 192 Ad- 
ams street. Nonantum. Alderman 
Hawkins told the Aldermen that Saia 
had recently been convicted of mak- 
ing an illegal sale of liquor. 

The only appropriation made by the 
Board was $558.44 to provide a pen- 
sion for the balance of the year for 
Patrick Considine. a retired city em- 
ployee. The Alderman without any 
dissenting votes voted to confirm Maj- 
or Weeks’ appointments of Judge 
Elias Bishop, John FI. Cousens and Al- 
bert T. Stuart, as trustees of the Hor- 
ace Couseus Fund. 

On the recommendation of Police 
Chief Hughes the Board accepted the 
report of tlie Traffic Committee ex- 
tending the area of Walnut street, 
Newtonville where parking is prohib- 
ited from Otis street to Russell Court. 
Alderman Powers called attention to 
the terrible condition of Washington 
street from Adams street to Centre 
avenue at Newton. He remarked that 
one famous statesman had ridden a 
vibrating electric horse and other per- 
sons eat yeast, but neither of these 


practices need he resorted to by au- 
tolsts who must travel frequently 
along tills stretch of Washington St.

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AN UNUSUAL RECORD

Edward T. Sullivan as rector of Trinity Church, Newton 
Centre. Although Dr. Sullivan is but one of many who have 
served the ministry for long periods he is but one of few 
who have served only one church for four decades, as well as 
having been the only rector in its history — an unusual record. 
Under the guidance of his hand the parish has grown from 
a handful to many. He has also found opportunity to extend 
his work in an ever-widening circle of activity. In his sincere 
and quiet way, without ostentation or lavishness, Dr. Sullivan 
has built an everlasting monument for good into the hearts 
of many. 


BOY SCOUT COURT

Slowly and ma- 
jestically he walked down the hill and 
strode to the fire which was to be 
lighted. In the soft flood-light, he 
bowed to the four winds of heaven, 
blew magic dust over the fire, knelt 
before it and then, with a roar and 
cloud of blue-white smoke, the fire 
burst into flames. Slowly, he stalked 
off. The ceremony was followed by 
singing. 

The rest of the awards followed this 
ceremony. Scout Executive Bruce 
awarded 60 1st Class Badges; Acting- 
Mayor Roy Collins presented the Star 
Badges; Mr. Irving O. Palmer, prin- 
cipal of the Newton High School, pre- 
sented the Life Scout awards and 
Scouts, from his observation, as high 
school citizens, commending them 
highly; Mr. L. Lee Street, Chairman 
of the Council Court of Honor Com- 
mittee, presented Eagle Bronze Palms 
to four Scouts of Troop 18, Centre, 
three of them brothers. Scout Com- 
missioner Marcy presented the Five- 
Year Veteran Badges. 

As Mr. Marcy completed the Vet- 
eran awards, President Hutchinson 
stepped forward and, with words of 
high tribute for unselfish, loyal and 
constant service to Scouting, present- 
ed the Ten-Year Veteran Badge to Mr. 
Marcy. The Council was then called 
to attention, Mr. Schroeder called the 
entire audience to attention and asked 
Scoutmasters Bruce Stewart of Troop 
1; Dana Sylvester of Troop 4B; Ralph 
B. Emery of Troop 5; Francis Russell 
of Troop 11; Richard B. Peirce of 
Troop 18; and Roderick Clifford of 
Troop 20 to present their candidates 
for the Eagle Award. As they came 
into line, President Hutchinson spoke 
of the honors and of the duties and 
privileges conferred upon them as 
Eagle Scout* and pinned the Eagles, 
the highest rank in the Boy Scouts of 
America, to their left breasts.

to put his life work into one task — 
that of building a strong Parish in 
a new and growing community. It will 
always remain as a lasting and splen- 
did tribute to the man whose genius 
created it. 

Although Trinity Church claims Dr. 
Sullivan as its Rector, he is claimed 
as friend, counsellor, benefactor, and 
guiding spirit by countless people, 
who come to know and depend upon 
him through his ever-widening cir- 
cle of activities, and through his con- 
nection with St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
where he has been summer preacher 
— or “Summer Dean" — as he has been 
affectionately termed, since St. Paul’s 
Church was made the Cathedral 
Church of the Diocese — reaching 
many people in his congregation and 
through the radio broadcastings of the 
services. 

Dr. Sullivan was the first editor 
of the Church Militant, a position he 
held for 23 years, and he is a member 
of the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese and of the Cathedral Chap- 
ter. He is constantly called upon to 
preach in outstanding churches — 
such as Dr. Fosdick’s in New York 
and others, and in schools and col- 
leges. He has at his command an 
unusual knowledge of Church and 
Diocesan matters, and what is even 
more valuable, a vast knowledge of 
human nature. Other virtues and 
gifts might be enumerated, but 
through them all shines a character 
marked by great simplicity, by great 
sincerity, and by a constant desire 
to be of service to his fellow men — 
character singularly lacking in 
thought of self or self advancement. 

On Sunday, June 7. we celebrate 
the fortieth anniversary of Dr. Sulli- 
van’s coming to this Parish, as well 
as of the beginning of the Parish. 
Bishop Sherrill comes to administer 
confirmation and to assist in the sim- 
ple observance of this anniversary. 

“We give high praise and hearty 
thanks for the forty years of faith- 
ful service which Edward T. Sulli- 
van has rendered to this Parish and 
to this community and we pray that 
lie may be permitted to continue his 
valued work for many years to come.’’

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It is expected that prorogation will 
he reached next week. That, how- 
ever, cnnnot be definitely announced 
ns tlie final attitude of the House and 
Sennte on pending matters will not, be , 
revealed until next week arrives. It ; 
may mean lengthy discussion, confer- 
ences between the two branches and j 
whatnot. Furthermore, the Governor 1 
must scrutinize each measure before j 
he signs it. All this will consume * 
time. There may be a number he will 
feel called upon to veto or asked to 
have amended. In consequence the 
best that legislators may do now is 
to hope for final adjournment before 
Saturday of next week. 

Both branches have accepted ad- 
verse reports of the Committee on 
Transportation on petitions for legis- 
lation to prohibit the carrying of pas- 
sengers for hire over routes on which 
motor vehicles are operating under 
certificates of necessity and conven- 
ience and on the petition that the 
Public Utilities Commission issue li- 
censes to operators of motor vehicles 
engaged in the carrying of passengers 
for hire. 

The bill for the redivision of the 
State into fifteen Congressional dis- 
tricts instead of 16 as heretofore has 
caused much excitement this week. 
Senator Hollis voted against the bill 
as reported by the special committee 
and spoke against it also. In the 
House Representatives Baker. Luit- 
wieler and Thompson voted for the 
bill as reported by the committee. 
Mr. Thompson was a member of the 
special committee which reported the 
bill. 

Bills recently signed by Gov. Ely 
include the following: regulating the 
temporary suspension by co-operative 
banks, in certain cases, of payments on 
shares pledged for real estate loans; 
relative to sale or delivery of adulter- 
ated shellfish; relative to the appro- 
priate observance on the part of the 
Commonwealth of the bicentenary of 
the birth of George Washington; ex- 
tending the provisions of law relat- 
ing to the examination of mentally re- 
tarded children; increasing the pen- 
alty for fraudulently procuring enter- 
tainment at an inn or boarding house; 
increasing from $16.50 to $18 a week 
the pay of scrubwomen employed at 
the State House; providing for an in- 
vestigation by the State Department 
of Public Works relative to the advis- 
ability of constructing certain high- 
ways for the purpose of relieving 
traffic and regulating newspaper ad- 
vertisements of children offered or 
wanted for adoption. 

One of the matters that has come 
before the General Court annually for 
a number of years has been the ques- 
tion of providing additional court- 
house accommodations and facilities 
for the courts and other officials of 
Suffolk county. A bill containing 
these provisions has been enacted this 
week. 

An opinion has been received from 
the Supreme Court to the effect that 
legislation to prohibit the so-called 
“yellow dog’’ contracts is unconstitu- 
tional. The term lias been given labor 
contracts the basis of which provide 
agreement between employees and 
employers not to join a labor union 
as a condition of obtaining work. The 
court did not rule against the bill in 
its entirety but pointed out certain 
features were unconstitutional. Said 
the court, “In answering the question 
we have considered only a general 
view of the proposed bill. It has not 
been examined in detail with refer- 
ence to the questions that might be 
raised as to its several parts. We 
do not undertake to intimate how 
much of the bill, if dissociated from 
the dominating factors already men- 
tioned, would be within the compe- 
tency of the General Court to enact.” 

State Treasurer Charles F. Hurley 
has sent to the city of Newton a check 
for $51,092.45 as its share of the $2,- 
720,750 collected from motorists in the 
extra cent tax on gasoline. Other 
places have received checks on the 
same basis. State Tax Commissioner 
Long lias notified the various munici- 
palities, including Newton, that the 
money is to be used for highway con- 
struction and repair and is to be de- 
ducted from the appropriations made 
by cities and towns for that purpose. 
The idea is to make more ready money 
available for public welfare work, ne- 
cessary, it is believed, because of the 
unemployment situation. 

One of those things that sometimes 
occurs, but not often, has resulted in 
the dropping between the two branch- 
es of a bill to further regulate the 
licensing of taxicab stands in Boston. 

In order to clarify the existing law, * 
passed in 1930, as to what constituted 
semi-public buildings, an act was re- 
ported this year. The House struck 
out tin* clause which really defined 
semi-public buildings with the result 
that the bill meant nothing. The Sen- 
ate restored this clause but the House 
would not concur. Committees on 
conference were appointed. They 
failed to agree and so reported to their 
respective branches. When their re- 
ports were accepted no attempt was 
made to appoint a second committee 
on conference, which is sometimes 
done. Consequently the bill was al- 
lowed to die between the two 
branches. 

The Legislature has amended, as 
recommended in a special message by 
Governor Ely, the bill relating to box- 
ing exhibitions. The Governor sug- 
gested that the hill would he better 
law if the section regarding foul 
blows was omitted. He pointed out 
that the State Boxing Commission and 
not the Legislature was better quali- 
fied to regulate boxing. The legisla- 
tors accepted his view. 

A bill providing for the grunting of 
preference to veterans and citizens of 
tin* Commonwealth in t lie construction 
and alteration of public works bus 
been signed by t lie Governor. 

Another measure to receive execu- 
tive approvul provides for an investi- 
gation by both tiie stute Commission- 
ers of Education and Mentul Discuses 
into the expediency and feasibility of 
establishing, in connection with the 
public school system of the several 
cities and towns, facilities for the su- 
pervision, outside of school hours, of 
mentally defective and retarded chil- 
dren attending special clusses.

MEMORIAL DAY EXERCISES 


Seven venerable veterans of the 
Civil War were all who participated 
in the parade and exercises on Me- 
morial Day in this city. They were 
Rev. William M. Mick. 83, of Newton 
Centre, Commander of Charles Ward 
Post; George M. Flske. 89. of Auburn 
dale; William H. Ayles. 92. of Newton 
Lower Falls; Curtis Abbott. 90. of 
Newtonville; Otis Gray, 84, of New- 
ton Upper Falls; Emerson H. Stod- 
dard. 87, of Newtonville. all members 
of Charles Ward Post. The seventh 
participant was Comrade Hnwkins, a 
member of another post. 

The rapid diminution in the ranks 
of those who fought to save the Un- 
ion between 1861 and 1865 was evi- 
denced by the absence of two who had 
taken conspicuous parts in former 
years, Wilfred A. Wetherbee of New- 
ton, who proudly marched the full 
route last year, and George Osborne 
of Upper Falls who had officiated as 
Officer of the Day in past years. Oth- 
er members of the post who died the 
past year were Rev. Wm. E. Hunting- 
ton. Henry E. Williams and Willard 
Tripp. 

The parade started at 1:45 at New- 
ton Centre Square and proceeded 
along Beacon and Walnut streets to 
tin* cemetery. The exercises at the 
Soldiers Monument were then con- 
ducted.

Veterans read Lincoln’s Gettysburg 
address and the order of the day was 
read by Past Commander Henderson 
of Newton Post, American Legion. 

The line then reformed and marched 
through Newtonville to the State Ar- 
mory at West Newton where a lunch 
was served. It was reviewed at the 
Fire Station in Newtonville by May- 
or Sinclair Weeks, chief marshal, and 
liis staff including members of the 
Board of Aldermen.

70TH ANNIVERSARY OF NORTH

His son, 
William E. Lowry of California 
street, Nonantum. has been Superin- 
tendent of the North Church Sunday 
School for the past 25 years.

wick and detailed plans will be sub- 
mitted to bidders within a couple 
of weeks.

Street Resurfacing 
Contracts Awardee 


l iaminghum Concern To Begin Ex- 
cavating Soon 


The contract for resurfacing sec- 
tions of Washington, Beacon and 
Cabot streets and Waverle^ avenue 
was awarded on Monday by the May- 
or to Perini & Ampolini of Framing- 
ham. Their bid, the lowest submit- 
ted by many contractors is $93,1x1.50 
for 71,350 square yards of non-skid 
surface. The type of street surface 
will be "penolithic,” patented by War- 
ren Brothers. This street construc- 
tion consists of 4 inches of broken 
stone with a binding of asphalt, 
topped with 2Vt inches of crushed 
stone in layers, this being first 
sprayed with oil and then bound with 
nsphalt. Warren Brothers will furnish 
the oil and bitulithlc material and su- 
pervise the application of these bind- 
ers. 

The sections of street to be resur- 
faced are Washington street from the 
Brighton line to the Boston & Albany 
railroad bridge at Newton Corner; 
Washington street from Woodland 
road at Auburndale to the railroad 
bridge at Woodland, from Beacon to 
Wales street and from Wales street 
to the bridge at Charles River, Lower 
Falls; Beacon street from Locke road 
to Washington street, Lower Falls; 
Chestnut street from Fuller street to 
Moffat road, Waban; Waverley ave- 
nue from Montrose street to Ward 
street, Newton Centre; Cabot street 
from Centre street to Langdon street, 
Newton. 

In preparation for this work a drain 
is being laid in Washington street 
from Park street easterly and other 
drains are being laid in Cabot street 
mid Waverley avenue. This type of 
street surface has been laid recently 
on Hammond street, Brookline, from 
Woodland road to South street.

Largest Class In The History Of 

High School Receives Diplomas 

Senior Class Numbers 546 — Thomas Marriner and Cynthia Jump Get

Tlie annual graduation exercises of 
the senior class at the Newton High 
School are being held this afternoon 
in the assembly hall.

NEWTON LOSES AND 

DROPS TO THIRD 

Newton High lost its closing hasp- 
ball game of the year last Friday to 
Somerville and as Brookline topped 
Kludge to clinch the Suburban League 
title the Newton team dropped into 
third place.

Tommy Rhodes 
was on the mound for Newton and 
deserved a better fate as Ills team- 
mates got him into deep water. The 
visitors actually earned but one of 
their runs. Newton threatened to 
score on several occasions hut Andros- 
ki. aided by two double plays, extri- 
cated himself.

ANOTHER WIN FOR 
NEWTON ON TRACK 

The Newton High school track team 
captured first honors in its class at 
tin State relay carnival at Fitchburg 
last Saturday to close the most suc- 
cessful track season in its history. 
Coach Donald Enoch’s lads won two 
races and finished third in two others 
to total twelve points. Everett High 
was second with ten. Lawrence, Quin- 
cy. Haverhill and Arlington tied for 
third with three points each and 
Brookline and Medford tied for the 
next position with a point apiece. 

The first event on the program was 
the half-mile relay in which the New- 
ton coach had selected Walter 
Holmes. Dick Jarrell. Douglas Sloane, 
and Captain Milton Green to represent 
the Newton school. Each runner ran 
220-yards. Lawrence was on the pole 
with Newton in the second lane in the 
second heat. Holmes was Newton's 
lead-off runner and Roberts was the 
first man for Lawrence. At the end 
of the first leg Roberts had a slight 
advantage. Holmes passed the baton 
to Jarrell and Newton went into first 
place when the latter passed the baton 
to Sloane without loss of time. Green 
raced home four yards abend of the 
Lawrence anchor to start the orange 
and black off right. Newton's time 
was 1 min. 35 sec., with Lawrence 
taking second and Brookline, winners 
of the first heat, having third best 
time. 

The two-mlle relay, each man run- 
ning n half-mile, was a thriller with 
the lead changing several times. Rob- 
ert Gutzler was the Newton lead-off 
man and at the end of the first leg 
he was in second place. Quincy en- 
joyed a slight lead at this point with 
an Everett runner on Gutzler’s heels. 
George Lamb was the second Newton 
hnlf-miler and he kept on the heels 
of the leaders after Everett had gone 
into second place on the exchange of 
batons. Doug Chalmers took up the 
burden for the third leg and found the 
going a little too fast as Everett and 
Quincy began to make a race of it. 
Vincent Signore ran the anchor leg 
and tried his utmost to gain on his | 
opponents but on the last lap found 
the pace too hot. Everett won over , 
Quincy by a slight margin. 

The next Class D event for the larger . 
high schools was the quarter-mile with • 
each man running 110 yards. Holmes. I 
Bradley. Sloane and Green comprised 
the Newton team which made a great ' 
bid to break the record set by the 
Newton team of 1929. Ewing, Pesco- 
solido, Valley and Capt. Reynolds. 
Captain Green’s brilliant running on 
the anchor leg gave Newton a victory 
in 45 1-5 seconds, two-fifths of a sec- 
ond slower than the 1929 record. Billy 
McCarthy of Arlington gave his team 
a slight lead by heading Walter 
Holmes of Newton on the first leg. 
Arlington retained this advantage de- 
spite efforts by Bradley and Sloane 
to take the lead. Smooth passing of 
the baton from Sloane to Green put 
Newton on terms with Arlington. 
Green gave all he had as he came to 
the turn to take the lead. Cutting in 
to the pole enabled him to breeze 
through to the finish with the victory. 
The five points in this event clinched 
the meet as the balance of the points 
had been split up among the other 
teams so that none could overtake 
Newton. 

The one-mile relay, each man run- 
ning a quarter-mile, was another thrill- 
er. MacLellnn was the Newton lead- 
off runner and by a brilliant spurt was 
in second place when he handed the 
baton to Norman Adams. Adams 
went into first place as the field was 
bunched but could not hold the ad- 
vantage and dropped hack to fourth 
at the end of the lap. Chalmers took 
up the chase and although having run 
a half-mile previously, went into sec- 
ond place. Jarrell was the anchor 
runner hut could not hold the pace 
with the Everett and Haverhill run- 
ners. Everett snatched victory from 
Haverhill on the home stretch. 

Newton did not enter a team In the 
shuffle relay race of two and a half 
miles for the Nicholson trophy. In 
this event Lowell won the first heat 
with little competition anil the second 
heat brought Brookline. Worcester 
North and Medford us the principal 
competitors. Both Medford and 
Lowell have two legs on the trophy 
whicli must he won three times for 
permanent possession. Medford set 
the pace most of the time in the sec- 
ond heat with Brookline and Worces- 
ter North neck and neck in second. 
Captain Lindsay Brigham of Brookline 
ran a great three-quarter mile anchor 
leg to stave off a last minute rush by 
Hagstrom of Worcester North while 
both passed the Medford anchor at 
the half-mile mark after the latter 
had Stepped too fast on his first quar- 
ter-mile. Points in this event did not 
count towards the meet total.

IN ONE-THIRD NEWTON 

The Boston Transcript publishes to- 
day the annual selections for the 1931 
nll-Suburban league baseball team. 
One-third of the players selected by a 
composite vote of the coaches of the 
five teams in the circuit are from 
Newton. Last year Newton had no 
representative while three of tin* l pur 
league champions and two of the 1928 
champions were named. The three 
players chosen this year ore Warren 
Huston at shortstop, Edward Antonel 
lis in the outfield and Norman Apple- 
yard at third base. Huston and An 
tonellis were unanimous choices while 
Appleyard received hut two votes, the 
least number polled by any selection. 
Four votes meant a unanimous selec- 
tion as there are five teams In the 
league and no coach is allowed to 
name his own players. Brookline high, 
league champions, won two places 
when Ainsworth was selected for an 
outfield berth and Andrew Madden as 
the leading pitcher each received 
three votes. Somerville, runners-up, 
and Cambridge Latin, fourth place 
holders, also are represented by two 
players. Chesterfield, a unanimous 
selection for the outfield and Mahan 
at first base are the Dickerman 
coached players with Reardon, catch- 
er and Sullivan, second base were the 
Cnrttnb players. Sullivan played short- 
stop for Coach MacDonald but tho 
dearth of high-class second basemen 
caused three of the conches of tho 
league teams to vote for Sullivan ns 
a soeond-sacker while Coach Sullivan 
of Newton voted the shortstop berth 
for his namesake, Paglierani of 
Rindge got two votes for second. 

Warren Huston's play at short for 
the local team stamped him as one of 
the leading players of the season al- 
though only a sophomore. With two 
more years ahead lie should make 
quite a name for himself in scholas- 
tic circles. Antonellis started the sea- 
son at second base but after a few 
games lost out to Bill Mason. Conch 
Sullivan tried Antonellis in the out- 
field and he made good with a lmng. 
Although he was not a strong hitter 
lie was a hard man to pitch to be- 
cause of his small stature. This fac- 
tor enabled him to get on base fre- 
quently and once on the base paths 
he was a dangerous man. In the field 
he was a sure catch and his speed of 
foot allowed him to cover a great 
amount of ground. 

The coaches had a hard time select- 
ing a third baseman with Lyons of 
Rindge. and Vitello and MacNamara 
of Somerville receiving a vote apiece 
as against two for Appleyard. The 
improvement in the Newton third 
sucker's play was one of the chief 
factors in keeping Newton in the race 
to the end of the season. Early in the 
season the third base problem was 
one of Coach Sullivan's most trouble- 
some hut in the Boston Latin game, 
Appleyard was the outstanding player. 
He accepted eleven chances, several 
of them dilllcult ones, flawlessly and 
came through at the bat to keep New- 
ton in the game. This one game gave 
the Newton lad the confidence in 
himself that lie had previously lacked 
and from then on he was a fixture.

the family meals 
are planned for 
the week before 
making out the 
grocery order. 
With this list 
in band she can 
make the trip 
to the market, where the food is 
so attractively displayed, without 
so much danger of the trip endln; 
in an orgy of haphazard buyin; 
of this or that as it strikes her 
fancy or her appetite. 

1 have often laughingly re- 
marked that we should never go 
to market until after eating 
full meal. It cortainly is a great 
.temptation to buy much more food 
than is needed, with the result that 
jsome of it spoils before there is an 
lopportunity to serve It — or some 
of it is cooked and served at 
i meal that already has an abuml- 
•ance of other foods. 

The following dinner menus are 
! planned to allow for the consump- 
tion of the left-ovors and* for 
doubling up on the work of prep 
aration. I also like to use the 
oveu to full advantage by cooking 
vegetables and the meat in the 
oven at the same time. 

Let us begin our week with an 
'ordinary inexpensive, well-balanced 
SUNDAY dinner: — 

JRonst beef Pan browned potatoes 
Gravy 

Buttored asparagus 
Tomato and cucumber sulud 
Snow pudding Custard sauce 
It is, of course, always good 
planning to buy a large roast so 
that it may be served for at least 
three meals. Beef should be seared 
at a high temperature, 600 u for 
30 minutes and then reduced to 
375°. Too high a temperature Is 
inclined to toughen the meat. Po- 
tatoes are baked in the pun with 
1 the meat. The asparagus Is 
washed, the nice tender part cut 
off the stulk and cooked will) u 
small amount of boiling wutcr in 
a covered pan in the oven with 
tho meat. The tough stalks are 
also cooked in the oven in a sepa- 
rate utensil. When cooked, any 
tender part on the stalks is 
pressed through u sieve and used 
the next day in a soup with the 
liquid la which the uspurugus was 
cooked. 


Most housewives like to have a 
cool light dessert after a heavy 
Sunday dinner — a dessert that can 
be made the day before. Enough 
of the custard sauce is made to be 
combined with fruit for dessert 
on the next day. 

For MONDAY we have: — 
Cream of asparagus soup 

Moat pi 3 with vegetables and 
biscuit crust 
Lettuce salad 
Orange custard 

TUESDAY’S dinner combines 
any left-over gravy and vegetables 
for a vegetable soup. The remain- 
der of the meat is creamed and 
served with boiled rice. For des- 
sert, ercnllopcd apples with orange 
sauce is a very delicious dish. 

At the same time this dessert is 
made, an apple pie is baked for 
WEDNESDAY’S dinner, which Is 
as follows: — 

Sliced ham baked in milk 
Paprika potatoes 
Stuffed green peppers 
Buttered beets 
Apple pie 

This entire dinner, with the ex- 
ception of the apple pie, is baked 
in the oven at one time. Enough 
beets are cooked for two meals. 

For THURSDAY’S dinner w f e 
have: — 

Liver boulettes Mashed potatoes 
Stuffed tomato salad 
Creamy rice pudding 

We all know that liver is very 
healthful and in the recipe for 
liver boulettes, the cheaper pig’s 
liver may be used. 

FRIDAY’S dinner: — 

Pan baked fish 
Baked creamed potatoes , 
Harvard beets 
Fruit salad 

SATURDAY we must have our 
traditional baked beans and brown 
bread with fruit jello and whipped 
cream, tho jello being prepared 
Friday when making the fruit 
salad.

Watches in Havana Set 

When Old Gun Is Fired 

Among the world’s odd timepieces is 
that by which Havana sets Its clocks 
and watches. • Never has it lost a min- 
ute, run down or chimed the wrong 
hour. Nor has Its face necessitated 
the periodic washing that all clocks 
seem to need. 

In fnct it really Isn’t n clock at 
all, but a battery of 21 old Spanish 
guns, mounted on the parnpet of 
Cabanas fortress overlooking Havana 
harbor, one of which is fired nightly 
at nine o’clock, a custom that has pre- 
vailed for nearly four centuries. 

Though Havana may bustle with 
activity throughout the day, hearing 
a thousand noises and sounds, It listens 
intently at nine o’clock for the rumble 
of one of the guns. The electric time- 
piece in the old fortress Is controlled 
by the adjacent Observatorlo Naclonal. 
Each night a few seconds before nine 
o’clock a bugle sounds the approach 
of the hour, the gun Is rammed and 
then fired on the dot. 

Years ago, before Cnbn won its In- 
dependence, the Spanish fired the gun 
twice daily — at 12 o’clock noon and at 
nine, when the gates of the old city 
of Havana were closed for the night. 
However, after Cuba became Its own 
master, It was felt needless— and a 
trifle expensive — to fire the gun at 
noon, when the city’s natural noises 
drowned the boom of the gun. So the 
noon shot was discontinued, effecting 
n saving of seven dollars a day at the 
time.

The 
homecoming of the holy men must 
have frightened away a good many 
profane spirits, ns the abbey belonged 
for several years to the Belgian 
writer, Maurice Maeterlinck, who, with 
ids former wife, the actress Georgette 
Leblanc, gave there great artistic par- 
ties, Including productions of famous 
plays. The old cloisters contributed 
a beautiful scenery, and "Macbeth” 
found there an unrivaled setting. Then 
Mnurlce Maeterlinck took to other 
pleasures and other climes, and the 
abbey of Saint-Wandrllle was de- 
serted.

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APPRECIATION OF GOOD MUSIC 

The annual festival of high school musical organizations 
which took place last Friday evening represents a trend in 
our public educational system which deserves commendation. 
It is a far reach from the training of Athenian youth to the 
educational systems of today, both in space of time and in the 
scope and universality of education. However, some of the 
finest things in modern education conform to the highest 
Greek ideals. One of the most important of these trends 
which follows this high precedent is the increasing import- 
ance attached to music. The practice has now become gen- 
eral that children shall have trained leadership in singing 
from the first grade through high school, and our colleges 
are noted for their glee clubs and quartettes. But this 
musical training goes farther. As the Greek lad was taught 
to accompany himself on the lyre, so today those capable of 
benefitting from the training are taught instrumental music. 
It frequently happens that special talent is discovered. But 
this is not the important objective. What is being done 
which is worth while is that the general level of the apprecia- 
tion of good music is being raised. If lurid jazz is ever over- 
come, it will be the result of mass educational training in 
our schools. 


RE-DISTRICTING BILL 

We believe that Senator Hollis correctly interpreted the 
opinion of this district in his opposition in the Senate to the 
passage of the redistricting bill whereby the state loses the 
power and influence of either Congressman Luce or Con- 
gressman Dallinger and possibly both. We regret exceed- 
ingly that the three Representatives from this city voted for 
the bill and we even more regret that Representative Thomp- 
son, who had a place on the committee which drafted that 
bill, did not have influence enough to protect the interests of 
the state in general and of this district in particular. When 
one understands that seniority exerts a powerful influence 
in Congress it is a great pity, that Congressman Luce, who 
has reached a high place in Congressional affairs, should be 
obliged to fight one of his influential colleagues for the pri- 
marv nomination, while Congressmen of far less influence 
have been placed in districts where they will have little or 
no opposition in the primary. 


GOOD NEWS 

We have often commented on the condition of certain parts 
of Washington street between Newtonville and Newton Cor- 
ner. We are glad to learn that orders have been issued by 
Mayor Weeks to take steps to relieve automobile drivers of 
much of their discomfort by making temporary repairs to 
the street surface. The proposed construction of the Metro- 
politan water main has held up permanent resurfacing of 
this much traveled highway and it will be another twelve 
months before the city can do the job right. Meanwhile it 
is planned to scarify and reroll the surface at the worst 
places. It is welcome news to the automobile driver who uses 
this street at all frequently. 


Unless the authorities at the state house wake up to the 
situation we shall soon find some of our best state officials 
attracted to other states by larger salaries and better work- 
ing conditions. Mr. W. C. Adams is the latest to leave and 
it was only a few months ago that Dr. C. L. Scamman re- 
signed. What is our loss is New York’s gain. 


We earnestly hope that the young men and women who 
have completed their education at the expense of the city 
will show their appreciation by becoming good citizens. 


The Great and General Court has completed its labors for 
the present session and has piled up an enormous debt for the 
future tax payers to meet. 


The attempt of the Newton Chamber of Commerce to 
stay the building of a new City Hall is just about two years 
too late.

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UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


Now that the Legislature of 1931 
has ended its session it Is not unnat- 
ural for Newton people to wonder If 
any legislation was passed that might 
have directly benefited this city. 
There appears to he only one thing and 
that nn item in the hill for highway 
construction and improvement in the 
Metropolitan district. This item is 
nn appropriation of $400,000 for the 
extension of the Hammond Pond 
Parkway from the West Roxbury* 
Brookline line through to Newton Cen- 
tre. The additional stretch of boule- 
vard is to relieve traffic through Ham- 
mond street and will he used partic- 
ularly by those motoring between tills 
part of Greater Boston and the South 
Shore and Cape Cod. It will be con- 
structed through the woods off Boyls- 
ton street back of the Webster place. 
The woods are owned by the Metropo- 
litan District Commission. It will end 
on Beacon street. Newton Centre, near 
Hobart road. There will have to he 
a bridge constructed over the cir- 
cuit branch of the Boston & Albany 
railroad as the new thoroughfare must 
cross the tracks. The cost Is divided 
equally between the State highway 
fund and the Metropolitan District 
fund. This means that Newton will 
contribute its share as one of the 
municipalities of the Metropolitan dis- 
trict. The appropriation hns been 
split up so that half will be in the 
Metropolitan tax levy this year and 
half next year. Newton has asked 
for this extension of the Hammond 
Pond Parkway for eight or nine years 
and hns seen the matter put over ses- 
sion after session. At last its pa- 
tience has been rewarded. 

After the Supreme Court had ren- 
dered to the Senate its opinion that 
the provisions of the hill for a bridge 
between Boston and Hull were uncon- 
stitutional the Senate acted promptly 
in rejecting the measure. At the 
time the opinion was requested the 
hill was before the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee having been referred 
to that body after a favorable re- 
port by the Committee on Highways 
and Motor Vehicles. Few measures 
this year have aroused so much news- 
paper comment, much of it highly un- 
favorable, and had not the court opin- 
ion been asked there is a question 
whether the bill would have passed. 

Another of those happenings which 
characterize the closing days of the 
session was the fate of a resolve for 
an investigation by the Civil Service 
Commission of the laws relating to 
reinstatement under civil service with 
authority to recommend changes in 
the laws or rules and regulations. It 
was based on an accumulation of some 
15 measures each of which provided 
for the reinstatement of an individual 
in some branch of the civil service. 
Every annual session is marked by a 
bunch of such measures and the im- 
mediate sponsor of each always makes 
a strong fight. This year the happy 
Idea was conceived that all these 
might better be put into one resolve 
and the whole matter taken over for 
study by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. But then there arose differ- 
ences between the two branches as to 
certain provisions of the resolve. 
Each branch appointed a committee 
on conference but these committees 
failed to agree. Acceptance of their 
report by their respective branch end- 
ed the whole business which, as the 
expression goes, means that the meas- 
ure "died between the two branches.” 

One of the not unexpected actions 
was the speed with which the Senate 
rejected a hill designed to curb the fur- 
therance of outside control in Massa- 
chusetts railroads. The House, after 
a debate, passed to be engrossed two 
measures. One would deny voting 
power in excess of 10 percent to any 
interest outside the State acquiring 
stock in a Massachusetts railroad. 
The other would require an individual 
or group purchasing 1000 or more 
shares in any Massachusetts railroad 
to file within 30 days notice of such 
acquisition with the Public Utilities 
Commission and the clerk of the rail- 
road corporation in which the invest- 
ment was made. The Senate, with- 
out delay, voted to refer both bills 
to the next annual session after it 
had been argued that it would he im- 
prudent to pass any such legislation. 
The Governor urged a special commis- 
sion to further study the matter but 
the Senate rejected his plea. 

“Reference to the next annual ses- 
sion" has been voted on the bill to 
raise the juvenile delinquency age 
from 17 to 18 years. The measure 
was one of a number submitted by the 
special recess commission on law re- 
lating to children. It had been ad- 
vanced by both branches when it was 
recommitted to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. The committee gave hearings 
to opponents of the measure and af- 
terwards reported recommending that 
the matter he put over until the next 
Legislature. Both branches accepted 
that report. 

Another measure which was re- 
ferred to the next annual session was 
that extending the jurisdiction of 
juvenile courts over children who 
passed the maximum age limit In re- 
spect to the complaint or proceeding 
to which such limit applied. 

Although the Governor signed a bill 
increasing the weekly pay of scrub- 
women employed at the State House 
he vetoed hills to increase the wages 
of the janitors and porters and the 
elevator operators at the State House. 
His vetoes were sustained. The Gov- 
ernor insisted that this wus "no time 
to raise salaries.” He explained his 
signing of the scrubwomen's pay hill 
hv stating that he had been guided 
by his heart rather than his head. 

1 1 has been finally determined thut 
funds for the old age assistance act, 
which becomes operative July 1, will 
come from a $1 head tax imposed on 
males over 20 years of age whether 
citizens or aliens. The head tax, 
which will, of course, he in addition 
to tiie $2 poll tax will he imposed for 
1931 uml 1932. 

Represt ntnl Ive Baker has bad plen 
t\ ot nurd work as a member of the 
House Ways and Means Committee. 
His work has been conspicuous for 
its thoroughness and ulthough it takes 
courage to oppose the spending of the 
State's money Mr. Baker has not 
lacked the grit to tuke the suite stand 
against populur and unreasoning 
clamour. He has hud to put in many 
extra hours and also to take the floor 
in defense of his committee on muuy 
occasions, lie tried to convince tin* 


House Mint It was making n mistake 
in providing n bond Issue for the con- 
struction of a pier In the Cape Cod 
Canal at Bourne lull the House could 
not see It and neither could the Sen- 
ate. 

The hill for the redivision of the 
State Into 15 Congressional districts 
where formerly there were 16 was one 
of the last hills to receive Governor 
Ely's approval. The Governor wanted 
some slight amendments made to 
please certain members of his party. 
The Legislature refused to alter the 
l)ill and the Governor had to accept 
it as passed by the two branches. 

Tho Governor signed the hill es- 
tablishing a State board for register- 
ing barbers. It has created an amus- 
ing situation as the bill exempts the 
First Bristol Senatorial district and 
Barnstable, Dukes and Nantucket 
counties. These exemptions were 
made simply because the Senators 
from those districts demanded ex- 
emptions.

ABOUT TOWN 

By Edw. H. Powers 


It is our belief that it would have 
been good judgment to have the work 
of resurfacing Washington street and 
the other streets which are to be re- 
built this summer done by employees 
of the Street Department, rather than 
by private contractors from outside the 
city who will employ largely, if not en- 
tirely. non-residents of Newton. With 
unemployment so prevalent and the 
immediate future anything but bright, 
the resurfacing of the streets by city 
employees would have provided much 
work for this year. Admitting that 
this work can he done at less cost by 
a private contractor, should it become 
necessary for the Street Department 
to lay off employees, what the city 
saves in the cost of resurfacing the 
streets may have to he expended in 
affording relief to idle city employees. 
We hope this will not become neces- 
sary. 


Mayor Weeks took the only course 
he could reasonably follow in declin- 
ing to accept the advice of the com- 
mittee from the Newton Chamber of 
Commerce regarding the abandonment 
of the plans which have been in- 
cepted for the new City Hall and War 
Memorial. The need of a new city 
hall for Newton has been admitted for 
many years. The construction of it 
was deferred from year to year be- 
cause of the demands on the city for 
additional school buildings. In 1926 a 
number of public hearings were held 
in the various villages of the city to 
ascertain the opinions of citizens on 
the most desirable location for the 
proposed municipal capitol. As a re- 
sult of these meetings the Board of 
Aldermen voted in 1927 to acquire 
the so-called “triungle site” bounded 
by Walnut and Homer streets and 
Commonwealth avenue: a site at the 
geographical centre of the city and 
equi-distnnt from Newtonville, Newton 
Centre und Newton Highlands. The 
acquiring of the properties compris- 
ing this site cost the city over $25u,- 
0U0. 

On March 17, 1930, the Aldermen 
voted, at the request of the Mayor to 
petition the Legislature to give the 
City of Newton authority to borrow 
$750,000 outside the debt limit to 
finance the building of the new City 
Hall. The Legislature subsequently 
grunted the petition. In June of 1930 
the Aldermen appropriated money to 
permit the Mayor to engage the serv- 
ices of an architect for the proposed 
new building. According to the archi- 
tect, the new City Hall, together with 
the War Memorial and the grading of 
the extensive grounds will not cost 
over $1,000,000. The cost per cubic 
foot of the new building will be less 
than the cost per cubic foot for the 
Waltham City Hall. Careful study has 
been given to ascertain the size of 
building needed to provide proper 
facilities for the different departments 
ut City Hall. It would be false econ- 
omy to erect a building thut would 
afford scant room not only for pres- 
ent requirements, hut also for future 
requirements in a city growing as 
rapidly as Newton. It would he poor 
judgment to spend over a quarter-mil- 
lion dollars in acquiring a site and 
then placing on it a City Hall erected 
at as little cost as possible; a building 
which would soon be inadequate in 
size and undignified in appearance. A 
city of tho character of Newton should 
have a City Hall it can be proud of. 
The erection of a War Memorial has 
been so long deferred that it would 
he poor taste to again postpone this 
structure after the veterans’ organi- 
zations in the city have been definitely 
assured of a particular type of Me- 
morial and have accepted the plans. 

The movement to relieve citizens of 
onerous tax burdens is commendable; 
especially in view of prevailing con- 
ditions. But, as one who has closely 
followed tlie matter of dec iding where 
the new City Hall should be located, 
and the detuils of its construction, it 
is our opinion that this new building 
and the War Memoriul us planned will 
not he too large or too ornute and 
thut these struc tures will neither bo 
unnecessary extravagances nor bur- 
dens on the taxpayers of Newton. 

The Chamber of Commerce direc- , 
tors displayed good judgment lust week 
when they decided to tuke no further 
action on the matter of opposing the 
erection of the new City Hull und War 
Memorial.

The wood Is heavily 
Impregnated with salt from the Dead 
sea — Salt sea, or Lnke Asphaltes ns It 
has been called— that Is, Is pickled and 
will last for centuries. 

The accumulations of countless ages 
nre represented In those piles of roots 
and logs, carrying the mind hnck to 
the time when the four kings made 
the first Incursion from Mesopotamia 
into Canaan, nenr Hazazon-Tamar, or 
“The Rows of Palms,” the modern 
EngedI, (Genesis 14:7), enptufed 
Lot and his family, but were followed 
and defeated by Abraham.

None 
of them know wlmt It was all about, 
but the punishment was so real that 
15 had to be treated by doctors when 
the bus renched the nearest city and 
three had to go to a hospital. 


Secret of Caves 

Scientists have been trying for years 
to piece together the story of the 
Mayas ns revealed in the ruins of 
their pyramids, temples and monu- 
ments, and now the investigators are 
confronted with a new problem, a se- 
ries of vast caverns in Yucatan which 
extend for many miles, says Popular 
Mechanics Magazine. Pictures and In- 
scriptions on the walls Indicate that 
the caves have been visited by human 
beings, but so far archeologists have 
been unable to decipher the marks or 
establish the time when they were 
carved. Were the caverns used for 
burial places or for religious riles? 
Science cannot tell. There Is no evi- 
dence thnt they were used for human 
habitation, although this Is a possi- 
bility.

Kamehameha’s Conquest

then Molokai, after which he sailed 
for Oahu, lnmllng at Waikiki, In Feb- 
ruary, 1795. The Oahu soldiers were 
posted In Nuunnu valley and here the 
great battle was fought. The enemy, 
or Oahu men, were driven over the 
pall. Kauni and Niihau were later 
ceded to him and In this way he 
brought all the Islands under his guid- 
ance or rule. — Washington Evening 
Star. 


Jiujutsu of Chinese Origin? 

“My old teacher told me,’’ recalls 
Taro Miyeake, Japanese exponent of 
jiujutsu, In an interview In the At- 
lanta Journal, “that jiujutsu Is a de- 
velopment of the old Chinese method 
of fighting with the fingers extended. 
This was a very dangerous and skill- 
ful system. A man straightened out 
his fingers stiffly and Jabbed with 
them, preferably for the eyes. Falling 
to reach the eyes, he sought various 
nerve centers on the body. 

“When the Japanese took up the 
science, more than 1,000 years ago, 
they began to Improve It. Instead of 
Jabbing for the eyes they gradually 
developed a system of leverages that 
would work against bones and nerve 
centers.”

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CHRISTIAN SCIENCE LECTURE BY Dr. HENDRIK JAN De LANGE, C.S.

Sunday Afternoon, June 7th 
in the 

Christian Science Church, 
Newtonville 

An appreciative audience was in at- 
tendance at the lecture on Christian 
Science given by Dr. Hendrik Jan De 
Lange, C.S., of The Hague, Holland, in 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
Newtonville, on Sunday afternoon, 
June 7th. 

The lecturer was introduced by the 
First Reader of the Church, Mr. Wil- 
liam S. Whitman, who said: 

Friends: — 

First Church of Christ, Scientist, of 
Newton, extends to you all a most 
cordial welcome. 

We are gathered here this after 
noon to listen to a lecture on Chris- 
tian Science and to learn something 
more of that unfailing law of Love 
which mankind Is slowly but surely 
beginning to realize can and does 
meet its every need. 

Our Master, Christ Jesus, said, 
“Come unto me, all ye that labour 
and are heavy laden, and I will give 
you rest.” (Matt. 11:28.) He also 
said, “I say unto you, ask and it 
shall be given you; seek and ye shall 
And; knock and it shall be opened 
unto you. For every one that asketh 
receiveth; and he that seeketh 
flndeth; and to him that knocketli it 
shall be opened.” .(Luke 11:9,-10.) 

These promises are not empty 
words, neither were they meant only 
for those to whom they were ad- 
dressed but are for you and me and 
for all those who believe on the 
Christ and who understand some- 
thing of His unchanging law of Love. 

Our revered Leader, Mary Baker 
Eddy, the Discoverer and Founder of 
Christian Science, has written on the 
first page of the preface to the text 
book of Christian Science, Science and 
Hoalth with Key to the Scriptures: 

“To those leaning on the sustaining 
Infinite, today is big with blessings.” 
She has also written on the same 
page, “The time for thinkers has 
come. Truth, independent of doc- 
trines and time honored systems 
knocks at the portal of humanity.” 

Our presence here today indicates 
that we are leaning, thinking and 
knocking and I am sure our atten- 
tion will be well repaid. 

Our lecturer is a member of the 
Board of Lectureship of The Mother 
Church, The First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, in Boston which is a guar- 
antee for us that he is well qualified 
and speaks with authority. 

It gives me great pleasure to in- 
troduce Dr. Hendrik Jan De Lange of 
The Hague, Holland. 

Dr. De Lange spoke as follows: 

The problem of achieving power and 
dominion confronts every phase of hu- 
man existence now as it has done in 
the past. It convulses the world of 
to-duy. The necessity for a conclu- 
sive solution to this problem is be- 
yond cavil, a solution that will not 
only satisfy the present need, but also 
be able to meet future requirements. 
Christian Science claims to be divine- 
ly authorized to give the solution. 

This Science is understood in the 
measure that the individual compre- 
hends the omnipotence, ever-presence, 
and omniscience of a perfect God, or 
First Cause, and man in His image 
and likeness, possessing no other 
qualities and power than those de- 
rived from Deity. 

The purpose of this lecture is to 
present some aspects of Christian Sci- 
ence, and thereby to show each and 
all of you how, step by step, domin- 
ion derived from Deity may be prac- 
tically exercised, right hero and now. 

THE DISCOVERER AND FOUNDER 

Christian Science was discovered by 
one whose clear spiritual insight was 
original enough and pure enough to 
seek and find the way for lifting hu- 
man thought out of tho finite und ma- 
terial into the realm of infinite uud 
spiritual reality. The Discoverer 
found this spiritual understanding a 
present possibility. What is more, 
her great discovery wus given to tho 
world as a Science. This implies that 
every one of us may practice It, here 
and now, in present human experi- 
ence. To educate human thought and 
to find the true source of power iu 
God, the divine Mind, wus the in- 


spired purpose of this loving and no- 
ble New England woman, Mary Baker 
Eddy. 

The revelation received by Mary 
Baker Eddy, is embodied in the Chris- 
tian Science textbook, “Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures.” 
Her life-work included also the found- 
ing of the Christian Science move- 
ment upon such a spiritual basis that 
it could not be disintegrated by any 
form of malicious aggression. 

She gained the scientific certainty 
that all causation is vested in God, 
divine Mind, and that all effect is 
therefore Mind’s mental phenomenon. 
Searching the Scriptures she found 
the Science of Mind that should take 
the things of God and show them Jo 
the creature, thus revealing the great 
curative Principle, Love. In this 
prayerful search the Bihle was her 
only textbook. The spiritual meaning 
of the Scriptures appeared to her. 
Thus it became clear that the mighty 
works of the prophets and of Christ 
Jesus had been accomplished in ac- 
cordance with divine Principle by ap- 
plying the rules of spiritual Science 
and metaphysical healing. 

GOD’S DOMINION 

While theoretically most religious 
systems concur in ascribing omnipo- 
tence — all power and dominion — to 
God, Christian Science alone adheres 
to the conclusion inevitably deduced 
from this fundamental truth. Chris- 
tian Science presents it to every one 
of us, man, woman, child, as a work- 
able basis for our everyday lives and 
problems. 

This Science of Christianity starts 
out from the truism that since God is 
the only Cause, all true creation, in- 
cluding our perfect selfhood, exists 
from the standpoint of effect. Our 
Identity, our ability to think, to ex- 
ercise power and discernment, are not 
self-created, but spiritually derived. It 
recognizes that we and our world owe 
our true existence to this First or 
primal Cause which, in the words of 
the Christian Science textbook (p. 
587), is understood to be “Gon. The 
great I am; the all-knowing, all-see- 
ing, all-acting, all-wise, all-loving, and 
eternal; Principle; Mind; Soul; 
Spirit; Life; Truth; Love; all sub- 
stance; intelligence.” 

What we behold as mortals and a 
material world is strangely contrasted 
with the omnipotent majesty, infinity, 
and eternality of Deity. On every 
side we experience failure and impo- 
tence, sin and sickness, death and 
destruction, although we are endowed 
with that inalienable capacity to con- 
ceive of a flawless First Cause. 

How do we account for the fact of a 
perfect, all-powerful, ever-present God 
and of a world so conspicuous by a 
distressing lack of power and perfec- 
tion? This question comes to most of 
us at some stage of our existence. Let 
us not be perplexed by it, or discour- 
aged. It is just as futile as tho ques- 
tion how to account for the lie two 
plus two equals five. The question 
which really is pertinent and all-im- 
portant is how to get rid of that fals- 
ity, in mathematics ns well as in daily 
life; how to be freed from the world’s 
imperfections and limitations, and 
how to acquire divine characteristics. 
Supreme wisdom and dominion, sat- 
isfaction, rest, peace, joy, happiness, 
spontaneity, must be naturally attri- 
butes of the primal Causo which we 
adoringly and reverentially call God. 
Why are they not more ours? Why 
do we not more consciously recognize 
these spiritual qualities as our true 
selfhood? The answer lies with the 
individual realization of the truth. 

In mathematics, the understanding 
of the truth that two plus two equals 
four takeB away all temporary influ- 
ence and confusion of the lie two plus 
two equals five. Christian Science as- 
sures us that, in the same manner, 
the right understanding of God will 
take away all temporary influence 
and confusion of everything unlike 
the porfect Principle. 

Christian Science, as has been 
stated, reveals and adheres to the in- 
evitable conclusion from tho fact that 
God is omnipotent. Christian Scienco 
declares that because God, Spirit, has 
all power, * material phenomena being 
the opposite of Spirit, have no real 
power. It declares that because God 
is omniscient, ail-knowing, there is 
no real knowledge or other mentality 
than that forthcoming from infinite 
and perfect Deity. It declares that 
because God is Love, there is no roul 
Love outside the Oue “altogether 
lovely.” It declares that hecuuso God 
is Life, there is uo real Life outside 
the everlastlug Father. 


MANS DERIVED POWER 

Here someone may remark. ‘This 
is all very well, and I am willing to 
accept it. because it sounds clear and 
logicnl. but how does it concern me 
with all my problems and difficulties?" 
In every respect, my friend, because 
upon the right understanding of God 
depend the health and happiness of 
all mankind, and therefore, incident- 
ally, of yourself. Christian Science 
teaches how to use that understand- 
ing, increase it, complete it, live it, 
and thus gradually get rid of our un- 
satisfactory and helpless conditions. 
It points to tlie inspired word of Gen- 
esis 1:27, 28: “So God created man in 
IBs own image, in the image of God 
created lie him; male and female cre- 
ated he them. And God blessed them, 
and God said unto them. Be fruitful, 
and multiply, and replenish the earth, 
and subdue it: and have dominion 
over the fish of the sea, and over the 
fowl of the air, and over every living 
thing that moveth upon the earth.” 

Christian Science informs us that 
we will find our true selfhood as God’s 
image and likeness with all its en- 
suing dominion, abundance, bliss, in 
the measure that we understand our 
divine birthright, and correct the 
mortal evidence of a finite, imperfect 
man and universe. Where are the 
sons and daughters of God whom 
Christian Science declares to be both 
Father and Mother, if they are not 
right here where we are thinking; 
where we are beginning to entertain 
a correct and Godlike view of our- 
selves and others; right here in this 
audience and in the world at large 
where we are awakening through 
Christian Science to the present pos- 
sibility of this divine dominion? My 
friends, what are we going to do with 
this divinely inspired Biblical record, 
if not to use it, to live it in our daily 
lives, actually to realize it in our 
right thinking? 

In order for our thinking to "be 
fruitful,” as the Scriptures admon- 
ish, we must think the thoughts which 
are Godlike. These thoughts are di- 
vine ideas, wholly good, without an 
element of discord or destruction; 
thoughts which are fruitful and 
fraught with dominion and power. In 
order to consciously “multiply, and 
replenish the earth,” we must enter- 
tain thoughts which are showing forth 
the presence and renewing impetus of 
divine Principle, God. In the power- 
ful presence of such realization, false, 
finite concepts and beliefs gradually 
lose their temporary influence and au- 
thority until ultimately divine domin- 
ion over the whole earth will be dem- 
onstrated. 

This kind of thinking is the very 
image of God; it is so like God that 
it is God manifested. Such a state 
of consciousness is heaven on earth. 
And this state must be understood 
not as one of procrastination but as 
one of realization. It is a condition 
of thought to be experienced here and 
now where we are beginning to know 
ourselves as we are known by our 
omnipotent Father-Mother God. 

Then, whatever mistaken sense of 
being mortal belief may try to out- 
line, nothing can prevent us from de- 
claring the truth that the man of 
God’s creating is expressing his spir- 
itual substantiality, regardless of the 
finite forms which a material concept 
depicts. 

DISCOVERY AND INVENTION 

On every hand we are beholding 
und hearing of great and new achieve- 
ments in the world. They are dis- 
played in the air, on the land, on the 
seas. We cannot scan a newspaper 
or magazine without reading of some 
notable feat or remarkable invention 
contributing to the overcoming of 
time and space. Humanity is con- 
stantly urged to widen its outlook and 
free itself from limiting, cramping 
concepts. 

It need not be wondered at that the 
amount of discoveries and^ inventions 
has been ever on the increase since, 
some sixty years ago, there was made 
the greatest and most fundamental 
discovery of all, the discovery of 
Christian Science. This Science of 
sciences is encouraging mankind to 
think evermore beyond and above its 
present limitations. A liberating 
thought has always to precede the 
appearance of any discovery or in- 
vention. The vision of the Wright 
brothers, the genius of Marconi had 
to free these men from the limitations 
of muterial concepts and conventional 
thinking in order to enable the air- 
plane to climb the clouds and the ra- 
dio waves to encircle the globe. In 
the light of Christian Science, inven- 
tions and discoveries are not the ap- 
pearing of something new, but tho 
evidence of the grndual overcoming 
in the human consciousness of its own 
beliefs iu material limitations. 

Although our present stato of con- 
sciousness is to a great extent still 
immpered by the customary material 
ways of thinking, a remarkable liber- 
ation is going on in many a field of 
knowledge. In the field of physics, in 
tlie past tho very stronghold of mate- 
riality, a conspicuous change is com- 
ing about since Albert Einstein pro- 
pounded his theory of relativity. One 
of my friends, a professor of physics 
in Holland's foremost university, late- 
ly formulated the new aim of physics. 
While it had formerly been the pur- 
pose of physicists to find tho nature 
of matter, tho modern tendency, he 
stated, was to dematerialise matter, 
lie also declared that the smallest ele- 
ments of which mutter consists are 
rather events or occurrences than ma- 
terial things. 

At some time, sooner or later, this 
friend and every other physicist will 
come to tlie inevitable conclusion that 
for the demuteriulizatiou of matter 
one cunuot look into mutter, but must 


go above and beyond matter into the 
realm of metaphysics, into the realm 
of spiritual ideas, being. The solution 
of a problem is never in the problem 
itself. Then they will understand 
what the Discoverer of Christian Sci- 
ence, by her pure and original spir- 
itualmindedness, understood more 
than half a century before when she 
wrote that "matter disappears under 
the microscope of Spirit” (Science 
and Health, p. 264). 

MAN INCLUDES HIS BODY 

The solution of a problem is never 
in the problem itself. This is particu- 
larly true of the problem which every 
day confronts every one of us: the 
problem of how to consider and how 
to treat that which we call our bodies. 
No one will contend that they are not 
problems, these bodies of ours! The 
great majority of people in our world 
have to work and toil six days a week 
with those very bodies in order to 
be able to feed and clothe them prop- 
erly. While many suffer because they 
cannot feed them sufficiently, others 
have no end of difficulties by giving 
them too much food! This is but oue 
phase of the problem. There are many 
more! We are able to make the most 
lovely trips to remote and interesting 
countries in thought, without any de- 
lay, expense, or trouble, but what is 
it again that often hampers the ease 
and possibility of the actual journey? 
Our bodies! Why? Because we as- 
sume that we are in that which we 
call our bodies. Ought not the in- 
finite possibilities of thought to 
awaken us to the conclusion that this 
is impossible? How could an 
infinite thought be contained in a ma- 
terial, finite body? There is one other 
reason, at least, which is equally 
final; we include our bodies iu 
thought, and not the other way 
around. We are not really inside that 
which we call our bodies; inside the 
water, salts, and other chemicals, of 
which physiology says the human 
body consists. 

It is of primal importance to over- 
come this body-limitation and afflic- 
tion, and to reach ultimately the same 
freedom for our bodies which we now 
already enjoy for our thoughts. Chris- 
tian Science teaches it On page 475 
of the Christian Science textbook we 
find: “Man is not matter; he is not 
made up of brain, blood, bones, and 
other material elements. . . . Man is 
idea, the image, of Love; he is not 
physique. He is the compound idea 
of God, including all right ideas.” 
Thus it is seen that the human body 
neither constitutes nor contains man’s 
life, because God is the Life of man, 
which man has by reflection. This 
Life cannot be inside of a human 
body. When, even partly, we shall be 
freed from the fear- that our life and 
happiness are in those human bodies, 
the moment will have arrived when 
we shall claim much more mastery 
over them and the exacting beliefs 
associated with them. We shall, then, 
come nearer to exercising our God- 
given power. 

How are we going to improve our 
bodies? In the first place, by under- 
standing that the belief of living in a 
material body is contrary to the Scrip- 
tural assurance that in God "we live, 
and move, and have our being.” Un- 
derstanding that we are having our 
being in God means a much better 
concept of body. In order to improve 
the human, material concept, we must 
reflect something which has the power 
to improve it. And this great some- 
thing is God, Mind, perfect and infin- 
ite intelligence. The Christian Sci- 
ence textbook declares on page 208: 
“You embrace your body in thought, 
and you should delineate upon it 
thoughts of health, not of sickness.” 
To see and admit this fact is to gain 
a step forward in our rightful inheri- 
tance of dominion. 

A fact is true whether vou admit it 
or not. The fact that two plus two 
equals four stands the same regardless 
of pros and cons. The admission of 
a fact, however, helps us along the 
lino of liberation and enlightenment. 
To even begin to think of a situation 
in the right way leads to ultimate im- 
provement of that situation and mas- 
tery over its imperfect phases. The 
fact that we can comprehend the body 
in thought leads to the conclusion 
that we can exercise some control 
over it. Then, to set thought right 
in the first pluee is followed by the 
body conforming to the thought. The 
conclusion, therefore, is that in Chris- 
tian Science we must exchange a 
finite, imperfect, material concept of 
body for the right concept, or idea, 
of body in order to obtain healing and 
improvement. Tito understanding of 
the truth of being disposes of the 
false beliefs which have been heaped 
upon humanity hy its thoughtless ac- 
ceptance of a perverted record of cre- 
ation, of a man made of dust and a 
woman made of a rib. 

THE NATURE AND POWER OF 
DIVINE IDEAS 

Christian Science has made the final 
distinction between divine ideas and 
material or mortal concepts. In de- 
fining “idea" in tho Christian Science 
textbook (p. 115) Mrs. Eddy cites 
Webster’s definition us "an image in 
Mind: tlie immediate object of un- 
derstanding.” Then, an idea, be in g

an image in Mind, exists in Mind, and 
remains there forever. In tact, It l> 
through its idea that Mind is under- 
stood. 

Material, mortal concepts are a part 
of that which claims to be the oppo- 
site of God, named by the Discoverer 
of Christian Science mortal mind. She 
declares this so-called mind to be a 
solecism, "Nothing claiming to be 
something” (Science and Health, p. 
591), “a product of nothing as the 
mimicry of something” (ibid., p. 580). 

Entertaining mortal concepts, that 
is, thinking in the ordinary ways of 
the world, accomplishes very little of 
a constructive character and lots of 
harm. On the other hand, entertain- 
ing in thought divine ideas opens the 
way for perfect and lasting achieve- 
ments. Why? Because the presence 
of a divine idea is actually Immanuel, 
or "God with us.” Think how won- 
derful it is that man in his real be- 
ing is "God’s spiritual idea, individ- 
ual, perfect, eternal” (Science and 
Health, p. 115)! Can we go on be- 
lieving man to be something of which 
a wholly perfect Creator never could 
conceive? To accept a material con- 
cept as an heir of God is renouncing 
the true image and likeness. The 
image and likeness of God, Spirit, is 
wholly spiritual: the pure and perfect 
male and female idea. This idea is 
now existing in full possession of all 
its God-bestowed faculties, qualities, 
abilities. Let us live and love to be 
what we really are in the light of di- 
vine Truth! Then in the measure 
that we understand God and His cre- 
ation, we are embodying the divine 
self-hood by reflection. In this meas- 
ure we are our true selves, indeed, 
with all the bliss, bounty, dominion, 
and fullness God’s presence implies. 

The embodying of right ideas neces- 
sarily accomplishes something else as 
well. Wherever these ideas are be- 
ing realized, the law of God, the law 
of Love, the law of divine dominion, 
comes spontaneously into operation 
to eliminate, destroy, annihilate mor- 
tal concepts. At the same time this 
divine law acts as a law of adjust- 
ment in human affairs. That is the 
logical and natural outcome of the 
divine fact that God is All-in-all. and 
that inevitably God must express Him- 
self infinitely, eternally, omnipresent- 
ly. The law of God, evidencing God’s 
omnipotent, ever-present, everlasting 
dominion, does away with all the in- 
fluences and suggestions which, ac- 
cording to mortal views, parade in 
the vestment of law’s, but virtually 
are false beliefs, since they lack the 
permanency, perfection, and loving 
power of the only real law, the law of 
God. 

DIVINE DOMINION VERSUS 
MORTAL DOMINATION 

This explanation invalidates the as- 
sertion that Christian Science teaches 
human w’ill-pow’er and suggestion, and 
that the sick are healed by means of 
these spurious mortal agencies. The 
realization of God’s omnipresence, 
omnipotence, omniactivity, and omni- 
science has nothing material or finite. 
Its influence is purely spiritual. It 
is revelation, not thought transfer- 
ence; it is the revelation of God’s di- 
vine idea, man and the universe, 
which is inevitably as infinite as the 
originator, God. One cannot transfer 
that which is infinite! If we wished 
to do so we could not, because it is 
already there where our mistaken 
sense would have it transmitted! 

Thus the dominion revealed by 
Christian Science realization or treat- 
ment does not in any manner stand 
for a personal domination or oppres- 
sion; neither does it mean the pur- 
suing of unworthy ambitions. It can- 
not be confused with the mere exer- 
cise of the human will; nor may it 
be associated with hypnotism or mes- 
merism. 

The Christian Scientist declares 
with fullest conviction in the words 
of the Lord’s Prayer, "Thy will be 
done in earth, as it is in heaven." He 
understands that this is a divine fact, 
a divine idea which, by the almighty 
power of its very nature and pres- 
ence, asserts Itself and disposes of any 
material, personal influence. By such 
realization he exercises God’s primary 
dominion iu any specific case with re- 
sistless power and unlimited scope. 

THE VALUE OF THE BIBLE 

SPIRITUALLY UNDERSTOOD 

God’s dominion and pow’er have al- 
ways been the main and real object of 
searching humanity. That, partly, 
explains why the Bible has exercised 
such preponderant influence upon 
mankind. Instinctively humanity has 
felt that a more accurate and inti- 
mate understanding of God must be 
a source of strength and a protection 
against evil. 

Hence the importance of under- 
standing the Bible aright. The Bible 
is in many respects a God-inspired 
record. Therefore it needs inspira- 
tion to be understood. The under- 
standing of Christian Science gives 
this spiritual inspiration. Hereby the 
beauty and consistency of the Holy 
Scriptures are enhanced. For tho one 
endowed with this discriminative un- 
derstanding, they become more than 
ever Inspiring, instructive literature 
pregnant with practical value for his 

daily life. 

From Genesis to Revelation we read 
of the dominion of Deity. All through 
the Scriptures runs the golden thread 
of the supremacy of divine enlighten- 
ment. In the Old Testament we find 
recorded the great triumphs of spirit- 
ually-minded, monotheistic Israel over 
materiully-minded Egypt aud its pa- 
ganistic Pharaohs. The same power 
was evidenced by the walla of Jericho, 
iu the fiery furnace, aud in the lions' 
don. 

Less widely kuown than these In- 


stances is an account in the tenth 
chapter of the book of Daniel. It 
offers a fine example of the inspiration 
and power of spiritual-mlndedness 
whereby we also may be benefited. 
Here it is related that Daniel was de- 
sirous of having a more spiritual un- 
derstanding. To this end, he ab- 
stained from gratifying the material 
senses, or, as the Bible puts it, he 
“was mourning.” As a result of the 
longing for understanding his oneness 
with God, and of his denial of ma- 
teriality, he found himself "by the 
side of the great river, which is Hid- 
dekel.” What does this mean? The 
Christian Science textbook gives the 
explanation in its Glossary, furnishing 
the spiritual interpretation of some 
Bible terms. Hiddekel stands for "Di- 
vine Science understood and acknowl- 
edged” (p. 588). Daniel, evidently, 
had come to this mental state. Thus 
spiritually enlightened, he received a 
higher concept of what man really is, 
more glowing and glorious in beauty 
and light. The fifth and sixth verses 
poetically describe it. This vision of 
man was. for spiritually-minded Dan- 
iel, natural and full of meaning. For 
those around him who had not yet 
reached this spiritual consciousness, 
it was fearful and troublesome. In 
the words of the Bible, “And I Daniel 
alone saw the vision: for the men that 
were with me saw not the vision; but 
a great quaking fell upon them, so 
that they fled to hide themselves.” 
The remainder of the chapter tells of 
Daniel’s struggle in order to become 
so firmly established in spiritual un- 
derstanding that he would be pro- 
tected against evil suggestions and 
forces. It tells how the voice of God 
came to him during this struggle, and 
declared, "Fear not. Daniel: for from 
the first day that thou didst set thine 
heart to understand, and to chasten 
thyself before thy God. thy words 
were heard, and I am come for thy 
words.” It finally shows that this 
spiritual understanding of God, and 
not the personal Daniel, was the pow- 
er that would overcome evil and ma- 
terial influences. 

This spiritual understanding is the 
Christ, which according to the ex- 
planation in Science and Health 
"comes to the flesh to destroy incar- 
13). Gleams of the 
Christ-understanding all down 
through the ages have come to those 
realizing the divine power and sin- 
cerely seeking a higher selfhood. 

JESUS’ DOMINION OF LOVE 

While we learn in the Old Testa- 
ment of the power of the prophets and 
other spiritually-minded persons, the 
New Testament has Jesus of Nazareth 
as its central figure, endowed with 
unprecedented authority. According 
to human standards, he possessed no 
riches, no high office in state or 
church, no influential friends. Yet 
he was mightier than Solomon or 
Caesar, and his influence is still on 
the increase. He healed those who 
were pronounced incurable by current 
medical thought, he fed the multi- 
tudes, he raised the dead, and was 
master over every situation which con- 
fronted him. Finally, he himself ex- 
ercised in the resurrection such vic- 
tory over the sting of death as to 
prove its utter futility. 

Why was his power so superior over 
the mighty works recorded in the Old 
Testament? Because he ushered in 
a more spiritual sense of law by a 
new commandment, "That ye love one 
another, as I have loved you." By 
this revelation the whole concept of 
the Commandments of the Old Testa- 
ment became more spiritual, and con- 
sequently the Commandments them- 
selves more illumined. 

Jesus’ thoughts were so spiritual 
that they constituted his lawful au- 
thority and power. Although he spoke 
iu the Aramaic tongue, a decaying 
language, he was fully aware of the 
permanent nature of the divine ideas 
he expressed. He declared that heaven 
and earth would pass away, but not 
his words. This is the reason why. 
in true meekness and might, he could 
speak with authority and not as the 
scribes. Their viewpoint was mate- 
rial and sensual; his was spiritual 
and substantia!. They were centered 
in selfishness: he was centered in di- 
vine Love. That is why Jesus said: 
"The Son can do nothing of himself, 
but what he seeth [that is, uuder- 
standeth] the Father do.” Jesus was 
in part human, but that which he 
knew was divine. His knowledge was 
wholly of God. This endowed him 
with the Christ-power to heal and 
save. His God-given ability was of 
such a nature that he knew enough to 
let his immortal selfhood show forth 
the practical proofs of divine law and 
dominion. Ho knew that this Christ- 
idea antedated Abraham aud was ev- 
erlastingly one with the Father. 

THE CHRIST-POWER’S EVER- 
PRESENCE 

This Christ-ldea or Christ-under- 
standing is the Comforter, the “Spirit 
of truth.” in the wordiug of the Bible: 
the Christ Science or Christian Sci- 
ence, in the wording of "Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures.” 
This Christ-understanding is available 
for the world of to-day, as it was nine- 
teen hundred years ago, aud as it al- 
ways will be, for those who under- 
stand how to avail themselves of it. 

The Christian Science textbook tells 
US (hat "God "ill heal the sick 
through man, whenever man is gov- 
erned by God” tp. 495). Then let us 
be governed by this God who is Love; 
let us express this Love so lovingly, 
so purely, so powerfully that sickness 
will vanish away aud sin will be for- 
saken. Let us love so teudcrly that 
hatred will melt into uothiugness. aud 
condemnation will have uo abiding 
i place. Thus we will show forth this 


healing and redeeming Christ-power. 
It will take care of the human needs 
of ourselves and of those who come 
to be healed and comforted. The hu- 
man need is for something apart from 
its own fears and limitations and con- 
demnations: it is always ultimately 
for divine, infinite Love. 

To understand that the answer ex- 
ists before the petition, is true prayer, 
the prayer of understanding, as taught 
in Christian Science. Why is this so? 
Because everythin* which is divinely 
real and worth while to be desired 
and possessed is already existing in 
divine Mind. Jesus knew this when 
he prayed with all humility and meek- 
ness before Lazarus came forth, “Fa- 
ther. I thank thee that thou hast 
heard me. And I knew that thou 
hearest me always.” His divinely sci- 
entific affirmation brought forth the 
humanly practical demonstration. 

We, my friends, can thank God In 
the same manner, when being con- 
scious of God’s allness. To this end 
we must have an all-embracing sense 
of divine Love’s infinite presence; a 
tender assurance that divine Love in 
meeting every human need. This Love 
can do wonders for every one of us. 
It can make us every whit whole, by 
casting out the fear and mortality 
which unlawfully beset human ex- 
istence. It can remove mountains of 
misunderstanding. Infinite Love, 
which is loving all of its ideas all the 
time, is powerful enough and compas- 
sionate enough to heal any condition 
contrary to those ideas. We must re- 
flect this Love so consciously and feel 
its power so mightily that the human 
sense yields to the everlasting do- 
minion of this infinite, all-pervading 
presence. 

In the proportion that our prayers 
affirm this divine dominion and deny 
any other influence, everything that 
is humanly essential for everyday de- 
mands will be added unto us. These 
essentials, by simplifying human ex- 
istence, help us to take less concern 
of it. Hereby thought is given more 
freedom for the sacred pursuit of si- 
lent communion. We need not hesi- 
tate to encourage the needed calm and 
poise of this true activity. The rush 
of the age requires it and the Science 
of Christ demands it more than ever 
before. 

SALVATION 

The scope of prayer must not be 
limited. Let us not confine it to our 
human relations and those in whom 
we are immediately interested. Our 
affections must be world-wide. This 
attitude will further world salvation, 
together with promoting our own well- 
being. We cannot be saved individu- 
ally when holding to the finite concept 
of a material and imperfect world. 
Christ Jesus’ vision and compassion 
were universal. This accounts for 
his influence beyond place and time. 
He declared himself, that is. the 
Christ. Truth, to be "the light of the 
world.” In accordance with the Mas- 
ter’s admonition. Christian Science 
exhorts us to let this light shine. Let 
all mankind be included in our prayer, 
that its divine force may be humanly 
evidenced by a purer and more unsel- 
fish dominion in national and interna- 
tional affairs. Let divine Love so 
permeate our prayers that love is felt 
wherever we come. 

The presence of the Mind "which 
was also in Christ Jesus” will solve 
problems of every kind and descrip- 
tion, because this mind has no prob- 
lems. This is the very reason why 
problems are being solved and will 
be solved. The problem is not a fact. 
Mind being the actual reality. It is 
only a false, finite concept about some 
fact which in all eternity is all right. 
To reform any situation, we have to 
correct our own concept. This is the 
true scientific reformation which al- 
ways begins with one’s self, goes on 
with one's self, and ends with one's: 
self. In this way of self-reformation 
we are also helping to save all man- 
kind. for we are doing our part iu 
exchanging false concepts for true 
ideas. Universal salvation is for- 
warded by the power and presence of 
the divine ideas we are individually 
manifesting. As the nature of a di- 
vine idea is infinite, our consciousness 
will be more receptive for these 
ideas, in the measure that we 
thiuk more universally. The salva- 
tion o( all mankind rests upon the 
basis of reasoning out from Mind, and 
not from within the world’s problems. 

Thus, being the light of the world 
and the salt of the earth, we may 
pause occasionally and declare as the 
seventy did: “Lord, even the devils 
are subject unto us through thy 
name,” that is, through the Christ-un- 
derstanding. Theu we may receive 
the same answer of comfort and ex- 
hortation given to these disciples: 
"Behold. I give unto you power to 
tread on serpents and scorpions, and 
over all the power of the enemy: and 
nothing shall by any means hurt you. 
Notwithstanding in this rejoice uot, 
that the spirits are subject unto you; 
but rather rejoice, because your names 
are written in heaven.” These words 
of the Master show that healing sick- 
ness und overcoming sin are but a step- 
ping-stone for a higher demonstrutiou. 
To rejoice that our uarnes are writ- 
ten in heaven is to be ever couscious 
of the perfection aud spirituality of 
true Being. It means to know our- 
selves aud every other individual as 
the infinite idea of God, already free, 
already loving, pure, perfect, already 
saved. This is our normal, natural 
state, to be maintained in this very 
hour. 

It is our divine privilege to go forth, 
now aud forever, rejoicing in the heal- 
ing power and presence, the tneekuesa 
and might, the love aud satisfaction, 
the purity aud purpose of Christian 
Science, the Science of divlue domin- 
ion.

Russia Sells Matches. 

New Light on Lincoln. 
Religious Agitation. 

How It’s Done in Italy. 


Countries of Europe, especially Eng- 
land, are wondering how they can 
avoid competition and dumping of 
cheap Russian goods and, at the same 
time, eagerly accept money that Rus- 
sia spends in purchase of machinery 
and raw materials. 

This country, a little more virtuous, 
or, perhaps, more foolish than the oth- 
ers, has cut down Russian purchases 
In this country by more than half with- 
in a year. That may bo high morality, 
but It is poor business. 

It will take more than words or dis- 
like of Bolshevist theories to conquer 
Russia’s industrial campaign, backed 
by able producers and good salesmen. 

For instance, when United States 
soldiers look closely at the little box 
of matches supplied by the government 
they will see written in small type 
"Made in Russia.” 

The army needed matches, and asked 
for bids. And the lowest bid, twenty- 
five per cent lower than any American 
bid, came from Russian matchmakers. 

Under the law, according to Major 
Barry of the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment, the Army is compelled to accept 
the lowest bid. 

Psychiatrists, assembled at Toronto, 
propose a "sterilization law,” to re- 
duce the percentage of feeble minded 
persons. Sterilization would prevent 
birth of children not otherwise inter- 
fering with those to whom it might be 
applied. 

One psychiatrist proposes to show 
that Abraham Lincoln suffered from a 
strange mental malady, with a long 
name, which reminds you of Lincoln’s 
advice to those that told him General 
Grant drank too much whiskey. He 
advised other generals to get some of 
the same whiskey. If psychiatrists 
could inject some of that Lincoln men- 
tal malady into some of our modern 
statesmen, it might be helpful. 

There is reason to believe that the 
sudden violent outburst of anti-Catho- 
lic hostility in Spain, Italy and else- 
where will be overcome by conciliatory 
measures. 

In Italy, the Pope has forbidden all 
Catholic processions and demonstra- 
tions of any kind, outside of churches, 
and forbidden the official Vatican or- 
gan, Osscrvatore Romano, to publish 
hostile comment on the Fascist govern- 
ment. 

Mussolini, on his part, has forbidden 
the Italian press to continue publica- 
tion of news articles and editorials cal- 
culated to foment anti-Catholic hatred. 

Harvard University, appropriately, 
and just in time, starts a training 
course for prison warders, executive 
heads of prisons and similar institu- 
tions. Considering the size and rapid 
growth of our present bootlegging- 
crime wave, it would seem desirable 
for all colleges to specialize in prison 
training. 

Science has contributed the death 
chair to our "civilized” treatment of 
criminals. Colleges might well con- 
tribute trained managers. 

In Italy seven “intellectuals” are on 
trial for treason, the crime charged 
being an effort to end the power of 
Fascism. 

The execution of Michele Schirru 
shows how swiftly and dramatically 
Mussolini’s government works. Schir- 
ru, accused of a plot to kill Mussolini, 
was convicted, and eight and a half 
hours later sat astride a chair in the 
courtyard of a fort on the outskirts of 
Rome, with his hands tied behind his 
back. A firing squad of 24 militiamen, 
volunteers, stood back of him. Twen- 
ty-two Fascist officers, four hundred 
and sixty-two Fascist militiamen drew 
and flourished their bare daggers, 
shouting the Fascist cry, "A no,” 
which means “To us.” Then Schirru 
toppled off the chair, with twenty-four 
rifle bullets scattered along his spine. 

If he had killed his own mother or 
father he would have gone to jail for 
life. Italy has no capital punishment, 
except for criminals that attack the 
head of the government, the King or 
Mussolini. 

Last year Americans ate 1,335,617,903 
pounds of candy. Something over 14 
per cent of the total amount is sup- 
posed to have been eaten by children, 
which is not enough. Pure candy, of 
the proper kind, is not merely a good, 
but an absolutely necessary part of 
diet in childhood.

Ludwig, "You have glorified Jesus a 
great deal too much. I um now having 
the Koran issued for the first time in 
Turkish, und having a life of Muham- 
mad translated. The people shall see 
that it is more or less the sutne every- 
where, that ail that results from It all 
Is a livelihood for the priests.” 

Kenml Pasha renturked that the 
Turkish mosques ure practically emp- 
ty, but "the Turk was not a Muham- 
madan by nature, the shepherds know 
only the sun, the clouds and the stars. 
The Turk reveres nature and nothing 
else."

ONE THING AND ANOTHER

That Schoolboys’ Photo 


One of the most important events of 
June for the young folks is the class 
photograph. Of all souvenirs of youth 
it is hound to prove more interesting 
than any other in the days to come. 
Few of us approach the time when 
blood pressure becomes a matter of 
serious concern without having accu- 
mulated a variety of group photo- 
graphs, ranging from the kindergarten 
snapshot to the annual class reunion 
llashlight. In between are numerous 
school pictures, club gatherings and 
sedate civic organizations. They all 
mean something but none has as much 
value as a memory treasure ns the ex- 
ample of the photographer’s art in 
which we first appeared. 

Whatever we suffered at the hands 
of doting mothers and sisters in prep- 
aration for this event is all forgotten 
when In after years we study our- 
selves ns children. The pain of hav- 
ing one’s hair brushed and one’s best 
clothes fitted with extreme care and 
one’s very spifflest necktie or hairrib- 
hons adjusted may linger, but only as 
a pleasant reminder of the rebellious 
spirit of infancy. We laugh at our 
own misdeeds and the trouble we 
caused. 

As I have found by experience such 
a photograph arouses little admira- 
tion on the part of the present gener- 
ation. “Oh. my, did you look like 
that?” comes the query, the implica- 
tion being that your childish pose be- 
fore the camera was a bit unusual if 
not grotesque. “Isn’t it a funny old 
thing,” another modern youth re- 
marks. alluding to the time-worn 
print which you have cherished all 
these years. 

It is not a picture to be exhibited 
to irreverent eyes therefore, but kept 
for one’s own satisfaction. No one 
can understand like yourself what 
your childhood days possessed in 
wealth of happiness. No one can feel 
as you do the warmth of friendship 
you held for the teacher and your 
dearest chums. No one can look back 
as you do to the days when the world 
was beginning to unfold its mysteries, 
its thrills of joy and its first impres- 
sions. 

I envy those youngsters who have 
had their “pictures taken’’ at school 
this year. It would be no U3e now to 
try nnd convince them that the picture 
should be preserved as something to 
bring them happy thoughts in their 
grown-up days. Nevertheless, I hope 
they will not lose them, for the heart- 
throbs of sentiment are worth while 
at all times and never more so than 
when the sun begins to fall on one’s 
back. 

A Quiet Business ^ 

Have you ever watched the men 
who try to get you to park your cars 
in a certain vacant lot while you 
watch the ball game? The system Is, 
or rather used to be the same every- 
where. By standing in the middle of 
the road, with a stick in his hand the 
solicitor could shout "This way. Park 
your cars. Twenty-five cents.” The 
swinging of the arms and the point- 
ing of the stick in the direction of 
the parking grounds was usually suf- 
ficient to induce a motorist to turn in, 
stop his car and hand over a quarter. 

Well, things have changed and 
about all that is left of the old per- 
formance is the swinging of the arms. 
You see the Legislature has tied the 
hands of these people, one might say. 
But it hasn’t really done anything to 
their hands, although It has silenced 
their voices. Last year a hill was 
passed prohibiting the solicitation of 
the sale of anything from the high 
way. The bill said almost in so many 
words that automobilists were not be 
pestered by people who had things to 
sell. That, of course, included park- 
ing space to rent. Tickets were spec- 
ified and one who parks his car re- 
ceived a ticket for it. This brought 
the whole business under the law. 

What has happened this year. Still 
more legislation lias been adopted 
which cannot fail to cramp the style 
of our friend the outdoor business- 
getter. Instead of limiting things to 
the road this year’s General Court 
amended the statutes to prohibit the 
soliciting of business on public side- 
walks. Now this latter change has a 
more sweeping effect than that relat- 
ing to holding-up automobiles. Side- 
walks in certain sections of the city 
contained many “pullers-in” whose 
duty it was to buttonhole a prospect 
and drag him by force, if necessary, 
inside the store. 

Now all this is illegal and presuma- 
bly that will put an end to it, at least 
after there have been court cases and 
convictions. I saw a man soliciting 
parking space— no, i can’t say he was 
soliciting for that would he Illegal. 
He was interested — that is snfe, I 
think — in getting business for those 
parking grounds. He stood in the 
street and waved his arms, pointing 
on each downward movement toward 
the parking area. It was all in pan- 
tomime and certainly did not violate 
any law, for he addressed himself to 
nobody in particular and kept his 
mouth closed. You couldn’t say lie 
was doing anything except calesthen- 
ics nnd what law is there against 
that?

keenest judgement In some cases. 
Well, maybe that Is true, and yet I 
think that drivers are sometimes re- 
sponsible. 1 wonder if these "fresh 
cops” haven’t had their good nature 
imposed upon by superslick motor- 
ists. Of course that isn't true In nil 
cases, but for every loud-mouthed po- 
liceman I’ll wager there are 10 Impu- 
dent and unreasoning drivers. You 
just can’t fix the blame for some of 
these unexplained mlxups. 

Two incidents have come to my at- 
tention recently which Illustrate the 
difference in policemen. In both cases 
the drivers happened to be high-mind- 
ed straightforward men. If all drivers 
possessed the same characteristics 
you could censure the officers for their 
failure to show a gleam of wisdom 
once In a while. 

Take the case here In Newton of 
the well known resident who was 
driving to obtain the services of n 
nurse to attend a patient at his home. 
He passed a “Stop" signal and was 
promptly overhauled by a traffic offi- 
cer. Of course the driver had violated 
the law and the policeman was only 
doing his duty. But an explanation 
from a reputable citizen in his home 
city, should at least be considered by 
the representative of the law. It made 
no difference and not only was the 
offender summoned into court but hu- 
miliated by a noisy scolding from the 
“cop.” 

Let me tell you of a contrast — a 
happening of which I was n witness. 
A group of us were visiting west of 
Worcester when a telephone mes- 
sage came that the small son of one 
of my companions had been taken ill. 
There was no delay In starting at once 
for Newton. Naturally the car was 
sent along at a lively pace nnd there 
was little surprise when a motorcycle 
officer of the Worcester police de- 
partment overhauled us. 

“You driving that car." he demanded 
of my friend who had alighted and 
approached the officer. 

"Yes,” came the reply,” nnd I’m 
driving as fast as I can because there 
is a little boy sick in Newton and 
we want to get to him as quickly as 
possible. We have been visiting — 

"Don’t tell me any more,” the officer. 
“If there’s a child sick go ahead. Tell 
any cop that stops you that I said 
you were all right.” 

He wouldn’t wait to he thanked but 
hopped on his motorcycle and rode off. 

The explanation is that this police- 
man was experienced in dealing with 
people and he knew from my friend’s 
appearance and earnest manner that 
he was not lying. How many traffic 
officers would have exercised such 
judgment and discrimination? 


What Would You Have Done? 


I think I had better tell this just 
as it happened and then take up great 
moral Issue it may contain, if any. 
The other afternoon I snatched off 
some time to drop in a moving pic- 
ture show because there happened to 
be showing there a picture in which 
a friend of mine was featured. I had 
missed this particular film when ex- 
hibited at the larger houses so found 
myself In a suburban community 
where I was a stranger. Children paid 
10 cents and if unaccompanied by par- 
ents or guardians were herded into 
the balcony. It impressed me as an 
excellent Idea for they all seemed hap- 
py together and certainly were not 
racing up and down the aisles to the 
annoyance of their elders. 

Before the show began I observed 
two hoys had slipped by the usher, 
scooted down to the second row in the 
orchestra seats and slumped them- 
selves so that the tops of their heads 
were barely visible. Plainly they were 
determined to sit downstairs in dell- 
ance of the rules, providing they could 
get away with it. 

Their apparent daring set me to 
thinking but my thoughts were inter- 
rupted by two other hoys who insisted 
upon crowding past my companion 
and me. Our surprise must have been 
revealed more clearly than we Intend- 
ed for one of the hoys said, “We’re 
going to get out of here as soon as 
the show starts.” 

These boys had more nerve than 
the other two for they sat upright. 
Their little game was to have the 
usher assume they had come with my 
companion and me which made it all 
right for them to sit in the orchestra. 
In order to carry out their little 
scheme they sought to engage us in 
conversation. 

Pointing to the ventilator under the 
seat hi front of us one of the boys 
said, “Feel the air coming up mister.” 
My companion accepted the invita- 
tion. “What of it?” he asked. “If 
you had a handful of sand you could 
throw it over that hole and it would 
blow up in your face,” the ingenious 
youngster explained. 

We had no sand so the experiment 
was not tried. Then the boys pro- 
duced great slabs of hard-candy on a 
stick — "all day suckers” I believe is 
the name of this confection. "These 
will last through the show," the hoys 
told us. This and other Information 
they volunteered. It was all a sort 
of forced conversation designed to fool 
the ushers. We knew it. Frankly I 
was wondering what I would say if 
the usher asked, “Are these boys with 
you?" But no such embarrassment 
confronted us. The moment the lights 
of the theatre were lowered for the 
start of the show the two boys crowd- 
ed past us again and ran down to the 
front row. 

My companion and I knew we had 
been in collusion with two very wise 
youngsters, hut we couldn’t help our- 
selves.

ABOUT TOWN 

By Edw. H. Powers 

The automobile hns been a bless- 
ing in many ways to humanity. In 
many ways it 1 h quite the reverse of 
a blessing. Millions of these heavy 
vehicles travelling nt high speeds on 
highways and operated by persons of 
varying degrees of intelligence and 
temperament cause tens of thousands 
of accidents and many thousands of 
deaths annually. To reduce the num- 
ber of autombile accidents and fa- 
talities, traffic and parking laws and 
regulations have been enacted and 
passed and must be constantly added 
to. These rules and laws are for the 
benefit of the public in general. They 
work inconvenience to some. It is 
Interesting when one hns anything 
officially to do with the passing or 
enforcement of traffic or parking laws 
or rules to observe the attitude taken 
by some persons who arise In their in- 
dignation to protest against the cur- 
tailment of any of their privileges. 

These persons denounce any traffic 
law or parking rule which doesn't 
appeal to them — as being ridiculous, 
unfair, unnecessary. If the narrow- 
ness of a street causes parking to he 
restricted to one side so that traffic 
will not be obstructed, some persons 
on such streets will at once raise a 
howl without giving due considera- 
tion to all the circumstances In the 
case. If parking hours are restricted 
In certain areas so that the greatest 
good will accrue to the greatest num- 
ber, some invididuals who have de- 
veloped inertia to such a degree that 
they dislike to walk a few hundred 
feet, or less, will proclaim that as 
big taxpayers they have rights and 
will consign the parking restrictions 
to that region where brimstone is 
supposed to be plentiful. If all of the 
people would be willing to subordinate 
their selfish interests the problems of 
caring for the difficulties which the 
automotive age has brought would 
he much easier solved. 


If the city would widen Nonantum 
place at Newton Corner, an improve- 
ment which would cost not such a 
great amount because of the short 
distance this street covers, a direct 
approach would be afforded from New- 
ton Corner to Charles River Parkway 
and the traffic hazards caused by 
automobiles travelling over narrow, 
winding Charlesbank road would be 
eliminated.

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The Playground Department re- 
quests that publicity be given to the 
regulations governing permits for 
bathing at Crystal Lake, Newton 
Highlands. Bathing is only permitted 
to residents of Newton who hold a 
season ticket. These tickets must 
be secured every year and are now 
being issued for 1931. Application 
blanks can be obtained at the office 
of the Playground Department at City 
Hall, West Newton. Tickets for resi- 
dents cost 25c each. Tickets for non- 
residents cost 60c each and in addi- 
tion each time a non-resident uses the 
bathing facilities at the lake 50c must 
be paid. As the number of tickets 
is limited early application is urged. 
All applications must be made in 
writing and no postage stamps will 
be accepted in payment. Bathing per- 
mits will be mailed to applicants. 


Midshipman Sam Moore who hails 
from Newtonville was a big help in 
winning victory for the rifle team of 
the Annapolis Naval Academy over 
the Cambridge University rifle team, 
collegiate champions of England. The 
midshipmen scored 992 in the contest 
and the English collegians 954. Moore 
scored 198 out of a possible 200. The 
shooting was done with 22 calibre 
rifles on indoor ranges. 


At an expense of over $200,000 the 
people of Newton have created at 
Newtonville what Is perhaps the best 
school athletic field In Massachusetts. 
Last year a fortune was spent in grad- 
ing and seeding parts of this area and 
in the past few years other parts of 
the field have been graded and seeded 
at great expense. The athletic field 
at the High School is primarily for 
the benefit of the boys and girls at- 
tending the school. The tennis courts 
and baseball diamonds are used by 
others under permission and supervi- 
sion. 

It does not require much thought 
to realize that indiscriminate use of 
the High School athletic field or of 
playgrounds in this city by the gen- 
eral public would soon ruin these val- 
uable recreation centres. To keep 
them in proper condition, restrictions 
have been placed on their use. Years 
ago it was learned that practicing golf 
on public playgrounds was bad for 
the playgrounds. Inexperienced golf- 
ers, or would be golfers, young and 
old, using playgrounds for practice 
shooting, raised havoc with the turf 
on the playgrounds. In addition per- 
sons residing near the playgrounds, 
or walking by them were endangered 
by flying golf balls. So, the playing 
of golf, or the use of golf instruments 
on public playgrounds in this city was 
prohibited.

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ROTARY CLUB 


The Rotary Club of Newton mot on 
Monday at the Woodland (lolf Club 
with tin' largest attendance in some 
time. The guest speaker was Harold 
R. Wood, a member of the Rotary 
Club of Arlington, and publisher of 
the Arlington Advocate. Before be- 
coming a newspaper publisher be was 
engaged In Industry. He chose for 
bis subject "More Profit” as regards 
the relationship of employer anil em- 
ployee. 

Mr. Wood stated that labor turn- 
over could be reduced for more profit 
through more thorough investigation 
of the applicant for a position. Instead 
of employing help on appearances and 
references and later finding that the 
employee must be let go the employer 
should at once test the applicant for 
the position sought. It Is expensive to 
replace help. 

With the human element there Is 
practically no depreciation but the em- 
ployer must watch obsolescence. Keep 
the employee’s attention concentrated 
on working for the employer’s profit. 
"The waster pays for the waste.” he 
said, illustrating this point by saying 
that the employee who is Inefficient is 
the one who is first discharged. 

He cited statistics showing that in 
a certain department store chain the 
largest percentage of potential cus- 
tomers who came into the store failed 
to purchase because of the attitude of 
the sales clerks, who were either dis- 
interested. discourteous or even in- 
solent. But a small percentage was 
due to the failure of the goods to 
appeal. 

“Wages are production,” Mr. Wood 
informed his audience. The employer 
determines the amount of his wages 
through the amount of his sales. 
People are healthy because they com- 
ply with the laws of health and by 
the same reasoning people must com- 
ply with the laws of economics to In- 
crease profits. The employer can also 
inspire the worker to greater ambi- 
tion by his own individual effort. 

Closing his talk Mr. Wood gave ten 
elements of success: Ability, Concen- 
tration, Health, Honesty, Industry, In- 
itiative. Intelligence, Interest in Work, 
Dependability and Liking One’s Job. 


GOES TO NEW YORK 


Mr. William C. Adams, director of 
the Division of Fisheries and Game 
of the Massachusetts Department of 
Conservation, and a former resident 
of Newtonville, will leave the Massa- 
chusetts service to accept the position 
of chief of the Division of Fish and 
Game in the New York State Conser- 
vation Department about July 15.

CITY DEPARTMENT REPORTS 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE REPORTS 


The comprehensive and very Inter- 
esting report of the Newton School De- 
partment for 1930 shows that the total 
enrollment In the Newton Public 
Schools for the 1929-1930 school 
year was 11,459, the average attend- 
ance 10,055.8, the per cent of attend- 
ance 94.2 and the number of cases of 
tardiness during the year 10,907. Of 
the total enrollment, 2551 pupils at- 
tended the high schools, 1337 the junior 
high schools, G629 the grade schools, 
942 the kindergartens. There were 
only 151 cases of truancy by 100 tru- 
ants during the year; 80 of the truants 
were boys and 20 girls. Nine parents 
were warned that they would bo pros- 
ecuted If they did not make their chil- 
dren attend school regularly, and 28 
pupils were warned that they would 
be prosecuted if they did not attend. 
Ten firms wero warned l’or employing 
minors contrary to law. Two parents 
and ten children were prosecuted for 
failures to heed these warnings. 

The number of teachers at Newton 
High school totalled 102; at the F. A. 
Day junior high 26 nnd at the Levi 
Warren junior high 30. The average 
number of pupils per teacher at the 
High school was 23.6; at the Day 
junior high 21.2; at the Warren junior 
high 24.1. Tho average number of 
pupils per teacher In the grade schools 
was 30.5; the average number of pu- 
pils per teacher in the kindergartens 
21. In the kindergartens 470 of the 
children were 4 years of age and 458 
live years of age. The average age of 
children in the first grade was 6 years 
and 2 months; in the second grade, 7 
years and 1 month; third grade 8 
years and 4 months; fourth grade, 9 
years and 3 months; fifth grade, 10 
years and 4 months; sixth grade, 11 
years and 3 months; seventh grade, 12 
years and 4 months; eighth grade, 13 
years and 4 months; ninth grade, 14 
years and 5 months. Of the 9th grade 
pupils 537 attended the High school. 
175 the Day junior high and 232 tho 
Warren junior high. The average age 
of second year pupils in the High 
school was 15 years and 7 months; of 
the junior class. 16 years and 6 
months; of the senior class, 17 years 
and 3 months. Also attending the High 
school were 100 fifth year pupils with 
an average age of 18 years. These 
pupils wero students either whose 
parents desired them to take 5 years 
to complete the regular 4 year course, 
or pupils who had been unable to 
completo the prescribed course in 4 
vears There were also 38 pupils at 
the High School taking postgraduate 
courses. The average age of these 
was 18 years and 7 months. 

The growth of Newton is evidenced 
by the fact that the total enrollment 
in 1920 Jn the public schools was 9279 
and in 1930 11,459, and during this in- 
terim 3 parochial schools were started 
in different parts of the city which 
have an enrollment of about 800; the 
total attendance at parochial schools 
in Newton for 1930 having been 1854, 
nnd private schools 1089. 

The average attendance at the New- 
ton Vacation School was 281 and at 
the evening schools 243. The number 
of teachers in the Newton public 
schools was 468; 89 men and 374 wom- 
en. The value of the land on which 
school buildings are located is $396.- 
048; of the buildings $8,253,426; fur- 
niture and equipment, $320,700; total, 
$8,970,174. There were 13,005 sittings 
in the schools. The total cost of run- 
ning tho schools for the year was 
$1,351,955.48; of this amount $27,769.43 
was for administrative salaries; 
$991,204.29 for teachers and assist- 
ants salaries; $87,522.33 for janitors 
salaries; $47,578.58 for fuel and wa- 
ter; $5,306.29 for conveyance of pu- 
pils; $101,861.90 for incidentals; 
$6627.65 for evening schools; $1126.09 
for vacation school; $4236.18 for 
Americanization classes; $9435.95 for 
special furniture and equipment. In 
1920 the total cost of conducting the 
public schools in Newton was $828,- 
342.60 and the cost per pupil $97.35. 
In 1930 the total cost was $1,349,- 
291.73 and the cost per pupil $126.43. 
The cost per pupil in the kindergar- 
tens was $S6.48; grade schools, $99.13; 
junior high schools, $135.84; high 
school, $168.38. 

In the high school the average sal- 
ary of men teachers in 1930 was 
$2742.11; women teachers, $2354.78; 
heads of departments, $3353.33. In jun- 
ior high schools the average salary 
for principals was $4011.11; principals’ 
assistants, $2900; teachers, $2151.90. 
In the grade schools the average sal- 
ary of principals was $3482.52; prin- 
cipals’ assistants, $2144.12; teachers, 
$1867.69. The average salary for 
kindergarten teachers was $1674.75; 
for assistants, $1165.22. 

The report of Supt. of Schools 
Wheeler pays special attention to pri- 
mary reading, arithmetic, penmanship, 
health and medical inspection. Under 
the latter subject goes into consid- 
erable detail on a “hand washing 
study” which was conducted in New- 
ton schools last year. 

For tho past 25 years the Aldine 
system of primary reading has been 
in use in the Newton schools. Newer 
systems have been devised, and two 
of these — the New Newsom and the 
Pennell & Cusack have been approved 
and in use In tho schools. Whichever 
of these proves the better will be 
used as the basal system, and the oth- 
er will be used as a supplementary 
system. 

Referring to tho study of arithmetic, 
Supt. Wheeler tells of the radical 
change in teaching methods between 
the old and new regimes of educutors 
regarding this important subjoct. He 
said “The major difference between 
tho old and new regime is the adap- 
tion of the educational program to 
various and varying stages of mental 
development and abilities. This means 
that some processes and subjects are 
not undertaken as early as formerly. 
This does not moun that they are ne- 
glected, but ruther, that they ure not 
only better taught, but are learned 
with less difficulty and in a much 
shorter time. Insteud, therefore of 
plunging first and second grudo chil- 
dren into formal drill to learn from 
pure memory fucts for which they 
have no background of experience for 
their understanding and application, 
these years are givon over to a great- 
er emphasis upon leurning to read and 
to a variety of activities of the infor- 
mal type in order to develop the nec- 
essary understanding and knowledge 
of real thlBgS as a valuable bark 


ground for the formal drill that is to 
follow. This not only seems to be a 
sensible procedure, hut Is based upon 
sound podadogy.” 

Changing conditions in educational 
and social life ennnot always he met 
successfully by a blind adherence to 
ancient methods and obsolete materi- 
al. With tliis thought in mind, a 
committee was organized to make a 
careful study of our course in arith- 
metic. After months of painstaking 
work a tentative revision was pre- 
pared. This is now being used in 
grndes from one to six. A careful 
check up will be made during the 
year to determine what changes, if 
any, are advisable. As a result of 
this study, special emphasis will he 
given to the subject of arithmetic dur- 
ing the coming year. An Intensive 
drive will be made for accuracy in the 
fundamental operations and for their 
intelligent application to concrete sit- 
uation. 


HAND WASHING SURVEY 


In the annual report of Supt. of 
Schools Wheeler for 1930 considerable 
space is given to a study of hand 
washing which was made in tho pub- 
lic schools of Newton under the aus- 
pices of the Cleanliness Institute of 
America. Supt. Wheeler prefaces the 
report on the hand washing study by 
saying — ‘If cleanliness is next to 
Godliness’ then clean hands are es- 
sential to common decency and 
good health, especially when chil- 
dren’s hands so often come in contact 
with the mouth. One of the funda- 
mental tenets of health instruction is 
to wash the hands before eating and 
after going to the toilet. And this pre- 
scription is based upon the statistical 
evidence that many communicable and 
other diseases are contracted through 
germs taken into the mouth. 

A few years ago a group of parents 
urged the School Committee to pro- 
vide facilities and time so that all high 
school students could wash their 
bunds before eating their lunch. Ade- 
quate washing facilities would require 
large space and would be costly to 
install. In fact, none of our school 
buildings, old or new, are thus 
equipped and no serious effort has 
been made for such equipment. 

During the past year, the Cleanli- 
ness Institute of America has been 
making certain experiments in this 
direction and Newton is one of the 
cities selected for this purpose. The 
cost has been assumed by the Insti- 
tute, and in certain of our schools spe- 
cial equipment has been installed and 
a careful check made of the results. 

The many inquiries received by 
Cleanliness Institute relative to hand- 
washing in schools clearly indicate 
that school administrators feel a dis- 
tinct need for authoritative informa- 
tion and assistance regarding all 
phases of handwashing in schools. 

A study of handwashing facilities 
in schools, one purpose of which was 
to secure data that would be valuable 
for school administrators, has been 
under way since January. 1930. The 
study has been conducted along two 
main lines: 

Existing washing facilities have 
been examined and their use observed 
in twenty-six large and small cities 
as well as three counties in fifteen 
states. One hundred and forty-five 
schools of all types were visited — city, 
consolidated, rural — and these in- 
cluded kindergartens through senior 
high, us well as technical, normal 
schools and universities. These 
schools represented an enrollment of 
124,088. 

Selected schools of one community 
were used as a laboratory and dem- 
onstration centre to determine the 
relative merits of various types of 
handwashing equipment assembled for 
experimental use under different 
school conditions. Tho object was to 
test under everyday school conditions 
the types of equipment and supplies 
that are being sold to schools, as well 
as existing equipment, to ascertain 
the practicability of each. 

The school system of Newton, Mas- 
sachusetts, was selected for this dem- 
onstration centre, and permission was 
willingly granted by the school author- 
ities. The reasons for the choice of 
Newton were: the high educational 
status which Newton maintains and 
which is recognized throughout the 
country. The progressive and co-op- 
erative nature of the Newton school 
officials. Newton is recognized as hav- 
ing a notably good health educational 
program.” 

The report tells of the study having 
been conducted in 8 schools in this 
city with an enrollment of about 3000 
children. Co-operating in the demon- 
stration were 21 concerns including 
soap and towel manufacturers, an elec- 
tric hand dryer concern and a plumb- 
ing fixture company. Sinks, faucets, 
sprays and perforated pipes were 
used to furnish the water; soap was 
used in cake, flake, powdered and 
liquid form; in seven of the schools 
78,751 paper towels were used and in 
the 8th school cotton towels of tho 
cubinet roller type were provided. 
Three electric driers were also used. 

As a result of the study the follow- 
ing observations wero made: 

Handwashing cannot becomo a reg- 
ular part of school programs because 
largo numbers of children cannot wash 
in the limited time available with tho 
average existing type of facilities, and 
tho way in which these facilities are 
generally used. 

It is frequently possible to use ex- 
isting facilities to better advantage. 

Children wash their hands gladly 
when facilities and time are provided. 

A minimum of at least two hand- 
washings a day (throe where a noon 
lunch is served at school) is neces- 
sary in order to meet the health habit 
observance of "wash your hunds be- 
fore eating and after tho toilet.” 

Supervision by a sympathetic teach- 
er, Janitor, or pupil monitor, is an es- 
sential purt of an effective haudwush- 
ing program. 

Accurate data as to coBt of soap, 
towels, and water per unit of one hun- 
dred children should be available so 
that it could be furnished to school ad- 
ministrators and others. 

In view of the fact thut 92 per cent 
of tho micro-organisms causing com- 
municable disease enter and leuve tho 
body through the mouth und nose, It 
would seem thut clean hands would 
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help prevent some of tho absenteeism 
due to communicable disease. 


CITY ENGINEER’S 1930 REPORT 


The report of City Engineer Morse 
for 1930 shows that during that pe- 
riod 75 streets were accepted. These 
streets in length totalled 40,299 feet 
or 7.63 miles. Streets constructed 
&nd accepted under the Betterment 
Act during the year totalled 66 and 
had a length of 32,485 feet with an 
assessable frontage of 53,764 feet. Tho 
total cost of building these streets was 
$177,354.37 and the cost per running 
foot $5.46; the cost of assessable foot 
$3.30. The Street Department con- 
structed 25,768 feet of these streets 
and private contractors 6,717 feet. The 
cost per foot of the streets built by 
city employees was $5.54 and the as- 
sessable foot cost $3.35. The cost per 
foot of the streets built by private 
contractors was $5.17 and the cost 
per assessable foot $3.12. The slight 
difference in these figures refutes the 
Impression held by many that streets 
constructed by private contractors 
cost much less than streets con- 
structed by city employees. 

On January 1st in Newton were 
179 3-4 miles of accepted streets and 
76 1-4 miles of unaccepted streets. 
Last year 6 1-4 miles of streets were 
constructed and accepted under the 
Betterment Act. In 1929 the total 
was 4.40 miles. In 1928 the total was 
2.21 miles and the only other year ap- 
proximating these totals in the past 
20 years was in 1921, when 2.34 miles 
of streets were constructed and ac- 
cepted. The average cost per foot 
frontage for streets constructed under 
the Betterment Act in recent years 
was ns follows: 1925, $6.68; 1926, 

$7.64; 1927, $5.88; 1928, $6.17; 1929, 
$6.84; 1930, $5.54. 

During 1930 3.13 miles of sanitary 
sewers were laid, bringing the total 
mileage in the city to 178.33 miles, of 
which 11 1-2 miles are of brick and 
concrete and the remainder of vitrified 
pipe. These sewers all discharge into 
the South Metropolitan Sewer wftich 
extends through the city on the south 
side of the Charles River for a dis- 
tance of nearly 3 miles. During 1930 
the number of new sewer house con- 
nections totalled 333, and having a 
length of 16.604 feet. 

During the year 42,009 feet of 
drains, or nearly 8 miles, were built, 
at a cost of $122,821.65. Most of these 
drains are of vitrified pipe, laid in 
streets which were improved and ac- 
cepted. but some were large culverts, 
including 405 feet along Hammond 
Brook from Pleasant street to the 
aqueduct, 971 feet along Laundry 
Brook at Boyd Park, 830 along Stearns 
Brook from Walnut to Boylston Btreet, 
and 331 feet of 30 Inch vitrified pipe 
to carry Derby Brook between Jasset 
and Dalby streets. 

During 1930 the Boston Consolidated 
Gas Company laid 23,619 feet of mains 
in 55 streets, the Telephone Company 
laid 1163 feet of conduits and the Edi- 
son Company 1647 feet in addition to 
3700 feet of underground connections. 
Last year 15,962 feet of 6 inch water 
mains were laid in the city; 3161 feet 
of 8 inch mains and 333 feet of 12 
inch mains; a total of 19,456 feet, or 
3.68 miles. Eighteen new hydrants 
were installed on existing mains.

Son, $16,100; furnishing granite edge 
stones.

people and will use Its best endeavors 
to facilitate the achievement of this 
object.” 


Forest Fires 

There nre three classes of forest 
fires: Superficial fire, burns leaves of 
the trees and Is not necessarily dan- 
gerous; crown fire, burns through the 
branches and kills them and Is very 
dangerous and disastrous ; deep 
ground fire, burns off the roots deep 
under the trees and makes a very dan- 
gerous fire.

KINO BAY 


Eight weeks ago I came to Sonora, 
Mexico, for a visit. I have decided to 
stay. This is why. 

The troubles of the industrialized 
nations of the world today are too 
well known to need detailing here. 
The condition, called variously a pan- 
ic, a depression, a recession is none 
of the three. It is merely the inevita- 
ble result of too many men and too 
many machines working together in 
an ineffectual attempt to violate the 
law of supply and demand. 

To such a condition there is no bot- 
tom. There is no cure. There will 
be no going back. It is but for the 
United States, and the other indus- 
trial countries, to either weed out 
men or machines or both until a pos- 
sible balance is obtained. This proc- 
ess will take many years. 

Meanwhile, to the southwest of our 
country, lies a land as primitive, as 
rich, as untouched, as unspoiled as 
Southern California in the days of 
Ramona. 

As I sit here, I can look out between 
two mountain ranges. There lies be- 
fore me a stretching vista leading to 
a million acres of virgin terrain. Free 
range. Fertile land. A delta country 
with three rivers and water easily 
developable. 

Here the peso is the standard of 
value. It has the buying power of. in 
the States, about four dollars. It is 
worth a fluctuating value of around 
forty-two cents. In the hinterland, 
there is little money in circulation. 
Much business is done, as business 
was meant to be in barter and trade. 

So cheap is land, so low are values, 
that here a man with a thousand dol- 
lars can acquire land, build a house, 
and start a going farm. He can raise 
wheat, corn, beans, hogs, cattle with 
a ready market here in Mexico. It is 
liberty and a living. 

When I used to speak of Mexico to 
people, there were always two ques- 
tions arose. The first was, “Aren't 
you afraid of revolutions?” and the 
j second, “But did you ever know of 
anyone to make money in Mexico?” 

i am not afraid of revolutions in 
Mexico. I do not believe there will, 
in many years be one of moment in 
j the country. The Pan American 
| Treaty prevents. 

1 have known many men who have 
made lots of money in Mexico and 
who still are making it. But I have yet 
to find an American who has lived in 
Mexico who wants to leave. This 
should speak for itself. The oppor- 
tunities in the States to make a living 
never have been fewer. Those in 
Mexico never have been greater. 

Which is that. 

Kino Bay is a half-moon shaped 
arm of the Gulf of lower California. 
It has a twelve mile beach of pure 
sand and a hinterland of soft gray- 
green stretching between purple 
mountains. From it rise the jagged 
peaks of Alcatraz Island. Beyond 
that shimmer the satin slopes of Ti- 
huron. The bay was discovered by 
Father Kino some four liudred years 
ago. But no white man ever came to 
live on it until, nine years ago, my 
friend Y. L. Holmes, came, saw and 
was conquered. 

In April, 1922, Mr. Holmes, horn in 
McComb City, Mississippi and a grad- 
uate of the cattle business iu Arizona, 
got from the Mexican government u 
five years concession for six thou- 
sand acres of laud fronting Kino Bay 
this with the assurance that, should 
he prove worthy, his concession would 
he exteuded. 

He put up a tent and began building 
u plane house, at the same time selling 
personal privilege memberships to the 
good people of Hermosillo, seventy 
miles away, for twenty pesos each, 
in about six mouths he built a new 
building, of adobe, with a cement floor, 
for dancing, a corridor facing the 
beach and accommodations for twenty 
people. At this time he began sell- 
ing memberships iu the United States 
for twenty dollars. This building was 
completed iu Nov. 1925 and did a 
flourishing business as a fishing, and 
hunting club tboth are superb, the 
fish comprising sea bass, cabrillo, lisu 
and smaller fry; the game, deer, jag- 
uar, wild hog, quail, coyote, bob-cat. 
coon, what not) and resort for swim- 
ming ami dining and vacation. 

In September. 1926 came the freak 
tidul wave that swept across the Gulf 
much us that other that washed away 
the resorts along the Coust of South- 
ern California. This took away about 
half the club house. No one was hurt: 
and such a circumstance, which had 
never occurred before, never has vis- 
ited Kino again. 

Mr. Holmes rebuilt At the same 
time he raised membership to $100. 
Iu less than 10 duys seventy-five peo- 
ple in Hermosillo hud joined. Iu six 
months the club was aguiu active. It 
has been active ever since. 

Now, aguiu, he hus revised his idea 
which, briefly, is this: 


He will sell a life membership, 
without dues, in the Kino Bay Club 
for $100, $33 down $33 payable in 
sixty days and $35 sixty days after 
that. That is all. 

With each membership goes a pro- 
rata share in 49% of the physical pos- 
sessions and commercial activities of 
the club, including buildings, boats, 
land, equipment, profits. Mr. Holmes 
reserves for his own protection 51%. 
This leaves for each member a par- 
ticipating interest in the club and 
six thousand acres. Mr. Holmes has 
all conceivable concessions — a casino, 
race track, whatever he may choose. 
Members can live at the club for an 
overall charge of $2.50 a day. Non 
members $5.00. Mr. Holmes’ conces- 
sion is for ninety-nine years. 

I write for this reason. 

I live at the Kino Bay Club and 
like it. It is quiet, comfortable, clean, 
inexpensive. There is fine hunting 
with the St. Hubert hounds and ex- 
cellent saddle horses; there Is superb 
fishing; there is much agreeable com- 
panionship: and I find here the har- 
mony that I thought lost to the world. 

I believe that here is a most excel- 
lent place for others like myself to 
live. I believe that in the million acre 
hinterland there is peace and plenty 
for thousands of harassed Americans 
to find a good living on the soil, the 
only place where living really lies. 
And I believe that if those Americans 
will come here before their savings 
are frittered away in fruitless wait- 
ing for a return of conditions that are 
gone forever they will find here lib- 
erty. as I have said, and a living. 

It is a new country — a country safe, 
peaceful, smiling. A country of milk 
and honey and of opportunity. It is, 
as I say, California of the days before 
men came to it in their lust for 
wealth. 

There are two great difficulties that 
confront one moving to a new land. 
The first is to decide to make the 
move. The second to find a definite 
place to go. 

With things as they are in America, 
the first, for many whose positions 
are gone and whose savings are go- 
ing, should be not hard. Kino Bay 
solves the second. Mr. Holmes knows 
the land, the opportunities and among 
his club members are most of the 
people of prominence in Sonora from 
the governor down. 

That is all.

Newton Central Council Discusses 
Effects of Nonemployment 


Member organizations of the New- 
ton Central Council made reports In 
regard to how industrial conditions 
had affected their work at the annual 
meeting of the Council on Wednesday 
evening. May 27, 1931. at the Newton 
Centre Library. 

Mrs. Ellis Spear. Jr., presided, and 
annual reports were given by Mr. Paul 
E. Elicker. Clerk; Mr. John N. Eaton 
Treasurer; and Miss Louise Peloubet, 
Secretary. 

One of the major projects of the 
Council during the past year, spoken 
of by Miss Peloubet, was Volunteer 
Service. This year the volume of 
motor service, one of the important 
types of the service tripled; from 120 
calls last year to 361 calls this year. 

Mr. H. W. Bascom gave a very sig- 
nificant report of the Council Commit- 
tee on the Leisure Time of the Un- 
employed. of which he is Chairman. 

He said that a large amount of in- 
formation had been gathered in re- 
gard to a constructive use of enforced 
leisure and other needs of the unem- 
ployed. At the Y a group of unem 
ployed men had been brought togeth 
er for recreation and lectures on time- 
ly subjects. 

A study of the unemployed group, 
made by the committee, indicated a 
great need for vocational guidance 
and of further technical education, 
especially for those under 25 years of 
age. It also showed an unexpectedly 
pressing need for Americanization. A 
memorandum of the study made by the 
Leisure-Time Committee was present- 
ed to *tlie Chairman of the Mayor’s 
Relief Committee with specific recom- 
mendations along these lines. 

Mr. Grosvenor Calkins. Chairman of 
the Nominating Committee of the 
Council, made the following report 
and the officers and committee mem- 
bers named were then unanimously 
elected: 

President, Mrs. Ellis Spear. Jr.; 
Vice President. William F. Chase; 
Clerk, Paul E. Elicker; Treasurer, 
Carl E. Pickhardt. 

Elective Members of the Executive 
Committee — Harry W. Bascom. Mrs. 
Samuel N. Braman, John T. Croghan, 
Mrs. Robert D. Curtis. James P. Gal 
lagher. Mrs. Louis H. Marshall. Mi 
chael W. Murray. Horace W. Orr, Mrs 
Irving O. Palmer. Leon B. Rogers, 
Rev. G. Vaughan Shedd, Mrs. William 
G. Thompson, Mrs. Stephen E. 
Wright. 

Each Council organization had been 
asked to report on two questions; 

1. Have conditions in the world of 
industry affected the work of your 
agency during the past year? 

2. Have they altered your plans 
for another year? 

All member agencies of the Council 
agreed that it had been necessary to 
practice the most rigid economy as re- 
gards expenses; and most agencies 
reported that there was difficulty in 
raising sufficient funds to carry on the 
work satisfactorily. 

Dr. Wilson G. Smillie. Chairman of 
the Health Division of the Council, 
called the roll of that Division. 

Miss Allen. Superintendent of the 
Newton Hospital, reported that during 
the past year the greatest change had 
been in the Out-Patient Department, 
where two thousand more visits 
month had been made than in the pre- 
vious year. This was particularly no- 
ticeable in the men’s clinics. Also 
more “free bed” days were recorded 
(this expression meaning days when 
the patient was unable to pay for his 
care). Of these free-bed days, there 
had been an increase of 100 a month 
over other years since this winter 
began. 

Dr. Lowe, the City Physician, re- 
ported that his work had been great- 
ly increased by calls from all sorts of 
philanthropic agencies throughout the 
city. In general, he said, everything 
had been “speeded up.” 

Mrs. George M. Angier. President of 
the Newton District Nursing Associa- 
tion, said that the business depres- 
sion had increased their work. People 
who had only private nurses before 
were now using district nurses, and 
the proportion of cost paid by pa- 
tients had fallen off. This change be- 
gan during the winter months and 
good many more free patients than 
formerly had to be “carried.” An 
emergency appeal for donations had 
just gone out, Mrs. Angier said. 

For the Special Health Committee 
of the Welfare Bureau, Miss Chapin 
reported that the Christmas seal sale 
went over as well as usual last win- 
ter. Demands on this fund, however, 
have been unusually great, as the 
milk bill for T. B. suspects, for in- 
stance, has risen by leaps and bounds. 


Mrs. James Dunlop reported for 
the Red Cross that they had co-oper- 
ated with the Mayor's Relief Commit- 
tee by giving $500 for the purchase 
of clothing. 

Among the organizations under the 
Civic Division reporting were the fol- 
lowing: 

Mr. G. Wilbur Thompson reported 
for the Chamber of Commerce that 
they had helped to obtain jobs for un- 
employed men and had given away 
about $1,500 worth of clothing. They 
held themselves ready, Mr. Thompson 
said, to co-operate in any way with 
other agencies in the city. 

For the Newton Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs, Mrs. Arthur W. Lane, 
Chairman of the Civic Committee, re- 
ported that club women had co-oper- 
ated with the Mayor’s Relief Commit- 
tee in the distribution of clothing at 
West Newton. Later Miss Chapin of 
the Welfare Bureau said she must 
add to what Mrs. Lane had said be- 
cause the club women had worked like 
“sales girls in a bargain basement on 
a sale day” all winter. 

For the Newton Free Library, Mr. 
Luckt, the Librarian reported in writ- 
ing : 

“Unemployment has increased the 
resort to our library very much. Since 
September, 1930 our circulation has 
increased about 12%. Previous to that 
the normal increuse was ubout 5%. 
in other words, 30,586 more books 
were issued for home use in the first 
four months of 1931 thun in the cor- 
responding period of 1930. To keep 
up with this increased demand we 
need more mouoy for assistants and 
for new books und rebinding.” 

Mrs. Stephen E. Wright, Secretary 


of the Council Welfare Conference, 
called the roll of the Welfare Divi- 
sion : 

Mrs. Mary F. Mitchell, Assistant Di- 
rector of the All-Newton Music 
School, said it had been a most diffi- 
cult year for their staff, but musically 
had been more thun usually satis- 
factory. 

Even the children had showed 
desire to co-operate and had worked 
harder than usual. Mrs. Mitchell felt 
that music was needed more than ever 
in days when discouragement and 
gloom threatened the homes of the 
community. She said the school had 
been called upon unusually often to 
provide music for various community 
occasions. 

Mr. Lyscom A. Bruce, of the Boy 
Scouts, said that they were still doing 
business although it has been neces- 
sary to “shift into second’’ as far as 
expenses were concerned. He con- 
sidered the greatest problem of their 
work to be obtaining volunteer lead- 
ers. Family and financial burdens 
were so great that men had been re- 
luctant to take on the extra respon- 
sibility of scouting work. He felt 
that the organization would probably 
catch the full effect of industrial con- 
ditions next year. 

Mrs. S. Hardy Mitchell reported for 
the Mothers’ Rest that there is one 
more room available than formerly, 
but all were applied for some time 
ago, and the house could be filled to 
double its capacity by the applicants 
this year. The Rest will keep open 
house from 3 to 5 p. m. on June 14, 
and all are welcome. 

Miss Cora E. Riley. School Visitor, 
said that the High School had been 
helping its pupils in a year of un- 
usual financial need, through its “Stu- 
dent Aid Fund” to which the faculty 
ontributed $400 this winter. 

Of the Newton Welfare Bureau, 
Miss Ruth Chapin, General Secretary, 
said that the work had increased to 
six or seven times the volume of the 
previous year. In round figures: dur- 
ing the winter months of the previ- 
ous year $2,500 was given for relief, 
while during the corresponding period 
this year $13,500 was given. The gen- 
eral secretary of the Bureau was lent 
to the Mayor’s Relief Committee for 
the greater part of the winter, and 
the co-operation of the Bureau, the 
Committee and the Public Welfare De- 
partment of the city was constant 
and close. During the past year there 
have been fewer donors but twice as 
much has been given. The generosity 
of Newton citizens has been tremen- 
dous, but the need is so great that 
it is a question how next year can be 
financed. 

Tlie present status of the Mayor’s 
Relief Committee is that of an em- 
ployment bureau, pure and simple, 
with a trained worker formerly on the 
staff of the Bureau at the head of it. 
Ads for jobs are being very success- 
fully run in the Boston, as well as the 
Newton papers. 

Statistics given by Miss Florence S. 
Fitzgerald, Director of Public Wel- 
fare for the city, showed what a tre- 
mendous work is being done for the 
care of Newton’s dependents. This 
year both the volume of work and the 
expenses have tremendously increased 
because of unemployment and indus- 
trial conditions. 352 more families 
were cared for in 1930 than in 1929, 
and, in round numbers, expenses in 
1930 amounted to $98,000 as against 
$78,000 in 1929. 

Miss Esther M. Walker, of the Red 
Cross Home Service, said their work 
had not been seriously affected by 
the depression, as the Legion had han- 
dled certain classes of cases, and 
other welfare agencies had taken over 
cases as soon as they legally became 
“civilian.” The bonus has helped tide 
over the service men. 

Miss Helen Sandstrom, of the 
Stearns School Centre, and Miss Ger- 
trude MacCallum, Director of the 
West Newton Community Centre re- 
ported that their club membership had 
been growing rapidly, and both Miss 
Sandstrom and Miss MacCallum spoke 
of the tremendous need of wholesome 
activities to offset the disintegrating 
influences of poverty and discourage- 
ment.

A., said that in 1930 they had the 
largest membership that they ha\'e 
ever had, in the history of the As- 
sociation. It has been difficult to 
keep pp to this record in 1931 but 
in April 1931 there was a membership 
of 1199. The Y has helped the unem- 
ployed in many ways: by providing in 


will fail to meet the demand. Health 
conditions would probably not show 
the results of the depression at once. 
The undermining of health by under- 
nourishment, poor living conditions, 
and similar factors, is a slow process, 
but it is bound to take place and to 
be evident in the next few years. 

Recreation is one of the great prob- 
lems for social work, since the need 
of it is not so obvious as that for 
relief. But it is actually as neces- 
sary in those times as it was dur- 
ing the World War, for the mainte- 
nance of cournge. a sane outlook on 
life, and family integrity. 

While we are busy with relief pro- 
grams we should not overlook pre- 
ventive measures. We must be cour- 
ageous enough to face the fact and to 
consider in a fair-minded way meth- 
ods and idens being proposed or tried 
in other cities and other countries 
such a3 unemployment insurance, and 
long-range planning of public works. 

House Bill No. 1514 which provides 
for a commission to study the sub- 
jects for the stabilization of industry 
is now before the Legislature in Mas- 
sachusetts. To get behind this bill 
Mr. Cushman said is the most impor- 
tant thing which the citizens of this 
state can do in regard to the problem 
of unemployment.

ing to find jobs, extending credit and 
giving vocational guidance. 

Miss Louise Walworth reported for 
the Y. W. C. A. that 400 to 500 busi-

The details given in the annunl re- 
port of Supt. of Schools Wheeler re- 
garding the study of hand washing in 
the Newton Public Schools last year 
interested us considerably. The im- 
portance of children washing their 
hands frequently is stressed because 
medical authorities claim that 92 per 
cent of micro-organisms causing com- 
municable disease enter and lenve the 
body through the mouth and nose, and 
it is held that a large percentage of 
the microbes get into children’s 
mouths and noses off dirty hands. 

We were intimately acquainted with 
a red-headod, freckled-faced kid who 
had an obsession to wash his hands. 
This seems incongruous for a kid of 
this type, but it was a fact. He not 
only washed his hands before and 
aftor meals, but frequently during the 
day, whenever said hands showed the 
slightest traces of dirt. He endured 
the jibes and ridicule of his play- 
mates, but persisted in his devotion 
to cleanliness. His object was not to 
avoid communicable diseases, because 
less attention was paid in those days 
to microbes than is given to “bugs” 
today. Did this kid escape communic- 
able diseases? He did not. He had 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, measles, 
mumps, chicken pox, malarial fever 
and whooping cough. The micro-or- 
ganisms which entered Ills mouth and 
nose couldn’t have come off his hands. 
They must have walked in, jumped in 
or flown in. 


For some years Boston, Cambridge 
and other cities have forbidden the 
use of public streets for garages by 
automobile owners who. economize by 
not owning or renting -a garage. Per- 
sons in these cities who made a prac- 
tice of leaving cars out on streets 
all night long wore haled into courts; 
many on the charge of having no 
parking lights on the car garaged on 
the street. This week the police of 
Watertown started a campaign against 
those automobile owners in that town 
who have been using streets as ga- 
rages. It is about time Newton fol- 
lowed suit. 


Beginning June 1 State Po- 
lice, Metropolitan District Police, In- 
spectors from the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles and over 7000 policemen 
throughout Massachusetts became 
active (if they obeyed orders) in a 
drive against automobile drivers who 


violate the automobile and traffic 
laws. They received orders to 
apprehend autoists who speed, who 
drive recklessly, who park so as to 
cause other nutomobiles to collide, 
who cut out of lino in heavy traffic 
on curves and approaching the brows 
of hills, who disregard left-turn sig- 
nals given by other autoists. Eight 
principal reasons are given for the 
755 fatal automobile nccldents occur- 
ring in the State last year which 
caused 795 deaths. 

The two lending causes which nlone 
were responsible for 76% of the ac- 
cidents were “speeding” and failure 
to keep to the right when the view 
ahead was obstructed. Failure to 
slow down at street intersections, to 
slow down when approaching pedes- 
trians, to stop when coming to a 
street car or bus discharging passen- 
gors, jumping traffic lights, failure to 
obey STOP signs at through way 
streets, parking on wrong side of 
streets, parking too close to street 
corners and double parking are given 
us other causes for many of the fatal 
accidents. 

Assuming that a large percentage 
of the police will do their duty and 
apprehend violators of the automobile 
laws, what will then happen? A big 
portion of those apprehended, in fact 
it is safe to say a majority of those 
apprehended, will hasten to get in 
touch with somebody who has 
’drag,” or is supposed to have 
‘drag” so that the matter can be 
‘fixed.” Influence will be brought to 
bear either on the policeman himself, 
or some one of his superior officers 
to quash the case before the of- 
fender is brought into court. The in- 
fluence used is usually that of some 
peanut politician or some eminently 
respectable citizen who prides himself 
on his devotion to law and order. 

If the offender or his (or her) 
friends fail in the first step, some- 
times efforts will be made to have 
the case postponed in some district 
court until a lenient judge is slated 
to preside. If the offender is found 
guilty in the district court an appeal 
may be taken and pressure brought to 
bear on district attorneys’ offices to 
throw the case out before it reaches 
the Superior Court. 

Until law enforcement officers re- 
fuse to yield to the importunities or 
other methods of “fixers.” and until 
citizens who profess to be law abid- 
ing cease to be hypocrites and stop 
prostituting justice, all the safety 
drives instituted to stop the appalling 
list of automobile fatalities will be 
futile.

Several Hearings Before Board 

Of Aldermen Attract Residents 

Lower Falls Citizens Protest Against Renewal of License to 
Sand & Gravel Company 


The meeting of the Aldermen on 
Monday night was featured by the 
appearance of residents of Newton 
Lower Falls to protest against the 
renewal of a permit for the coming 
year to the Woodland Sand & Gravel 
Company to operate machinery at Its 
pit at 2131 Washington street oppo- 
site Beacon street. Francis Balch of 
Boston, as attorney for four property 
owners near the gravel pit, severe- 
ly criticised the Aldermen and other 
city officials for permitting conditions 
at the pit to have reached the state 
they have been in for the past couple 
of years. 

Mr. Balch said that he used to think 
of Newton as the most beautiful part 
of Greater Boston, but when he came 
out on Sunday last to view the 
gravel pit he received a great shock 
as he gazed at the big hole with its 
acres of desolation. He characterized 
it ns worse than any eyesore around 
Boston with the exception of the 
South Boston dump. He told of s tag- 
nant water there as a health mon- 
ace and the steep sides of the pit as 
a danger to children. He stated lie 
had visited City Hall to obtain in- 
formation regarding the extensions 
given to the owners of the pit in the 
years since zoning to operate it un- 
der non-conforming use. He asserted 
that agreements made by the own- 
ers of the pit not to excavate be- 
low a certain grade had been ignored 
and another agreement regarding the 
illling in of old sections of the pit 
had not been kept. He inquired as to 
why the city had not compelled the 
owners of the pit to keep their agree- 
ments? 

Mr. Balch said that owners of near- 
by houses could neither rent nor sell 
their properties because of the clouds 
of sand dust coming from the pit 
and the noise of the machinery. He 
expressed surprise that the Newton 
Hospital officials had not protested 
ugainst the conditions at the pit. He 
remarked that the suggestion has 
been made that the owners of the 
pit can snap their Angers at the city 
even if they are refused a renewal 
of the permit to continue the use of 
the structures there, but he doubted 
this as it would not be possible to 
operate the pit proAtably without the 
mechanical devices housed in the 
structures. He predicted that unless 
the owners of the pit are forced to 
keep their agreement by reAUing the 
low parts and refrain from digging 
below a proper grade, the city in fu- 
ture years will be compelled as a 
health measure to buy the property 
and go to the great expense of mak- 
ing a deep All. He suggested that 
the gravel company be compelled to 
furnish a proper bond that they will 
reAll the pit in its low parts during 
the coming year before a permit for 
a renewal of the privilege to operate 
the structures for another yeur bo 
granted. 

Mrs. Alexander Ervin of 2077 Wash- 
ington street told of her inability to 
rent or sell her house and the nui- 
sance of sand dust from the pit. She 
stated that two years ago she had 
received a letter from Buildings Com- 
missioner Chadwick informing her 
that the pit would be Ailed in and 
covered with loam in 1930. George 
Dennis of 2122 Washington street 
stated he had resided there for 39 
years. The man who Arst started to 
operate the pit promised that only 
the hill would be excavated but la- 
ter owners had dug the deep hole 
there. 

Attorney Balch took the Aoor again 
and stated that he did not believe 
that Commissioner Chadwick should 
be criticized for the promise made in 
his letter to Mrs. Ervin two years 


ago not being kept as he believed that 
Chadwick like other city officials had 
Just been "towed along” by unkept 
promises made by the pit owners. He 
said that although Mr. Chadwick 
thought u reasonable amount of re- 
filling had been done at the pit, prop- 
erty owners nearby were quite posi- 
tive that such is not the case. He 
told of old automobiles, bed springs 
and such articles having been brought 
from Boston, Waltham and other 
places and dumped in the pit. 

Mr. Henley who owns a house at 
2171 Washington street told of his 
failure to sell the house after pros- 
pective buyers caught a glimpse of 
the yawning pit. George Cutler of 
2075 Beacon street said he had been 
promised that the pit would not be 
dug nearer the street than 50 feet, 
but this promise had been ignored. 

Alderman Tcmperley asked George 
Wilbur, head of the Highland Sand 
&. Gravel Company about the speed- 
ing of big gravel trucks on Brookline 
street, Oak Hill. Mr. Wilbur had 
asked for a renewal of the permit for 
another year to coutinue the opera- 
tion of sand and gravel machinery at 
the big pit. off Wiswall street. He 
told Mr. Temperley that only a few 
of the trucks carrying material from 
Ills pit were owned by his company 
and that he had endeavored to influ- 
cnce the drivers of the other trucks 
operating from the pit to drive with 
caution. Mr. Wilbur remarked that 
if his company is not given a renewal 
permit the trucks will not only travel 
on Brookline street, but along nar- 
row Nahanton street to Kenrick 
bridge to get sand and gravel from 
pit in Needham. Mr. Wilbur told 
the Aldermen that he had interviewed 
Miss Smith, superintendent of the 
New England Peabody Home on 
Brookline street and she had told him 
that the only objection she had to 
the trucks was when they had scat- 
tered gravel on the corner of Brook- 
line and Dedham streets and that the 
real weed is to widen Brookline 
street. Asked by Alderman Bail if 
his company is restricting digging at 
the pit to street grade, Mr. Wilbur 
replied in the affirmative, with the 
explanation that when it has been 
found necessary in some places to dig 
slightly below grade for drainage pur- 
poses^ reAlls have been made as soon 
as possible. 

Alderman Grebenstein said that the 
speeding of trucks on Brookline street 
is a matter for police action. He re- 
called the activity of the police last 
year against speeders on Brookline 
and Vine streets, which resulted in 
many truck drivers being brought in- 
to the Newton court and Aned, and he 
said this same action can be repeated, 
if necessary. Alderman Powers re- 
marked that a petition presented a 
year ago to restrict heavy trucking 
on Brookline street has never been 
acted upon. 

No persons appeared to object to 
the petitions of the Edison and Tele- 
phone Companies for pole locations on 
Nottingham and Nevada streets, 
Thaxter and Dorset roads and Wood- 
row avenue. Neither did any objec- 
tors appear against the petition of the 
Newton Masonic Associates for a per- 
mit to install a 2000 gallon fuel oil 
tank underground at 460 Newtonvllle 
avenue, or that of Alphonse Comeau 
for a gasoline Ailing stution at the 
northeast corner of Bridge and Cali- 
fornia streets. A communication was 
received from the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission registering opposi- 
tion to this proposed station, but Mr. 
Comeau has been informed by an ofii- 
< ial of the Commission that they take 
such action on all petitions for gaso- 
line Ailing stations adjoining Metro- 
politan reservations as a matter of

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LOCAL YOUTHS PLAY j JONES IS NAMED 

WELL FOR YALE BASEBALL COACH 


i The two local youths, Edgar War- 
ren and Allie Fletcher, on the Yale 
baseball team, played well In the two 
games with Harvard this week with 
the two greatest college rivals each 
winning one and necessitating a third 
game at New Haven next Tuesday. 

The first game was played at New 
Haven on Tuesday with Yale winning 
7 to 3. in which both Warren ami 
Fletcher played a quite prominent 
part. 

Each team scored once in the first 
and Yale took the lead with another 
tally In the third. In the fourth inn- 
ing with a runner on first. Warren 
sacrificed and another single made tho 
score 3 to 1. In the sixth the Crim- 
son tallied twice to tie the score and 
with runners still on first and sec- 
ond with two down, Lupien, Harvard 
right fielder, drove the hall to War- 
ren’s right. The Yale shortstop lost 
the hall which would have been 
scored as a hit had he not had an easy 
force play at third. Ticknor, who was 
the base-runner on second, headed 
for the plate when Warren lost the 
hall but the former Newton High 
star retrieved the ball quickly and cut 
him down at the plate with a perfect 
peg. Yale went ahead again In the 
seventh when Fletcher drew the only 
base on balls issued by McHale, Crim- 
son twirler. and stole second to he 
in position to score when Captain 
Vincent singled. This was the game 
winning lilt and Fletcher’s tally 
proved to be the winning run hut the 
Elis scored three in the eighth to 
make things certain. In the eighth 
inning McGowan and Warren each hit 
the first pitches for singles and then 
Joe Maine. Yale catcher, crashed one 
into the bleachers for a home run. 

In the field Fletcher had five put- 
outs and two assists without an er- 
ror. while Warren had two putouts, 
five assists and one error. The error 
was on Lupien’s smash in the sixth 
but Warren retrieved himself by get- 
ting Ticknor at the plate. Warren 
also cut down another runner at the 
plate with a pretty peg. Warren got 
one hit in three times at hat. scored 
I one run, and made one sacrifice. 
Fletcher was hitless in three times at. 
bat but drew a pass, stole a base and 
scored one run. The outstanding in- 
lield plays of the game looked as 
though Warren and Mays, Harvard 
second sacker, were under a recipro- 
city agreement. In the seventh, War- 
ren made a beautiful play on Mays’* 
grounder after Mays had robbed the 
Yale shortstop of a hit on a play in 
the second. 

In Wednesday’s game which Har- 
vard won, 4 to 3, with a three run 
rally in the ninth after two were 
down. Fletcher was the fielding star. 
He contributed to three sparkling 
plays. One was a catch of a Texas 
Leaguer fly to short right while run- 
ning with his back to the ball, the sec- 
ond was a diving grab of a hot liner 
to his right near second base and the 
third was a stop of a grounder by 
Page which shot by the first baseman. 
On the latter play Fletcher fell but 
scrambled to his feet and got his man 
at first with a quick throw. 

Harvard took a one-run lead by 
opening the scoring in the fourth. 
Captain McGrath of Harvard opened 
with a scratchy single to Warren and 
went to second on a passed ball. On 
DesRoches’ grounder to Warren the 
Crimson leader was trapped between 
second and third hut Albie Booth’s 
throw hit him in the back and he 
turned and raced to third. Fletcher 
retrieved the ball and nearly got Des- 
Roches as he scrambled back to first. 
It was on Wood’s short fly to right 
that Fletcher made his great catch 
but tlie former Newton star's throw to 
the plate was wide and McGrath tal- 
lied. Harvard did not lead long as 
Yale countered with two runs in the 
fifth. With two out Page, Harvard 
southpaw pitcher, passed Newton, 
Yale’s righthanded star twirler, and 
Bootli singled. Fletcher drew a pass 
to fill the bases and Linehan’s single 
scored Newton and Bootli and put 
Fletcher on third. With Vincent up, 
Yale tried to work the double steal 
but Lineham ran too far towards sec- 
ond base and was tagged before 
Fletcher could. cross the plate. Three 
innings later Yale added another tally 
to its lead. Fletcher walked again 
with one down. He moved up on an 
out at first and tallied on Captain 
Vincent’s single to right. 

In the ninth Harvard came through 
strong. Ticknor singled, DesRoches 
popped to Booth and Wood to Warren 
to make another Yale victory almost 
certain. But in bascbuil the game 
isn't over until the last man is out. 
Singles by Lupien, Sheldon and Mays 
tallied one run und filled the bases. 
Page went to bat and Newton, his 
confidence having faded somewhat, 
passed him with four balls in a row 
to force in the tying run. Ben Bus- 
sett, Harvard outfielder who had 
taken MoCaffrey's place in centre- 
field after Rex hud batted for the lat- 
ter the previous inning, hud his op- 
portunity. With tiie count two and 
two he met tho bull squarely for a 
dean single over Warren’s head to 
score Fincke, who run for Sheldon, 
with the needed run. 

During the rally Harvard got the 
one break it needed on Lupleu’s hit 
after tlie two outs came. His ground- 
er rifled through tho grass towards 
Warren who had only to scoop it up 
and toss it to Fletcher for a force 
play to end tile guine. It wus a hard 
hit bull, not an eusy one to pluy, and 
It scooted away from Warren into the 
outfield to let Ticknor ruce to third, 
setting tiie stage for the thrilling 
wind-up. 

During tlie game both Warren and 
Fletcher wont liltless witli the for- 
mer up four times und Fletcher at bat 
twice, being passed on both of his other 
trips to Hie plate.

At its meeting Inst Monday night 
tin* Newton School Committee elected 
Lucius P. (Jeff) Jones its head coach 
of baseball to succeed John L. Sulli- 
van. Last February Mr. Sullivan, who 
bus been coach of football and base- 
ball since the death of Allie Dickin- 
son in 1927. asked to be relieved of 
his duties at the end of the present 
baseball season. The latter part of 
March the school committee an- 
nounced the appointment of Ralph 
Sanborn as football coach and the ap- 
pointment of Jones completes the 
coaching assignments at Newton 
High. 

The new hnseball coach Is well- 
known in high school athletics hav- 
ing been a member of the coaching 
staff since 1927 when he joined the 
faculty as a teacher of history. His 
appointment is not altogether unex- 
pected as he has served as Sulli- 
van’s assistant in hnseball the past 
four years and has done his part In 
bringing two Suburban league cham- 
pionships to the orange and black. 
Last fall he assisted Conch Sullivan 
in football and prior to that served as 
junior varsity football conch for two 
seasons. He has also been the junior 
varsity coach of basketball the past 
four winters. Prior to coming to New- 
ton he gained wide experience both 
as a player, coach and club manager 
with various teams. A native of Har- 
wich he learned the rudiments of the 
national pastime as a member of the 
high school nine in that Cape Cod 
town. He played as a freshman on 
tlie Pomona (Calif.) College yearling 
team and then transferred to Har- 
vard. In his junior year he captained 
tho second Crimson varsity and in his 
senior year played first base for the 
varsity. He broke up tlie Holy Cross 
game of that year in the ninth inn- 
ing with a home run. The summer 
following his graduation he was with 
the Philadelphia Athletics. 

Since 1921 he has coached and man- 
aged various “semi-pro" and “pro" 
teams in California. Utah, and New 
England dining the summer vacation 
periods and has taught school the bal- 
ance of the year. In the summer of 
1930 he played and managed the Har- 
wich Club of the Capo Cod league and 
will shortly resume that position for 
the coming weeks. His coaching ex- 
perience also includes two years at 
Falmouth High School In football, bas- 
ketball and baseball. One of his foot- 
ball elevens won the championship of 
its league. He also attended two ses- 
sions at the University of Michigan 
Summer Coaching School. 

An Interesting Sidelight

coaches and with the dropping of the 
reins by Coach Sullivan the follow- 
ing sidelight is timely. The writer was 
talking recently with Coach Thomas 
Hines of Brookline,' the greatest ath- 
letic rival the Newton school meets 
and the talk quite naturally was large- 
ly about school sports. Mr. Hines re- 
marked that Brookline had enjoyed 
meeting the teams coached by Sulli- 
van fully as much as those directed by 
the late Allie Dickinson. The Brook- 
line director spoke of the handicaps 
Mr. Sullivan labored under and added 
that above it all “Sullivan taught his 
hoys clean play, sportsmanship and 
gentlemanly conduct on the field." He 
also mentioned tiie fact that Brookline 
did not defeat or score upon Newton 
on the football field the first three 
years of Mr. Sullivan’s regime.

President Collins 
stated that someone had doubted the 
vote, so the members voted again on 
a rising vote. This time 11 aldermen 
voted to reject the petition and 7 vo- 
ted to sustain the report of the com- 
mittee. 

The Aldermen sustained the Li- 
censes Committee on its recommenda- 
tions granting leave to withdraw on 
the following petitions: Lowe’s Rent- 
ing Service, 180 Allerton road, Ward 
5, one 2nd-class taxi, Richard Whooley, 
one first-class, one second-class taxi, 
at 37 Thornton street. Ward 1. Ste- 
phen McElroy, 26 Emerson street. 
Ward 1, one taxi license. James Har- 
rington, 10 Pearl street, Ward 7, one 
first-class taxi. Maria Esposito, Com- 
mon Victualler license at 192 Adams 
street. Ward 2. 

Alderman Powers asked that the Mc- 
Elroy petition he reconsidered by tlie 
committee as the petitioner is an old 
resident of Newton and desires to op- 
erate the taxi only a few hours nights. 
Chairman Hawkins of the Licenses 
Committee objected to this petition 
being referred back. He said the com- 
mittee had carefully considered the 
matter of more taxi licenses and had 
decided there are plenty of taxis now 
at Newton Corner to take care for 
the business there. 

Alderman Hawkins for the Licenses 
Committee reported adversely on the 
petitions of George Haynes for a gaso- 
line tilling station at the corner of 
Washington and Thornton streets, and 
the petition of Frank Y. Clark for a 
gasoline tilling station at 782-784 Bea- 
con street. Asked by Alderman Greb- 
enstein why the commitee had turned 
down these petitions, Mr. Hawkins ex- 
plained that the locus of the proposed 
station on Washington street has u 
frontage of only 54 feet und would 
ho oil a dangerous corner. He gave 
the information that the petition is 
considering increasing the frontage. 
Mr. Grebenstein asked that the pe- 
titions he referred hack to the com- 
mittee for further consideration. Al- 
derman Hawkins opposed such action 
and Mr. Grebenstein said lie would 
not insist on his request. The Board 
voted to accept the report of the com- 
mittee. The petition of Frank Y. Clark 
was rejected largely because of oppo- 
sition from the Newton Center Wom- 
an’s Club. 

Alderman Powers called attention 
to the signs along Commonwealth ave- 
nue advertising Norumbega Park und 
the Totem Pole Dance Hall. He stated 
that over a year ago when the Mayor 
uud members of tlie Board of Aider- 
men surveyed conditions on Common- 
wen It li avenue it was agreed that these 
signs should not he permitted on the 
avenue and it was understood that 
they would not be put up again this 
year. He said that City officials hud 
notified the munugemeut of the park 
to remove tlie signs and that there 
should be no further doiuy in com- 
pelling tlie removal of the signs 
which are on the avenue illegally. 
President Collins replied that this is 
an executive matter. 

Aldermuti Gallagher protested 
against the closing of Washington 
street between Wales street and the 
Lower Fulls bridge. He called atten- 
tion to the serious deluy this closing 
cuuses to Wellesley pliysiehins who 
frequently have to hurry to tho New- 
ton Hospital. He said that busses are 
permitted to travel over this section 
of Washington street and tliat the ru- 
surfaclng work along this section can 
lie done hy only closing liuif of the 
street to t ruffle.

What is good citizenship? Certainly more than paying 
one’s taxes and keeping out of the police court. Governor 
Roosevelt complains of the crass ignorance of the so-called 
educated classes regarding the functioning of government.

ORIGIN OF BANK 

One of the articles in the Constitution of the Newton Temper- 
ance Society and Lyceum, organized in 1827, read as follows: 

“A Savings Institution shall be connected with this society, the 
purpose of which is to afford members or their families who are 
desirous of saving their money a safe and profitable mode of invest- 
ment. and to encourage them to the practice of prudence, industry 
and economy.” 

March 3, 1829, the Newton Temperance Society and Lyceum 
Savings Institution began business. June 17, 1831, the Institution 
was incorporated under the laws of the State and received its charter 
as “Institution for Savings in the Town of Newton.”

The one hundredth anniversary of the 
Newton Savings Bank was fittingly 
observed on Wednesday evening with 
a dinner at the Brae Burn Country 
Club which was attended by about 
eighty officers, trustees, corporators 
and past and present employees.

In 1831 the Institution for Sav- 
ings in the Town of Newton received 
its charter. For over thirty yours the 
residences of the treasurers were used 
us quarters for the hunk. In 1863 
a building was erected on Ricliardsou 
Park at Newton Corner which was oc- 
cupied by tlie Savings Bunk and tlie 
old Newton National Bunk. Coutiu 
ued growth of the hunk and of tlie 
city necessitated a now building in 
1898. In thut yeur the present build- 
ing wus erected on tlie Richardson 
Purk site.

Bids are about to be asked for on 
the construction of the new City Hall 
and War Memorial in this city. This 
is a project that will involve the ex- 
penditure of around $800,000; the 
cost of the grading of the trinngle 
will bring the expense to citizens of 
Newton to the vicinity of $1,000,000. 
Naturally it will not only be desir- 
able but necessary to obtain reason- 
ably low bids on this big project. 
But, it is also desirable and neces- 
sary that employment on the new 
building he given to Newton resi- 
dents. Hundreds of men in this city 
whose occupations are in building 
trades have been idle much or most 
of the time for the past couple of 
years. Many of them are in desper- 
ate circumstances. Many of these 
have refrained from seeking aid from 
the city because they are men of 
pardonable pride, men who hereto- 
fore have been self-supporting and 
fairly prosperous. The long drain ou 
tiie savings of these men, meagre 
savings in many cases, has brought 
them to the end of their finances. 
They must either obtain work or aid 
from this city. Being self-respecting 
American citizens, they prefer to 
work. 

It has been contended that it is 
illegal for this city, or any city in 
the Commonwealth to restrict em- 
ployment on the construction of pub- 
lic buildings to local residents. It is 
argued that contractors must be al- 
lowed to use their regular employees 
in fairness to the employers. Few, if 
any large contractors carry a large 
crew of regular employees. They 
hire and fire men as they require 
them. It is also true that cities and 
towns in this State, legally or illegal- 
ly have stipulated in the specifica- 
tions of contracts submitted to bid- 
ders that residents lie employed. With 
tiie depression in building activities, 
there is little doubt but that almost 
every contractor would be glad to bid 
on the new City Hall and War Me- 
morial with tiie agreement that lie em- 
ploy only Newton men in all those 
trades where such men can lie ob- 
tained in this city, if the contrac- 
tors knew that such a stipulation 
were to he faced they could not com- 
plain that any burden had been placed 
upon them. 

Without indulging in pessimism the 
long promised return to prosperity is 
still around the corner — and it ap- 
pears to be a corner with a long 
curve. If the City of Newton does 
not want to spend many added thou- 
sands of dollars in relief payments 
next winter, every effort should be 
made to assure tiie employment of 
Newton men on tiie new City Hall and 
War Memorial.

Some Quick Passes 

One of the best things I seem to 
do to ndd to my store of useless 
knowledge. Well, be that as it may 
or may not, I am sure that I proved 
a statement made recently in this 
column that people write more let- 
ters in rainy weather than fine. Have 
had plenty of opportunity to demon- 
strate the first part of this month, 
too. in my own case I found my 
correspondence so great I came near 
telephoning the Mayor’s Office to ask 
“Jim” Dempsey to give me a lift. If 
there’s anybody who can go through 
a stack of piled-up mail quicker than 
“Jim” I’d he glad to give him some 
free publicity. But there’s no such 
feller. 

Now that we’ve got around to City 
Hall I’m glad that they’re not going 
to alter the plans for the new struc- 
ture. Outside of the question of poor 
economy the heads of departments 
have put up with cramped quarters 
long enough. In fact. I’ve never un- 
derstood how Frank Grant and Frank 
Newhall and all the others got so 
much work done. With City Hall 
folks accomplishing all they have un- 
der such obstacles just think of what 
they’ll be able to do in a nice big 
roomy building. 

I can see where “Joe” Murray, the 
Alderman, is going to put in a lot 
of time this summer looking over 
the street construction as head of 
the Public Works Committee. Hope 
he gives me some rides around with 
him while he’s doing it. 

We’re going to hear the bells ring 
on patriotic holidays hereafter, I see 
by the Graphic. Had an idea New- 
ton folks, who like their quiet and 
plenty of it. wouldn’t stand for dumb- 
tongued bells on the Fourth of July. 

Been reading about those fascinat- 
ing Aran Islands and other places 
where travelers get a big thrill. It's 
made me wish the Newton Steamship 
Agency (Warren Brimblecom and Ed 
Powers) were fixing me up with trans- 
portation and accommodations on one 
of their lines. Well next year or 
the year after, if I have luck, I’ll be 
doing business with them. 

The Payroll You Help Provide 

I have often envied the astronomer 
his facility for reeling-off figures such 
as so-many-thousand miles from the 
earth lies this or that planet and 
the number of years it would take 
to travel from your front door to some 
place in a certain constellation. It 
always make me take on a blank ex- 
pression and I sit ga-ga while this 
amazing knowledge is spread before 
me. 

It is with a desire to put you. faith- 
ful reader, into a similar state that 
I would call your attention to the 
figures I casually gathered when I 
saw members of the Massachusetts 
Legislature receiving their pay. The 
General Court finished its business 
one evening last week and no sooner 
had final adjournment been announced 
than several score of legislators de- 
scended upon the State Treasurer’s 
office. They are paid $2000 each, 
with the exception of the presiding 
officers of the two branches each of 
whom receives $4000. This makes a 

total payroll for the year <>t' $564, 

Each member is paid $200 a month 
while the Legislature is in session. 
As soon as prorogation comes the 
balance is available. Thus a member 
may receive his year's salary before 
the year is half over. 

Well, there you have some idea 
of what it costs our Commonwealth 
to have 24o Representatives and 40 
Seuators. But that doesn’t include 
tlie salaries for clerks, assistant 
clerks. Senate and House counsel, 
messengers, pages and others who are 
employed in the chambers or offices 
of the General Court. Approximate- 
ly $140,000 is necessary to meet the 
payrolls on which these employes ap- 
pear. 

It may interest you, especially if 
you are a commuter and have to buy 
a 12-ride railroad ticket every week, 
that all members of the Legislature 
and all employes thereof receive mile- 
age for the entire year at the rate 
of $4.20 a mile for one way. Let 
me make myself clearer. A member 
or employe lives 10 miles from the 
State House. The amount he receives 
for the year in mileage is $42.00. Is 
that plain? The way they figure it 
you must live at least five miles from 
the State House if you dou’t live in 
it. and nobody sleeps there. Do you 
follow’ me? I was afraid you wouldn’t. 
Well, suppose you live within walk- 
ing distance of the capitol. All right, 
you get mileage for five miles; if at 
distance between five and 10 miles 
you get mileage for 10 miles. This 
means, it must be a multiple of five 
and if you live 13 miles out you be- 
long in the 15-mile class. 

Getting in a little deeper I think 
you’ll want to know some legislators 
receive over $500 a year in mileage; 
others more than $600. It’s all a mat- 
ter of distance. Some House and 
Senate pages get more money in mile- 
age than they do in salary, but that 
is because they are paid only for the 
session while their mileage is for the 
year. A legislator or employe who 
lives at such a distance from the 
State House that it would be imprac- 
ticable to commute each day may tuke 
bis mileage ntouey to pay his board 
hill in Boston and usually he does 
that very thing. In fact, as 1 under- 
stand it that is tlie intention of the 
system and payroll intentions are usu- 
ally sound as you kuow. 

No Pay For Overtime 

Having told you what money mem- 
bers of the Legislature receive for 
their work at the regular sessiou I 
feel that it is only justice to say that 
a number of them serve on recess 
committees for which they receive no 
compensation. Not all are requested 
to perform this additional task but 
those assigned never, or seldom, fail 
to accept the responsibility. 

I musti’t start on figures again, or 
if 1 do I should preseut as few as 
possible. All right then. Now there 
are 14 recess commissions to sit this 
summer and full which meuus that 
14 members of the Senate will llterul- 
iy give ofptfieir time and energy to 


serve the State in this capacity, for 
each one calls for a chairman to be 
selected from the membership of the 
upper branch. Our own Senator, Mr. 
Hollis, by the way, is chairman of a 
commission to study and revise the 
laws relating to zoning, town plan- 
ning and the regulation of billboards 
and other advertising devices. 

Forty-one members of the House 
are also appointed to these same 14 
special commissions which makes a 
total of 55 legislators who are to re- 
ceive no pay for overtime. 

Should you want to know what the 
other thirteen recess bodies are I 
can give you this summary: simplify- 
ing the questions on the State elec- 
tion ballot under the initiative and 
referendum: laws pertaining to the 
inspection of dairy farms and the pro- 
duction and distribution of milk; fur- 
ther changes in the tax laws: revision 
and codification of laws relating to co- 
operative hanks; laws relating to the 
regulation of the operation of school 
busses; regulation of the business of 
transporting certain property for hire 
upon the ways of the Commonwealth: 
surveying and revising the laws re- 
lating to savings banks: advisability 
of the State participating in the 
World’s Fair to be held in Chicago 
in 1933; continuing the survey and 
revision of laws relating to marine 
fisheries: providing an additional fit- 
ting memorial to the men and women 
of Massachusetts who served in all 
wars in which Massachusetts partici- 
pated; providing for a Massachusetts 
representation at the Yorktown Ses- 
quicentennial Celebration: investigat- 
ing the operation of the minimum 
wage law and making boulevards and 
other improvements on the hanks of 
the Connecticut river. 

More About Perambulators 

A Washington reader of this col- 
umn I we have them farther away 
than that) thinks we should kuow 
more about the subject of perambula- 
tors which was touched upon two 
weeks ago. He writes: 

“Dear Lev — I think it must be for 
people like you that the Smithsonian 
Institute has for the first time placed 
in the collection of vehicles of trans- 
port a baby carriage. That ought 
to teach you and others who are not 
any too certain in their knowledge 
just what it is all about. The car- 
riage was donated by Julia P. Kiess 
of Washington. Purchased in 1S63 
for Miss Kiess the baby coach is still 
in excellent condition. 

“For some reason no thought had 
been given by the Smithsonian In- 
stitute to acquiring the baby carriage. 
Maybe they got word that you were 
bewildered and thought there were 
many others like you. At any rate, 
the gift of Miss Kiess differs from the 
modern four-wheel perambulator. It 
looks like a miniature one-horse shay. 
There are no marks to indicate «rho 
made it. It has two wheels and is 
pulled by a long handle. Covered 
with a collapsible top of leather which 
has side glasses and a roll rear cur- 
tain. the little buggy is roomy and 
comfortable. 

"When it arrived, many interesting 
questions arose about baby carriages 
and their evolution. Scarcely any- 
thing is known about them or their 
history. It is believed that with this 
uew addition to its division of trans- 
portation light will be shed on their 
origin and development. 

“The carriage will take its place 
among the ox carts with wooden 
wheels, boats dug out from tree 
trunks, stage coaches, buggies, rail- 
road locomotives, motor cars and air- 
plane. It not only is unique in .con- 
struction but indeed is a contribution 
to the collection showing the history 
of man’s locomotion. 

“Come over and have a look at it. 

I can’t promise you a ride in it, but 
will do my best in other ways to en- 
tertain you.”

Mr. Coolidge. who thinks deeply, 
quotes Henry Ward Beecher in a state- 
ment that our system of government 
and business is a failure. When 
Beecher was told that Christianity had 
failed, he replied, “It has never been 
tried.” 

Mr. Coolidge observes that the Ser- 
mon on the Mount Is neglected even 
after two thousand years of preaching. 
Our social and religious systems are 
sound, but we human beings are im- 
perfect. 

We are also dull. We have millions 
of idle money and capacity for produc- 
tion unlimited, and we do not know 
what to do with the money. Storing 

it in piles of gold. 

Tomorrow this Government could 
raise ten billions. More than seven 
billions were offered Mr. Mellon a few 
days ago when he asked for eight hun- 
dred million dollars, paying only 3 H 
per cent interest. 

We have it. but do not know how to 
use it. all of our Intelligence being 
trained in accumulation, none in dis- 
tribution. 

Lindbergh remembers the question 
that Napoleon used to his marshals 
when they reported a victory; “What 
did you do the next day?” This is “the 
next day’’ for Lindbergh, and he in- 
tends to fly. with his wife, to Japan 
and China, over the Pacific Ocean. 

Because his wife is going. Colonel 
Lindbergh will fly over a northern 
narrow stretch of the Pacific, no “mid- 
dle of the ocean, and no matter what 
happens” this time. And he will fly a 
ship that can land on water. 

While Colonel Lindbergh prepares 
for his trans-Pacific flight, which he 
calls “a vacation trip.” Wilkins starts 
with his submarine for the North Pole. 

The human mind soon becomes ac- 
customed to whatever happens often. 
Once torture of witnesses in court and 
torturing to death of criminals at- 
tracted little attention. Now we scarce- 
ly look up when airplanes pass. Even 
the sight of a giant dirigible is only 
mildly exciting. 

A courageous man starts for the 
North Pole planning to travel under 
ice. perhaps 100 feet thick, in his sub- 
marine and we say "indeed, so inter- 
esting.”

CONFERENCE ON 

GIRLS’ RECREATION 

The weather, responsible for so 
many disappointments, made It neces 
sary for the guests of the last Wel- 
fare Conference to imagine them- 
selves at tho Girl Scout Camp, Mary 
Day, where it lmd been planned to 
hold the Conference on Wednesday, 
June 10. Instead the Newton High 
lands Girl Scout Committee served a 
luncheon in the pleasant quarters of 
the work-shop of the Newton High- 
lands Women s Club. 

Mrs. Stephen E. Wright was elected 
Chairman of tho Conference, and Mrs. 
Reginald H. Bankart, Secretary. 

Miss Caroline L. Freeman, director 
of tho Newton Scouts, told the story 
of the scout camp. During the sum- 
mer ?50 girls enjoy the outdoor life 
and the many-sided activities of the 
camp either for a night or two or 
during a two or four-week period. Not 
only do they lead an active life of 
sports, nature study and craft work, 
but the girls do all the camp work 
themselves, except the cooking. 

They get experience of ‘‘real camp- 
ing” by taking an. over-night hike not 
far away from the main camp but in 
all other ways as Independent of out- 
side resources as a camp in the deep 
woods. 

At a small camp like Mary Day, 
having room for only 35 girls at a 
time, the scout leaders get closer to 
the girls than in a whole winter of 
less intimate contacts, Miss Freemau 
felt. 

She said that anyone interested in 
scouting would be most welcome on 
any day at camp if they wished to 
see the camp in action as well as on 
Sunday, the regular visiting day. 

The question was asked as to what 
girls should do who cannot get into 
the Newton camp. Miss Freeman sug- 
gested various state scout camps 
which are not full. 

Miss Helen I. Sandstrom of the 
Stearns* School Centre said they had 
clubs for girls from 7-70 years old; the 
youngest being a brownie pack— with 
objectives much like those of the 
scouts. With the next older groups 
the interests are those of the home: 
Sewing, cooking, and the like; then 
come those of an age to want social 
pleasures, such as dancing and drama- 
tics, and the Senior Club which has 
girls of experience and leadership. 
Every month except August the Cen- 
tre has some attractions to offer for 
girls or boys. In the summer they 
join In the activities of the Playground 
Department. 

What the Centre most needs is 
rooms for space and recreational 
equipment, especially for boys. 

Miss Gertrude MaeCallum. Director 
of the West Newton Community Cen- 
tre, said she could heat Miss Sand- 
strom because in the West Newton 
Centre there are girls from two years 
and eight months old up to 76 years — 
the former being in the pre-school kin- 
dergarten. 

The work of the West Newton Cen- 
tre has grown fast. Four years ago 
there were 9 regular activities In the 
children’s club groups. Now there 
are 35. Yet, Miss MaeCallum felt that 
they had only been able to scratch the 
surface of the need in West Newton. 

The 350 club members are organized 
in groups for a program of part bus- 
iness, part play, and part serious ac- 
tivities, such as handicrafts. 

The Centre co-operates in the clos 
est way with the Playground Depart- 
ment of the city, but is in no way 
connected with it. Summer Is the pic- 
nic season and practically^ every day 
some club is off for a good ‘time in the 
country. 

Miss Giovanna Talamini of the In- 
ternational Institute of the Y. W. C. 
A. gave an interesting account of the 
clubs being formed among the Italian 
families in Thompsonville. The club 
meetings are held through the courtesy 
of Mr. Gasbarri in his store, since the 
Bowen School cannot provide ade- 
quate room. Miss Talamini’s assistant 
leads a club at one end of the room 
while she directs one at the other. 
The programs are recreational and 
also creative. 

The description of these programs 
made the members of the Conference 
realize more than ever the part which 
recreational and group activities play 
in normal living and the responsibility 
of the community to provide them 
when lacking. Hard times make tho 
need even more urgent.

MAN FATALLY SHOT 
AT NEWTON CORNER 

Wilfred F. Dart, 28 of 8 Bacon 
street. Newton, lias been sought by 
Newton police since Saturday night 
for the murder of Charles J. Bernard, 
2tl. of 9 Prieslng street. Jamaica 
Plain. Saturday night, shortly befofre 
8, Patrolman James Jenkins was on 
traffic duty at the parking space on 
Washington strict, near Thornton 
street, Newton, when Bernard drove 
up in an automobile, told Jenkins he 
had been shot, and slumped at the 
wheel. Jenkins shouted to employees 
of the Garden City Garage across the 
street to summon the police ambu- 
lance. Bernard mumbled to the po- 
liceman that Dart had shot him. He 
was rushed to the Newton Hospital 
in the police ambulance, and although 
told that lie had no chance to live, 
lie refused to give any details of the 
shooting, or details of trouble between 
Dart and himself. A 32-calibre Bullet, 
which is in possession of the Newton 
police, entered the right side of Ber- 
nard’s abdomen and emerged from the 
left side of the abdomen. 

Newton police rushed to Dart’s ad- 
dress at Bacon street upon learning 
of the shooting and were told that 
there had been no quarrel between 
Dart and Bernard at that place by 
Mrs. Grace Dart, wife of the accused. 
The police were also informed that 
Dart had not been living at home for 
several weeks with his wife and two 
children. The police then started a 
search through this city and in Bos- 
ton for Dart but could not locate him. 

At midnight Saturday it was deter- 
mined to perform an emergency op- 
eration upon Bernard in an effort to 
save his life. Before the operation a 
police stenographer was sent to the 
hospital to take a dying statement 
from the wounded man. The operation 
was performed by Doctors Leonard 
and Nutter. Bernard did not recover 
consciousness following the operation 
and died at 7:45 Sunday morning. In 
the meantime Boston police had been 
endeavoring to inform his wife of her 
husband’s plight but she was not at 
home, and did not return from a mo- 
torcycle trip with her brother until 
about midnight. She collapsed when 
told of the shooting. Bernard was a 
native of Pennsylvania and had lived 
in Jamaica Plain for 10 years. He 
was married 5 years ago and had 
three children. According to Mrs. 
Bernard’s brother the victim and 
Dart had known each other for years 
and had attended school together. 

Dart, who lias been a resident of 
Newton for several years, was re- 
cently employed at a miniature indoor 
golf course at Newton Corner. It is 
also alleged that lie had been boot- 
legging. Lately he occupied office 
space in the Washington Building at 
Newton Corner.

NEWTON’S FOREIGN BORN HAS 
INCREASED 


While the federal census figures 
show that for the state as a whole 
tlie foreign born portion of the popu- 
lation of Massachusetts decreased 22,- 
898 from 1920 to 1930, during this 
same period the foreign born popula- 
tion of Newton increased from 10,179 
to 13,557.

Resigns As Head Of 
Animal Rescue League 

Win. E. Brigham To Retain Interest 
In Work 

William E. Brigham of Newtonville, 
who has been the executive head of 
the Animal Rescue League of Bos- 
ton for more than a year, has resigned 
that position, which he accepted tem- 
porarily, and been succeeded as man- 
aging director by Robert F. Sellar of 
St. Louis, for eight years the success- 
ful executive secretary of tlie Missouri 
Humane Society. Mr. Brigham retains 
the editorship of Our Fourfooted 
Friends, the magazine founded and 
conducted for twenty-eight years by 
tlie late Mrs. Huntington Smith, whose 
publication Mr. Brigham revived last 
January, and he also is a member of 
the executive committee of the 
League, which directly controls its 
more important current affairs. Under 
Mr. Brigham’s management not only 
has the fine organization set up by 
Mrs. Smith been maintained intact but 
the work of the League has been ex- 
panded materially, including impor- 
tant developments which have extend- 
ed much-needed protection to the ani- 
mals on Cape Cod. He also lias been 
of great assistance in developing beau- 
tiful Pine Ridge Cemetery, maintained 
by the League at Dedham, where is 
buried the famous dog Igloo, which 
accompanied Admiral Richard E. Byrd 
on his trips to the North and the 
South Pole. Mr. Brigham’s own dog, 
Rex. a lovely English Chow familiar 
by sight to many of the residents of 
Newtonville, which died a week after 
Mr. Brigham had been taken seriously 
ill in the spring, is burled in tlie same 
cemetery, and in due time his grave 
will be marked with a bronze tablet 
reading. "He was nobler than most 
men.” Mr. Brigham is still in delicate 
health, and he and Mrs. Brigham will 
spend next week with relatives on 
Cape Cod. 


SUSPICIOUS FIRE AT NEWTON 


A fire which had appearances of in- 
cendiarism gutted the large dwelling 
at 41 Washington street. Newton, 
shortly after midnight Monday. The 
house was the residence of the late 
Nathan Scheinfain who ran a furni- 
ture factory on Chapel street. Newton, 
and who (lied recently. It had been 
occupied since Mr. Scheinfain’s death 
by his two sons, Alfred and Everett 
Scheinfain, and a caretaker, John Con- 
nolly. None of the three were at home 
when the fire occurred. 

The blaze was discovered by Ber- 
nard Pullman who was passing by on 
his way to his home at 12 Merton 
street, nearby. He notified Patrolman 
William Whelan who pulled an alarm 
from Box 126 at 12:28 a. m. Tuesday. 
When the firemen reached the house 
and entered it they found two fires 
going. One had apparently started in 
the bathroom: the other in a closet 
quite removed. Both fires worked up 
through partitions badly gutting the 
upper part of the house. Furniture 
and furnishings in the lower part of 
the dwelling were badly damaged by 
water. The damage is estimated at 
several thousands of dollars. An in- 
vestigation of the fire is being made 
by the State Fire Marshal’s office.

Mr. AVestgate To Direc t Course For 
Local Red Cross 


Newton Chapter, American Red 
Cross, commencing next Monday, and 
continuing through July and August, 
will give life-saving instruction at 
Crystal Lake under the direction of 
Mr. Westgate. He is a recent grad- 
uate of Springfield College and has 
served before as instructor here in 
the city. 

Not only will instruction be given in 
life-saving but in swimming as well. 
Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts will he in- 
terested to learn that there is avail- 
able an opportunity of gaining their 
merit badges for swimming and life- 
saving. Splendid facilities are of- 
fered at Crystal Lake, with tlie new 
bath-house under the supervision of 
Mr. Herman, and the playground de- 
partment. 

Tlie increased number of pools, the 
greater accessibility of beaches and 
natural bathing facilities, and the 
larger attention being given to water 
sports in school, colleges and organ- 
ized playgrounds, gives to tlie water 
safety program of the American Red 
Cross steadily growing importance. 

Last year 52,798 candidates success- 
fully passed the rigid Red Cross life- 
saving tests and were authorized to 
wear the official insignia. This repre- 
sents an increase of 5,900 persons, or 
12% percent over the preceding 
year. 

Tlie Red Cross directs its life-sav- 
ing efforts toward removing water 
hazards as far as possible, it urges 
safety, in the cause of greater enjoy- 
ment, as well as the actual prevention 
of deuth. Many of its chapters provide 
full-time or part-time instructors in 
the summer months to .teach young 
and old how to swim, how to avoid 
dangers while swimming, and how to 
save the lives of tho^e in danger. 

Tlie prone presume * .jthod of arti- 
ficial resuscitation as taught by the 
Red Cross in its life-saving courses, 
has saved thousands of persons over- 
come while swimming. It has also 
saved many lives in cases of asphyxi- 
ation or electrocution.

Preparing For Big Camp Day Opens Must Restrain All 

Water Main Job For Sixteenth Year Dogs In Newton 


Huge Pipe To He Laid Where Trol- 
ley Tracks Are Now 


Newton Boys I<efr This Morning for 
“Y” Camp 


Aldermen Pass Ninety-Day 
Effective at Once 


During the past two weeks employ- 
ees of the contractors who are to lay 
the big 60 Inch main along Wash- 
ington street, between West Newton 
and Newton Corner, have been shift- 
ing the position of Newton water 
mains which were in the path of the 
huge Metropolitan pipe. The work 
between Elm street. West Newton and 
tlie intersection of Washington and 
Walnut streets at Newtonville will be 
done by the C. & R. Construction 
Company of Boston. The contract 
for laying the big pipe between Wal- 
nut street, Newtonville, along Wash- 
ington, Peabody and Pearl street to 
the Watertown line has been awarded 
to Thomas J. McCue of Watertown. 

The big pipe will be laid along the 
space now occupied by the abandoned 
tracks of the Middlesex & Boston 
Street Railway. By doing this, the 
Metropolitan District Commission will 
save many thousands of dollars as it 
will not have to resurface the street 
where the big trench will be excav- 
ated and refilled. If the trench were 
excavated along the part of Wash- 
ington street which is macadamized, 
the State would have to replace the 
macadamized surface. 

The ordinary sections of the big 
60 inch water pipe are 34 feet in 
length and cost about $10 a foot. The 
pipes are made in Holyoke by the 
Walsh Boiler Works, shipped on flat 
cars to Watertown over the Boston 
& Maine railroad, and then carried 
on a big trailer to the positions 
spotted along the streets for them. 
One end of each section is bevelled 
and the other end expanded. The 
sections are riveted to one another 
after the pipes have been laid in the 
trench and are so fitted as to be water- 
tight. 

The big pipes, 34 feet long and 5 
feet in diameter take up much space 
along Washington street where they 
have been dumped, and have elimi- 
nated practically all parking spaces 
for automobiles at West Newton, this 
same condition will later exist at New- 
tonville. The big excavation, the 
shifting of the large pipes from the 
street into the trench, aud the large 
amount of trucking essential to this 
work will cause hazardous traffic con- 
ditions and much detouring along 
Newton’s main thoroughfare the next 
few months. Excavation work on the 
section at West Newton is expected 
to start within a few days. It is prob- 
able that work between Newtonville 
and Newton will not start for several 
weeks as the pipe for this section is 
not ready. 


LONG DETOUR OFF WASHINGTON 
STREET 


Because of the resurfacing work 
being done on Washington street, be- 
tween Wales street and the Charles 
River bridge at Newton Lower Falls, 
automobiles are being detoured over 
a long and circuitous route. West 
bound automobiles must detour from 
Washington street at Beacon street, 
travel to Carletou road at Waban, 
and then proceed along Quineboquin 
road and over the Wales street bridge 
to Walnut street, emerging about a 
third of a mile west of Lower Falls. 
East bound automobiles reverse this 
route along the detour. Carieton road, 
a narrow street, is poorly adapted for 
the heavy traffic now passing over it. 

The contractors doing the work 
have been dumping a considerable 
amount of material excavated off the 
street into the gravel pit near the 
Newton Hospital. This is the pit 
which caused a number of nearby 
property owners to attend the last 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen to 
protest against conditions there; one 
of which is the failure of the owners 
of tlie pit to refill the big holes, as 
promised. The material being dumped 
there from Washington street has 
served to help this condition to some 
degree. 


DETOURS AT NEWTON CORNER 

Washington street, Newton, be- 
tween Park street and Saint James 
street has been closed to traffic be- 
cause of the work being done prepara- 
tory to tlie resurfacing of this section 
of the street. 

Charles River Parkway between the 
end of Charlesbank road aud Fan* 
euii street is also closed to traffic 
because of the laying of the big Met- 
ropolitan wuter main. There has been 
a detour from Washington street at 
Park street along Tremont street and 
Waverley avenue. Instead of using 
Charles River Parkway, autoists must 
detour to Watertown and take the 
river boulevard on that side of the 
river, or travel over North Beacon or 
Arsenal streets. 


AUTO HITS NEWTONVILLE 
WOMAN 


The sixteenth season of Camp 
Frank A. Day. the Newton Y. M. C. A. 
boys’ camp at Brookfield. Mass., 
opened today when one hundred and 
nineteen boys left Newton this morn- 
ing. Fifty-six are registered for the 
senior camp and sixty-three for the 
junior division. A special car. attached 
to the New York train leaving New- 
tonville at 9.30 this morning conveyed 
about half of the group to Brookfield 
while the remainder went by automo- 
bile. 

The senior camp has been relocated 
on the site occupied in former years 
while the junior camp has been re- 
moved to the new land a few hundred 
yards distant. Water has been piped 
to the new location and the tents, 
buildings and grounds have been 
wired for electricity. 

Mr. Clyde G. Hess, Director of Boys’ 
Work, who has successfully directed 
the Camp for the past eight years, will 
be in charge again this season. Mr. C. 
Evan Johnson, teacher and athletic 
coach at Walpole. Mass.. High School, 
will direct the senior camp and Mr.

All dogs in the Newtons must be 
restrained for the next 90 days. Be- 
cause of the prevalence of rabies in 
this, and neighboring communities. 
Mayor Weeks called a special meet- 
ing of the Board of Aldermen on last 
Monday night for the purpose of pass- 
ing an ordinance to restrain the dogs 
in this city for the period stated. 
Fourteen members of the Board met 
at City Hall and after listening to 
remarks by Dr. Boutelle, Inspector 
of Animals, complied with the request 
of the Mayor. 

For a long period the number of 
persons bitten by dogs in Newton and 
nearby places has been on the in- 
crease. This is to be expected as 
with the rapid increase in population 
of Greater Boston the number of doga 
has also increased. The dogs have 
less space in which to range and con- 
ditions for their welfare are much 
less favorable. 

There has been a considerable 
amount of rabies in this State in late 
years and within the past few weeks 
two young men bitten by dogs in Wal- 
tham have died from this disease. 
Many persons in the Newtons, Wal- 
tham and other adjoining places have 
had to take Pasteur treatment. This 
necessitates 14 inoculations in the ab- 
dominal region and is an ordeal 
which should be prevented by all pos- 
sible means. 

The Waltham City Government last 
week passed an order restraining all 
dogs in that city and requested co- 
operation from Newton. After a con- 
ference with Dr. Boutelle, Mayor 
Weeks decided that conditions in 
Newton did not necessitate a restrain- 
ing order. But, within two days fol- 
lowing this decision it was learned 
that a dog at Oak Hill had the rabies. 
This animal had been in direct con- 
tact with about 40 other dog3. Sev- 
eral other cases of rabies in dogs 
were also discovered and the imme- 
diate need of a restraining order be- 
came evident. 

The method to be followed in the 
enforcement of the restraining order 
will be similar to that used in 1927 
when dogs were last restrained in this 
city. Printed notices sent to all own- 
ers of licensed dogs will give them 
information of the order. An auto- 
mobile will be used by the Police 
Department to round up dogs found 
unrestrained. Patrolmen throughout 
the city are instructed to seize any 
dog found running loose. Such ani- 
mals will be taken in the dog-wagon 
to a pound located at the city stable 
on Crafts street, Newtonville. If a 
dog wears a collar bearing hfe own- 
er's name and address, the owner will 
be notified and can come to the pound 
to obtain the animal. If a dog has no 
collar and identification means, it will 
be held at the pound for 4S hours and 
then turned over to the Animal Res- 
cue League for disposition. 

According to Massachusetts law any 
dog found unrestrained after a city or 
town has passed a restraining order, 
can be shot. This applies to licensed 
dogs as well as to unlicensed dogs. 
The authorities of this city realizing 
that to resort to this drastic action 
would be unfair in many cases is try- 
ing to accord the most reasonable 
treatment to dogs and their owners. 
But, if it becomes evident that any 
owner is making little or no effort 
to obey the ordinance, the law will 
be enforced. 

When the restraining order was in 
effect in 1927 the number of unre- 
strained dogs corraled totalled 450. 
Of this number 390 were reclaimed 
by owners and 60 sent to the Animal 
Rescue League. Dog owners must 
not confuse a restraining order with 
a muzzling order. Dogs must not be 
allowed to run loose, even though 
muzzled. They must be kept in re- 
straint in all parts of the city: in 
thinly settled districts as well as in 
congested districts.

WARREN ELECTED 
TO LEAD YALE NINE 

Following the flnnl Yule-Harvard 
game Inst Tuesday afternoon which 
the former won 4 to 3 In ten Innings 
to capture the honors of the 1931 se- 
ries the Yale players elected Edgar 
M. Warren, former Newton High star, 
ns enptnin of the 1932 team. Prior to 
the game it was a close rnce between 
the Yale shortstop and Albie Booth, 
Yale three-sport star. Booth had pre- 
viously been honored with the captain- 
cies of both football and baseball for 
next year and had he been named to 
lead the nine would have been the 
first three major sport captain at Yale. 
Warren, however, played such a re- 
markable game for old Eli In the final 
contest with the Crimson that his 
teammates placed him ahead of the 
more widely known wearer of the 
blue. Warren made four hits in the 
deciding game, drove in the tying run. 
scored the winning run. and made 
several sparkling plays in the field. 

Warren graduated from the Newton 
High School in 1928 and then moved 
to Westwood. In 1927 he played sec- 
ond base for the orange and black 
most of the season until shifted to 
third. In 1928 he played throughout 
the season nt third in the infield which 
had Spain at short. Fletcher at sec- 
ond and deMille nt first. That year 
saw the high school team win the Sub- 
urban league championship, losing oilt 
two games one to Everett in ten inn- 
ings and the other in that well-remem- 
bered game with Somerville In which 
seniors did not participate. 

Warren entered Yale the following 
full and in the spring of 1929 played 
third base on the Eli freshman outfit. 
Last year as a sophomore he made the 
varsity, playing third base and this 
year switched to shortstop where he 
ims put up a great game. Incidental- 
ly. Allie Fletcher, the Yale second 
baseman is the same lad who teamed 
with Warren at Newton in 1928. 
Fletcher Is a sophomore and it is quite 
possible that he will succeed Warren 
as captain In 1933. 

Warren has lead the Yale team 
with tlie hat practically all this sea- 
son and finished with an average well 
above .400. He is quite fast and many 
of his hits were infield blows that he 
managed to heat out to first. He has 
also stolen several bases and placed 
himself in position to score frequent- 
ly by so doing. Warren is a one-sport 
athlete, confining his athletic endeav- 
ors to baseball. 

In Tuesday’s game Warren played a 
prominent part as mentioned. In the 
fourth inning Yale opened the scoring 
with a two run rally. With one run in. 
a runner on third and none out W ar- 
ren made his first single to score tho 
second Yale tally. Later Yale filled 
the bases hut the former Newton 
youth was forced out at the plute af- 
ter a short fly had retired one batter. 
Fletcher was then up with the bases 
full but Page. Crimson pitcher, bore 
down to strike him out. Harvard came 
right baek in the first of the fifth to 
tie the score. Lupien. Harvard cap- 
tain-elect, wus the first man up and 
was safe when Warren threw high 
to first after a pretty stop. Two oth- 
er errors by Yale enabled the Crim- 
son to make it 2 all and the score re- 
mained so until the first of the tenth. 

In the tenth frume Harvard man- 
aged to put one tally across after a 
pass, a steal and a single scored Tlck- 
nor with what looked like the win- 
ning run as Yale had been unable to 
do anything with Page after its fourth 
run surge.

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A DANGEROUS CONDITION 

Another phase of the automobile traffic in Newton is the 
danger created by the planting of hedges adjoining the 
street. We have called attention to this condition before, 
but we note that even the city authorities allow the hedges 
on city land to grow so high as to make a complete screen at 
street corners. We also note that Waban street, from Waban 
park to Pearl street, is another death trap. At this point 
hedges fully eight feet in height line both sides of a narrow, 
winding highway. These conditions should be called to the 
attention of the city government, and it might help if an 
ordinance could be passed limiting the height of hedges to 
three feet. A hedge of this size would not obstruct the view, 
and at the same time serve to prevent trespassing. 


RESTRAIN YOUR DOG 

The order of state authorities to muzzle or restrain dogs 
after July 1st is in the interests of public health and should 
be carefully observed. Incidentally it might be wise to pro- 
hibit the keeping of German police dogs within city limits. 
These huge dogs are a menace to every pedestrian, not- 
withstanding the fact that the owner always says, “He won’t 
hurt you.”

ROTARY CLUB 


Much interest was manifested in 
the talk on •Prohibition’’ given by 
Dr. Hugh Barr Gray at the regular 
meeting of the Rotnry Club on Mon- 
day at the Woodland Park Golf Club. 
Dr. Gray has been bend of the Wash- 
ingtonian Home for Inebriates at Bos- 
ton since 1915 and has had the oppor- 
tunity to study the effects of prohibi- 
tion. He stated that prohibition lmd 
no effect over a period of years as re- 
gards admissions to the home. The 
first year admissions fell way off hut 
during the next five years were more 
than ever before. During the past 
two years they have fallen off again 
but whether it is due to the business 
depression or prohibition is difficult to 
determine. It has previously been 
noted that when times are bad admis- 
sions to the home drop. Dr. Gray 
questioned whether or not prohibition 
could stop drinking. He gave three 
uses for alcohol. First as a medicine 
and in connection with this use he 
stated that many doctors do not use 
it at all. His second point was its use 
by a host to entertain guests. This 
ciass of people cannot be made to 
believe that they are breaking a moral 
law to serve it in their homes. Dr. 
Gray stated his belief that this class 
of people were at the bottom of the 
present difficulty as they kept the boot- 
legger in business. Its third use is by 
habitual drunkards who need but the 
slightest excuse to go on a “bat” — 
either to celebrate or to drown their 
sorrows. He mentioned the difference 
between a drunkard and a dope fiend 
alike in that neither has will power 
enough to stop the habit but other- 
wise being entirely different. 

Dr. Gray believed that the problem 
cannot be settled nationally — that it 
is impossible for anyone miles away 
to say what should be done in Bos- 
ton. He cited the fact that other 
countries have their troubles with 
the problem, but other countries have 
the people helping, in contrast to the 
United States. He said that no one 
wanted the saloon to come hack, but 
that he believed light wines and beer 
would benefit in that those who drank 
would not take alcohol in the concen- 
trated way they are doing at present. 

He deplored the dropping of the 
educational program of temperance. 
Prior to prohibition he said that the 
United States was growing more tem- 
perate. but in the past ten years we 
have lost ground. Before prohibition 
was inaugurated speakeasies and sa- 
loons were afraid of the Federal gov- 
ernment, but this fear has disap- 
peared. The speaker expressed his 
wish that the bootlegger traffic could 
be eliminated, when much of the pres- 
ent difficulty would be solved. He 
stated that he personally was a total 
abstainer but admitted that he voted 
“wet.”

ABOUT TOWN

Traffic O Ulcers Henry Loughltn and 
Michael Connolly on duty at New- 
ton Corner deserve commendation for 
showing no partiality. The Boston 
Elevated is making long needed re- 
pairs to a section of rail opposite 300 
Centro street and temporary “NO 
PARKING” signs were placed on both 
sides of Centre street from Pearl 
street and Jefferson street to Nonan 
twin Square. Many autoists, either 
unwittingly or deliberately disregard- 
ed these signs and parked cars in the 
restricted area, requiring constant 
work on the part of the two traffic 
officers to keep the street open for 
travel. Wednesday an Alderman who 
is quite insistent that traffic rules be 
obeyed, momentarily stopped Ills car 
near one of the signs. He was Im- 
mediately given a sharp reprimand 
by Officer Loughlin. Yesterday, Offi- 
cer Connolly tagged a fellow police- 
man’s car which had been parked in 
the prohibited area. 


At various times in the past few 
years this column has contained items 
criticising the laxity of police and 
other public officials regarding the 
licensing of dogs and the enforcing 
of the law relative to dogs wearing 
collars which bear the name and nd 
dress of each dog’s owner. Only a 
few weeks ago an item appeared in 
tills column advocating fewer dogs 
and the outlawing of certain ugly 
breeds. Undoubtedly many of our 
readers who are fond of (logs (and 
none is more fond of canines than 
the writer) concluded that we were 
dyspeptic, grouchy or something of 
the sort because of our attitude on 
the (log problem. 

Time has vindicated our attitude. 
The number of persons bitten by dogs 
in this and other cities and towns 
nearby, ns well as throughout the 
State has rapidly increased. Within 
the past month two men, one a resi- 
dent of Waltham, the other a resi- 
dent of Watertown, have cited of that 
horrible disease, rabies — or hydropho- 
bia. Two other persons have recent- 
ly died in Massachusetts from this 
terrible affliction. And yet there are 
persons, physicians included, who say 
there is no such disease. 

On Thursday at the State House 
a conference was held which was 
attended by officials responsible 
for the control of dogs. It was ad- 
dressed by Dr. George H. Bigelow, 
State Commissioner of Public Health. 
The dog situation has resolved itself 
to the status as expressed by our 
friend Dr. Frederick L. MacDonald, 
Director of Public Welfare in Wal- 
tham that “many persons seem to be 
more concerned with the welfare of 
dogs than with the welfare of hu- 
mans.” 


The other Sunday afternoon we took 
a ride up Framingam way and 
journeyed on the road which leads 
through the west part of Sherborn to- 
wards Millis. Diverting from this 
highway on a road towards Sherborn 
Centre we passed the residence of 
former Mayor Henry E. Bothfeld. Mr. 
Bothfeld was on the tennis court of 
his estate playing with members of 
his family. And despite the fact that 
he is over 72 years of age he still 
plays a game of tennis that would do 
credit to men half his age. Plenty 
of vigorous exercise has kept Mr. 
Bothfeld young in body and mind. 

He was Mayor of Newton in 1895. 
In 1919 he removed to Sherborn 
where he had built a residence across 
t lie road from his son’s farm. 

Mr. Bothfeld during his term as 
Mayor was about as unpopular a man 
with the youth of this city as any 
Newton executive ever was. He had 
the moral courage to clamp the lid on 
lawlessness and hoodlumism on the 
“Night before the Fourth.” The com- 
bination of fireworks and firewater 
had been rather bad in this city for 
several years preceding 1895, and that 
year Mr. Bothfeld took a step towards 
curbing perverted patriotism by for- 
bidding the discharge of firearms or 
fireworks before 1 a. m. on the mor- 
ning of July 4th. A mob of indignant 
hoys :yid youths started to march to 
his residence on Hunnewell Hill 
shortly ufter midnight of that date, 
but were dispersed by police. As one 
kid who said some unkind things 
about Mr. Bothfeld at that time, we 
realized as we grew older that he was 
right. 

Chief Randlett of the Newton Fire 
Department followed the principle 
started by Mr. Bothfeld when lie 
shortened the period preceding July 
4th, during which fireworks, fire- 
crackers and other noise-making de- 
vices can be sold in Newton. Boston, 
Watertown and other adjoining places 
could well do likewise. During the 
past few days sick persons in certain 
neighborhoods of this city have been 
bothered by children setting-off fire- 
crackers and exploding cups. Parents 
who allow their children to enjoy 
themselves through this form of play 
prove that they have little or no sym- 
pathy for their sick neighbors. And 
there are few neighborhoods in New- 
ton, thickly settled as it is today, 
where there are not sick persons. 
The police have been instructed to ap- 
prehend children exploding firecrack- 
ers and caps before July 4th.

Did You Ever Think of This? 

Our own fellow citizen. George R. 
Grant, general attorney for the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, recently delivered before 
the College of Law*, Cornell Univer- 
sity, a lecture on “Some Conflicting 
Views on Regulation of Public Utili- 
ties.” 

Excerpts here given show us that 
we ought to consider the investor’s 
side as well as the consumer’s, al- 
though what we most frequently hear 
is the latter. Mr. Grant says: 

“The stock of public service corpor- 
ations today is ow-ned by representa- 
tives of every level of society in ev- 
ery walk of life. They are men and 
women of industry and thrift whose 
earnings large and small have gone 
into the securities of these companies. 
They range from influential and suc- 
cessful business people to the small 
wage earner; they include profession- 
al men and women: mechanics, farm- 
ers, housewives, ad domestic serv- 
ants. In the last analysis they are 
the practical regulators of public util- 
ity rates. The man with a dollar in 
his pocket, looking for a place to in- 
vest it. determines largely the extent 
and efficiency of service and the rates 
to bo charged therefor. Millions of 
such people have invested ih Ir sav- 
ings in the property of public utilities 
and look to the law' to protect these 
savings. 

“The investors of the country have 
shown their preference for the value 
rule in the regulation of rates. They 
are not impressed by the prudent in- 
vestment theory and the argument of 
the ‘constant return’, for such a re- 
turn is constant only in dollars, with- 
out reference to the purchasing pow'er 
of those dollars. They prefer a re- 
turn more constant in purchasing 
power. 

"The stock of our utilities is broad- 
ly held and is entitled to protection. 
It must continue to he attractive to 
purchasers. If not, where is the money 
to come from to carry on the neces- 
sary capital expenditures? Banks will 
not loan large sums for capital pur- 
poses without accurate knowledge of 
plans for permanent financing. Per- 
manent financing is not possible with- 
out adequate rates for service. There 
can be no assurance of a fair return 
if rates must be based on any single 
element of value rather than value it- 
self. 

"The mere assurance that invest- 
ment will not lie confiscated does not 
satisfy stockholders. Rates for serv- 
ice must be reasonable.”

He dashed off a check and 
handed it to tho parcel post car- 
rier. The latter explained that as far 
as ho was concerned the chock was 
valueless.

The carrier managed to interrupt long 
enough to explain that it wasn’t his 
idea but that of tho Post Office author- 
ities at Washington. However, the in- 
dignant citizen proceeded to denounco 
tho Govornment for its unwillingnoss 
to accept his personal check. Ho con- 
cluded by declining to buy the shirts. 
And to add to tho humor of this tho 
said politician is a groat public orator 
and one of his favorite and most elo- 
quent themes is patriotism.

Honest Sport 


A man niutiy Newton people know 
for ill work among young people 
told me the other day that the game 
of tenuis, according to his observa- 


tions, provides a splendid training for 
t lie youth. He insists that it is bet- 
ter tliau any other form of outdoor 
sport and bases his conclusions on 
results ho and his associates have 
accomplished. With him I wandered 
over one of the larger public play- 
grounds of Boston and there saw high 
school pupils, whoso homes are in 
wiiat are somotimes referred to as 
tenement districts, playing excellent 
tenuis. 

“Tenuis players,” declared my 
guide, “have a standard of honesty 
that cannot be equalled. Cheating is 
out of the question, for once a person 
is found out he becomes ostracized. 
Baseball, on the other hand, cuuuot 
bo played without one or two um- 
pires. while golf — well, I don’t want 
to talk about the opportunities that 
come to him who keeps his own score 
— is one of those uncertain contests. 

“If you are surprised to find tennis 
popular among the young people less 
favored by fortune, let me tell you 
that a tennis court doesn’t require 
much space and tho equipment is eas- 
ily obtained by those who are satis- 
fied to possess that which suits tholr 
purposes. You can build twenty or 
more tennis courts on tho area ne- 
cessary for a hall field and boys aud 
girls may play at singles or doubles 
which means a large number engage 
in au active sport at the ouo time.” 

“You see it is better to have those 
young people playing themselves than 
standing arouud watching a single 
contest. The growth of tennis in 
large cities is ouo of those things 
that is helping to muke splendid citi- 
zens.” 


The Machine-Marked Ballot 

Please don’t tell me you think it’s 
too warm to talk about politics. I’m 
not going to discuss candidates or 
party policies or anything Tike that. 
What I’d like to take up is the vot- 
ing machine, and by that I do not re- 
fer to the man who doesn’t reason but 
who votes mechanically as far as his 
brains and opinion are concerned. 
This machine is just what its name 
implies and maybe it will be a long 
time before you are privileged to use 
one. Nevertheless, I’m going to in- 
dulge in a prophecy and that is tho 
idea will sometime be generally 
adopted. Furthermore, when that 
time comes we’ll be wondering how 
we ever got along without it. 

What makes me say that? Ah, I 
was certain you would ask mo that 
one. Well, there were many ob- 
stacles encountered and overcome be- 
fore we got arouud to that prized 
American institution — tho Australian 
ballot. Those of you who haven’t been 
voting more than a quarter-of-a-cen- 
tury should bear in mind that it was 
not until 1S90 that the official bal- 
lot was adopted. That’s forty-one 
years ago. Before that time each 
party lmd its own ballot aud there 
was more chance for thimble-rigging 
and hocus-pocus than could be ima- 
gined. Aud they weren’t so darned 
pure in the political game those days 
either. I find by poking my nose in- 
to ancient history. In 1890 politics 
meant to me only torchlight parades. 

I cannot say how much more l un- 
derstand politics today so let's not 
go iuto that. ' 


There was in this year 1S90 a great 
outburst against the official ballot 
which brought protection to the voter. 
That seems difficult of belief, doesn’t 
it? Old-time “pols” wanted things to 
run as they were because, of course, 
they had a better opportunity to mani- 
pulate. Well. I mention this to show 
you why I think we’ll be voting by 
machinery one of these days. 

The Massachusetts Ballot Law Com- 
mission, which cannot be accused of 
playing politics, has commended the 
automatic %*oting machine after a long 
study during which it had the as- 
sistance of the best mechanical en- 
gineers in the country. When the 
Ballot Law Commission of this State 
puts its O. K. on anything you don’t 
have to go any farther. 

Mr. H. H. Boynton, former Deputy 
Secretary of State, whose record in 
office stands pre-eminent in the public 
service, tells me that in New York 
there are 3413 voting machines from 
which returns were obtained in the 
last mayoralty election in less than 
an hour. And those returns were com- 


plete and official. Mr. Boynton says 
that Hartford, Conn., has used voting 
machines for 37 years aud Syracuse. 
X. Y.. for 30 years. In New York State 
1274 towns and 55 cities have them. 


You've Had This Experience 


Reference to telephone calls re- 
ceived while the party called for hap- 
pens to be out has aroused a sympa- 
thetic response from column readers. 
One writes. “What makes me get all 
hot and bothered is the vacant line, 
if you know what 1 mean. Somebody 
else answers and then yells to you. 
‘Hey, you’re wanted on the phone.' 
Then you toddio over, take the re- 
ceiver and shout ‘Hello,’ only to find 
there's nobody to talk to. You re- 
peat ‘Hello* several times and finally 
the operator comes on and tells you 
there isn’t unybody calling you. Then 
you start to argue aud the operator 
apologizes, but that gets you nothing.
